A GREAT SUCCESS 

Revival Services at Centenary Methodist Church, Auburn- 
dale Arouse Considerable Interest 


Brownell Appointed, Battery 
tlce Starts 


Tho Revival Meeting conducted at 
Centenary Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Auburndale, beginning Feb. 
20 and closing Feb. 27, attracted con- 
sistently large congregations and 
made a deep Impression upon the en- 
tire community. 

In spite of the stormy weather and 
bad conditions of roads and walks 
tho attendance did not fall below two 
hundred at any service, and several 
times the church was filled to cap- 
acity. 

Dr. Henry Ilallam Saunderson of 
Boston preached the opening sermons, 
Sunday, Feb. 20. His subjects were 
"The Divine Surprise" and "Christ’s 
Word of Power." Dr. Saunderson re- 
turned to participate in the closing 
service, Sunday, Feb. 27. He Is a wel- 
come visitor in the Centenary pul- 
pit, having presented his message 
there on several occasions. 

Dr. Ralph S. Cushman, noted pastor 
of Asbury Church, Rochester, New 
York, began his preaching ministry on 
Monday, Feb. 26, and. preached at 
every service thereafter until the 
close. His messages were direct, com- 
pelling, and marked by typical Metho- 
dist fervor. He steadily insisted upon 
the right of God to direct the lives of 
men and to work through them for 
tho fulfillment of divine purposes. 
Stewardship was his constant theme. 
All that men have and are they owe 
to God. They have only a temporary 
use of the material things of life and 
they are under moral obligation to use 
them for the development of the spir- 
itual life of all mankind. But Dr. 
Cushman’s message did not rest with 
the laying upon his hearers of a heavy 
obligation. The inspiring doctrine of 
religious experience which has been 
typical of Methodist teaching from the 
days of John Wesley was held before 
the people each night. Man can be 
fully and vividly conscious of God’s 
presence in the world and in the life 
of His earthly children. If man will 
only seek God he may find and know 
him, and have the consciousness of 
divine aid in the living of a true and 
righteous life. If man will but do the 
will of God he will steadily advance 
in knowledge of the divine will and 
purpose. 


It Is safe to say that the messages 
of tills vital preacher, aided by the 
winsome and charming manner in 
which they were delivered, will never 
be forgotten by those who heard them. 
From time to time the invitation to 
consecrated life to Christian ideals 
and service at the altar was given and 
more than one hundred people came 
forward during the week in response. 
A very powerful religious spirit was 
abroad at times and many were re- 
minded of the historic traditions of 
Methodist revivals of days gone by. 

Under the leadership of the pastor, 
Rev. Earl E. Harper, the services or 
worship and song were kept on a very 
high plane of dignity and culture, 
though they too were spirited and 
vital. Great hymns of historic and 
traditional religious usefulness were 
sung; the local choirs and several vis- 
iting choirs sang anthems and chor- 
UBcs from famous oratorios; solos of 
artistic religious quality were soaring- 
ly used; a simple, but beautiful and 
stately liturgy was used each night, 
and a more elaborate one at the Sun- 
day morning services; and Mrs. Frank- 
lin E. Leland played a fifteen minute 
organ recital each evening at the be- 
ginning of the services. There was 
not the slightest taint of the oft con- 
demned "cheap, claptrap, jazzy gospel 
song service.” 

The offerings passed the mark 
needed for expenses before the end of 
the week, and the last few offerings 
were received anu dedicated to benev- 
olent use entirely. The total offer- 
ings for the week amounted to ap- 
proximately five hundred dollars, aside 
from the regular envelope offerings 
for the current expenses of the church. 

It was, according to every witness, 
a real revival, and the subject of re- 
ligion was given central place in the 
thinking and conversation of many 
people for that one week, and pos- 
sibly for time to come.

Announcement was made this week 
of appointment of Clifford C. Brown- 
ell, director of physical education of 
the Newton schools, as coach of the 
baseball team this spring to succeed 
the late "Allle” Dickinson. The ap- 
pointment is but temporary, however, 
and Mr. Brownell will be forced to lay 
aside some of the plans ho was formu- 
lating for this spring in order to carry ■ 
the work. No effort has been 
made or will be made for some months j 
to obtain a permanent successor to 
Mr. Dickinson and when this is done 
it is highly probable that one man will 
not assume charge of both baseball I 
and football. In recent years it has | 
been the aim of the local authorities 
to have coaches who are also on the 
teachers’ staff and it is the ultimate 
aim to have a teacher-coach for each 
different Hport. 

Brownell is a graduate of the Os- 
wego Normal Training school, Colum- 
bia University and of the Graduate 
School of Physical Education of Co- 
lumbia where he received a doctor’s 
degree last June. During his high 
school and undergraduate career he 
was prominent in athletics and won 
letters in football, baseball, and bas- 
ketball. While at Columbia University 
a few years ago he was the varsity 
catcher on one of the Columbia’s best 
nines which was coached by Andy 
Coakley, former Philadelphia pitcher. 
He has also played some professional 
baseball with minor league teams in 
New York state. In addition to hav- 
ing participated in actual competition 
he has also had some experience as a 
coach in all branches of athletics in 
one of the smaller high schools so 
that with fair material he should pro- 
duce a team for Newton that will stand 
among the best. 

John L. Sullivan, graduate of Rhode 
Island State Collego and an instructor 
in the vocational department of the 
high school, will assist Mr. Brownell 
this spring. Mr. Sullivan is also a for- 
mer athlete of high calibre. While at 
college Sullivan was not only a three- 
sport star but was also cap of three 
different varsity teams, football, base- 
ball, and bnsketball.

The permit granted by the Board of 
Alderman on February 21ut to the 
Albert T. Stuart Company for a gaso- 
line filling station at the corner of 
rfeacon street and Chesley road. New- 
ton Centre, was vetoed by Mayor 
Childs last Friday. He gave as his 
reasons for the veto "that public nec- 
essity and public convenience do not 
call for another gasoline station at 
Newton Centre.” 

In the Newton Graphic of Sept. 3rd, 
1926, was an article relative to peti- 
tions received by the Board of Aider- 
men on August 25, 1926. One of these 
petitions asked for a permit for a 
gasoline filling station at the corner 
of Union and Beacon streets; the 
other petition asked for a permit for a 
filling station at the corner of Chesley 
road and Beacon street. In comment- 
ing on these two petitions the Graphic 
told of some Newton Centre persons 
who objected to more filling stations 
in that village. At the aldermanic 
meeting on August 25 there had been 
no objections made against the peti- 
tion for the station at the corner of 
Beacon street and Union street, other 
than conditional objections by G. Wil- 
biir Thompson and Robert Vachon. 
These gentlemen withdrew their ob- 
jections when the petitioners agreed 
to provide for a certain right of way. 

There were, however, a number of 
objectors to the station near the cor- 
ner of Chesley road and Beacon street, 
and because of these objections, the 
aldermen refused to grant a permit to 
Erasmo DiVasto, the petitioner. Sub- 
sequently the property on which this 
petition was based, was purchased by 
the Albert T. Stuart Company. The 
new owners stated that they were go- 
ing to erect a block of stores on the 
site, as it was in a business zone. 
Residents on Chesley road, who had 
objected to the petition for the filling 
station, had a change of heart. They 
decided that they would prefer a fill- 


ing station at this locus rather than a 
block of stores with the unsightly 
collection of rubbish, which usually 
Utters the rear of most business 
buildings. 

So, when Mr. Stuart and his asso- 
ciates entered a petition for a filling 
station at this locus, their attorney. 
James A. Waters, presented a com- 
munication, signed by the erstwhile 
objectors, favoring the granting of the 
permit. Mr. Waters also stated "that 
the President of the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, as an indi- 
vidual. favored the granting of the 
permit, and that the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, which had 
been acquainted of the petition for 
this permit, had manifested no objec- 
tion Influenced by the change of at- 
j titude on the part of those previously 
opposed, the aldermen granted the per- 
mit at the meeting on February 21st. 

During his inaugural address at 
City Hall on January 1st. Mayor 
Childs said, "We also have almost 
enough gasoline filling stations, and I 
suggest that in the future it might be 
the part of wisdom to grant such per- 
mits only to those who honestly in- 
tend to operate them as part of their 
regular business, precisely as we grant 
common victualler licensee. Under 
such a policy, some who now seem to 
be worshipping the Golden Calf would 
find leaner pickings, and ugly rumors 
which have been heard on the street, 
and in most respectable quarters, 
would be silenced." The Mayor did 
not specify what these rumors were, 
and when questioned said, "that he 
had reference to no persons in particu- 
lar." The rumors to which the Mayor 
referred may have been those circu- 
lated insinuating that some aldermen 
were benefiting financially through 
the granting of permits for gasoline 
filling stations. 

While at first thought, the fact that 
such rumors were extant, might cause 
good citizens of Newton to stand 
aghast, on more mature reflection, ru- 
mors such as these might be expected. 
At the aldermanic meeting of Novem- 
ber 1st. 1926, Alderman Favinger in

Buildings Commissioner Chadwick 
reports 52 permits issued in February 
for buildings valued at $245,330, of 
which 14 were for single dwellings 
valued at $120,100. 

This shows a drop of 21 permits for 
the year as compared with 1926, and 
a decrease of about $180,000 in valua- 
tion.

discussing the granting of a permit for 
a gasoline filling station said, "People 
in Newton, as in other places may crit- 
icize. I don’t recall any legislative 
body which has not been criticized. 
Thoughtless persons even say, ‘The 
President is a crook, controlled by big 
corporations.’ Rumors about members 
of the Board are 90% bunk. Some 
public servants are dishonest, or 
overridden by friends, but in the vast 
majority of cases criticisms of legis- 
lative bodies, or public officials are 
unfounded. I don’t care about person- 
al criticism. I don’t care about those 
who criticise regardless of knowledge 
of facts. I have been on the Board 
long enough to know that its members 
are Just.” 

As Alderman Favinger stated, the 
criticisms alleging graft among the 
Newton aldermen were unfounded so 
far as any proof being presented to 
substantiate them, or any person as- 
suming definite responsibility for start- 
ing the rumors. All of those who as- 
sisted in the spreading of the rumors 
were not thoughtless persons. Some 
were persons who had become dis- 
gruntled because they had failed In 
their quests for certain privileges they 
sought, either for themselves, or for 
others. But rumors of this nature 
spread rapidly. Many are ready to be- 
lieve them. The statement of the 
Mayor did not tend to allay them. 

In a certain Boston newspaper on 
February 23, a few days prior to the 
receipt of the Mayor’s veto, was an 
article relative to the granting of per- 
mits for gasoline filling stations in 
Newton. This article started by call- 
ing attention to the granting of the 
permit by the aldermen for the sta- 
ion at the corner of Beacon street and 
Chesley road and continued, “Al- 
though there was much discussion 
concerning the attitude of Mayor 
Childs toward the further authoriza- 
tion of stations, there was no intima- 
tion at the meeting that he intended 
to make an example of the latest 
Stuart project.” The Graphic repre- 
sentative was present at the meeting, 
and there was no discussion concern- 
ing the attitude of Mayor Childs on 
gasoline stations. 

To override the Mayor’s veto will 
require a two-thirds vote of the aider- 
men. While some are of the opinion 
that the aldermen will defer to the 
Mayor, others predict that at least 
fourteen members will vote to grant 
the permit over his veto. They base 
their, prediction on the contention that 
should the aldermen submit to the 
Mayor’s veto, it would seem to be an 
acknowledgment that the criticism he 
uttered in his inaugural address was 
warranted. 


THE Y. W. C. A. CAMPAIGN 

To the many who are interested it is 
a pleasure to report that campaign 
pledges of slightly over $4500 have 
been received. While this is not 
quite half of the $9767 necessary for 
maintenance the workers are not dis- 
couraged. Practically all of this has 
been pledged from Newton Corner. 
The team in Newton Highlands has 
practically finished its report, and yet 
there are expectations of further 
gifts from that section. The group in 
Newton Centre has compiled a splen- 
did list of names, and from them 
generous gifts are expected, although 
a small amount has been reported to 
date. During this week organization 
work has been going on in Newtonville 
and West Newton, and so fur only a 
very small part of the expected 
amounts have been pledged from those 
two villages. It Is easy to realize that 
a combination of poor weather and ab- 
sence from town over the holiday has 
made It extremely difficult for all giv- 
ers to be approached. It has also been 
found advisable to concentrate atten- 
tion in the different villages in suc- 
cession rather than to follow tho orig- 
inal plan of a simultaneous campaign 
throughout the city. 

It seems needless to reiterate that 
there are over 7000 employed women 
and girls living in Newton at the pres- 
ent time, and over 4000 girls in the 
schools. It is for their service that we 
are organized and that gymnasium 
classes meeting on Tuesday evenings 
for Adults at 7:30, on Tuesday after- 
noons for girls 13-18, and on Thursday 
afternoons for those eight to twelve. 
A group continues to go bowling at the 
Y. M. C. A. Thursday evenings at eight 
o’clock. Another plays basketball 
Wednesday evenings in our rooms at 
7:30. The activities of tho Blue Tri- 
angle Club will bo appropriate to the 
Lenten Season, and special programs 
of music, talks and social features are 
being planned.

Community Service, Newton Central 
Council 

A luncheon meeting of the Health 
Division of the Newton Central Coun- 
cil was held Thursday, February 24, 
at the headquarters of the Council, 
12 Austin street, Newtonville. About 
35 persons were present, a very rep- 
resentative gathering from the boards 
of directors and workers of Newton 
health organizations. The lunch was 
served by a special committee and was 
much enjoyed by all of the guests. 

After thanking the luncheon commit- 
tee and the Newton Welfare Bureau 
for their hospitality, Dr. I. Mace An- 
dress, Chairman of the Health Divi- 
sion, called the meeting to order and 
asked for the minutes of the last 
meeting of the Division which record- 
ed the discussion in regard to a pre- 
school program for the city of New- 
ton. Suggestions were made through 
the Council to the Advisory Committee 
of the Board of Health, which appoint- 
ed a sub-committee to draw up rec- 
ommendations to be submitted to the 
Committee. After these recommenda- 
tions were presented the Advisory 
Committee voted to recommend to the 
Board of Health that a pre-school pro- 
gram be launched this spring, an at- 
tempt being made to have as many 
children as possible examined who are 
to enter school in the fall. If physical 
defects are found it will be the pur- 
pose of the proposed clinics to have 
them corrected before the school year 
begins. 

Dr. Andress then introduced Dr. Cur 
tis who outlined the tentative plans 
of the Department of Health for the 
pre-school children of Newton. He 
said that the Board of Health would 
probably open three clinics sometime 
about the middle of April, at the Hyde, 
Stearns and Davis Schools. These 
clinics would be under the direction of 
the school physicians, assisted by the 
school nurses, and would be open to 
any child in Newton who is eligible 
for school in September of this year. 
The clinics would cover about eight 
weeks, being neld once a week on 
Tuesdays. As each child is to have a 
complete physical examination there 
will have to be some method of ap- 
pointments for examination, as only 
a limited number of children can be 
handled at a clinic. It is planned to 
have the follow-up in the homes done 
by the school nurses whenever neces- 
sary. Dr. Curtis impressed upon the 
group that as yet the whole program 
was unofficial, as the Board of Health 
had not taken a final vote. He closed 
his remarks by asking for suggestions 
as to how the publicity regarding the 
clinics could be handled. 

Dr. Andress then threw open the 
meeting for general discussion. Some 
of the significant questions asked of 
Dr. Curtis were: 

Question: Are the groups of chil- 
dren to be handled at these clinics 
the same as the groups now in the 
Health classes? Answer: No, they 
include all children who are to enter 
school. 

Question: What is a pre-school 

child? Answer: In this connection, 
any child entering school next fall. 

Question: Will the clinics serve only 
the districts of the designated schools, 
or the whole city? Answer: Any child 
in Newton may be brought to the clin- 
ic if he is eligible for school next term. 

Question: Does the work stop with 
the clinic? Answer: No, each child 
will be re-examined after he enters 
school and the findings checked up 
with the clinic examination. There 
will be a follow-up through the school 
life of the child, year by year. 

Miss Lombard of the State Depart- 
ment of Health, told of the value of 
the nutrition worker in connection 
with the pre-school clinics. She can 
save the time, of the physician and 
nurses by working with the mothers 
when the difficulty is merely a ques- 
tion of diet or bad food habits. At 
the state clinics the mutrition work- 
ers are very successful in helping the 
parents to understand what the child 
needs in the way of food and in sug- 
gesting methods of preparing it ac- 
ceptable to the child. 

Mrs. Palmer, President of the New- 
ton Central Council, said that she 
thought the Council could help in the 
publicity work of getting the message 
of the clinics to the people interested 
nnd other suggestions in regard to pub- 
licity were made. 

Miss Elliot, of the Newton District 
Nursing Association, told of her work 
with the pre-school clinics before she 
came to Newton, and of their great 
value to the community, especially em- 
phasizing the help which the nutri- 
tion worker can give. 

Dr. Curtis said that he thought the 
Board of Health would complete the 
plans for the pre-school experiment in 
time to report at the next meeting of 
the Advisory Committee of the Board 
of Health.

After tho business moot- 
ing Mrs. Shepherd of the Brownley- 
Shepherd Shops gavo a most interest- 
ing tulk on the present styles and dis- 
played some very attractive gowns. 

On March 1 Dr. George L. West of 
Newton Centre, began his medical ser- 
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vice with Dr. Hartley Thayer, of New 
tonvlile, as assistant. Dr. Henry Wat 
tern, of Newton Centre, continues in 
the surgical service for nnother month 
as does Dr. Frank Clark, of Newton- 
ville, in the obstetrical service. 

So far this year the hospital Is car 
ing for more contagious cases than it 
cared for In the same period last year. 
At present there are thirteen children 
In the contagious ward most of them 
111 with scarlet fever.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

One of the important matters be- 
fore the General Court was heard Mon- 
day by Election Laws, on five bills, 
designed to improve the present dis 
trict primary law. Three of these hills 
called for n party convention previous 
to the primary, one designating April, 
another June and a third July, as the 
time for holding such a convention. 
The persons receiving the pre-primary 
nomination through the convention 
would be placed on the fall primary 
ballot as the candidate approved by 
the convention, and it was argued 
would thereby he given some sort of 
party standing, which the rank and file 
of the voters might appreciate. 

This bill was seriously argued by 
Chairman Prescott, of the Republican 
state committee, and several other 
prominent Republican leaders. 

There was also a bill to provide that 
the nominations for secretary treasur- 
er. auditor and attorney general should 
be made by conventions and not by 
the direct primary. This bill was fav- 
ored by R. M. Washburn. 

There was the usual opposition from 
persons who fight every movement 
towards taking away, what they call 
the “rights” of the people. 

One of the hardy annuals before the 
Legislature is the bill to extend com- 
pulsory vaccination to private schools, 
and the hearing on Monday brought 
out about 400 persons most of whom 
were opposed to the measure. There 
is little chance of a bill of this nature 
receiving a fnvorable report from the 
committee and it is certain it would 
have but little support in the Legisla- 
ture itself. 

The controversy which has arisen 
between the Governor and certain 
members of the Legislature, is merely 
in indication of the feeling which has 
xisted with more or less intensity 
since Mr. Fuller became governor. We 
fail to understand just why the Gov- 
ernor should have taken the action on 
a bill relating to civil service in the 
Plymouth fire department, as the op- 
portunity to severely criticize mem- 
bers who voted to over ride his veto 
including, also a member who voted 
to sustain the veto. Personalities never 
helped good legislation, however, and 
we trust the present bad feeling will 
ool down on both sides. Incidentally 
it should be noted that Representative 
Luiwieler voted to over turn the veto 
and Representatives Hollis. Saitonstall 
and Thompson voted to sustain the 
governor on this particular measure. 

Some idea of the work involved in 
the preliminaries extending the 
Metropolitan water supply to the Ware 
and Swift river valleys, is the state- 
ment that more than 1100 different 
owners of real estate will be affected 
by the plan. 

The Newton delegation again split 
on the bill to require the list of as- 
sessed polls to indicate whether the 
person was a citizen or an alien. Rep- 
resentative Hollis voted with the ma- 
jority for the bill and the other three 
were opposed. 

On the bill relative to the crews 
on certain railroad trains, three of 
our representatives voted for the ad- 
verse report of the committee. Mr. 
Thompson not being recorded. 

Representative Luitwieler was the 
only Newton man who voted with the 
majority of the House to strike out 
the $15,000 item for continuing the 
work of classification of state em- 
ployees, about which there lias been 
more or less publicity in the Boston 
papers. 

A resolve is making its way through 
both branches authorizing the accept- 
ance of a portrait of David Wilder, 
Jr., the first auditor of the Common- 
wealth, and presented by his son, 
Burt Green Wilder, late of Newton. 

On the Governor’s veto of the bill to 
relieve municipal officers from liability 
for public money deposited in 
certain hanks. Mr. Luitwieler voted 
to pass the bill over the veto, Messrs. 
Hollis and Saitonstall to sustain the 
veto and Mr. Thompson was not re- 
corded. 

The delegation divided exactly the 
same way on the veto of the bill rel- 
ative to returns of certain gas and 
electric companies. 

Mr Thompson was also not recorded 
on t lie bill to reeulate the hours of 
labor of street railway companies, the 
other three voting against the bill.

The subject of the opening lecture

p. m. will be "The Protost Against 
Conventional Theology: The Poem of 
Job.” 

Tn this lecture conventional the 
ology with its ironclad dogma and big 
oted views of good and evil is brought 
under searching analysis by Dr. 
Griggs. 

The succeeding lectures in the 
course will deal with "The Protest 
Against Economic Wrong: Haupt- 
mann’s Weavers”: "The Protest 
Against Time-Serving Selfishness: 
Tsben’s Brand”: “The Protest Against 
Making Criminals: Galsworthy’s Jus- 
tice”: The Protest Against Yielding to 
Fate: Calderon’s Life is a Dream.”

He fills Town ITall in Manhattan 
and Tremont Temple in Boston each 
year. Dr. Griggs is no dreamer. His 
words hit hard.

When he has finished you look at your 
watch and are astonished. 


A NEW CITY HALL 

Lockwood, Greene & Co., Inc., of Bos- 
ton have made a most comprehensive 
nnd interesting report on the proposod 
construction of n new City Hall. 

The report covers threo possible 
schemes, first a building on the pres- 
ent alto of the polico and court room 
building on Washington street, West 
Newton, enlarged by taking present 
business property at the cornor of 
Washington and Waltham streets. Sec- 
ond, a building on the same site with 
the area enlarged to take in all the 
land bounded by Washington, Chorry, 
Webster nnd Waltham streets. Third, 
a building or group of buildings on 
the Triangle site, bounded by Com- 
monwealth avenue, Walnut and Homer 
streets. 

The report states that a study has 
been made of the present conditions in 
City Hall and it finds that "the pres- 
ent working conditions are cramped 
beyond measure and in most cases it 
is surprising how the departments can 
function.” 

The report compares the present 
area of office space in City Hall, the 
estimate made by the company for the 
new building and comparisons with 
similar offices in several other cities. 
The present area is about 9000 sq. feet 
and the report estimates that 16,000 is 
required. 

The building plans submitted can be 
used on all three sites. Schemes will 
call for a city hall unit in the centre 
of the building, with an aldermanic 
unit in a west wing and a polico court 
unit in the east wing. The building has 
a central tower and is similar in ap- 
pearance to the Town Hall in Weston. 

The mayor’s offices are on the sec- 
ond floor in the central tower. The of- 
fices of the City Clerk, Treasurer, Ac- 
counting and Assesssors are on the 
first floor, the Street Department, En- 
gineering and Buildings Department 
are on the ground floor, while the 
Water and Playground departments are 
on the second floor. The Health, Char- 
ity and City Physician are on the 
ground floor in the west wing and can 
be reached by a separate entrance. 
The aldermen have a commodious hall, 
accommodating 200 persons with a bal- 
cony seating 300 more. 

The police department in the east 
wing has garage and patrol accommo- 
dations on the ground floor, with 16 
cells for men and 8 for women, stor- 
age space for liquor and stolen goods 
and a revolver range. The department 
has commodious offices on the first 
floor, with accommodations, for 160 
patrolmen. The district court is on 
the second floor with seating accom- 
modations for 120. There are also am- 
ple provisions for the Juvenile court, 
judges room, clerks offices, probation 
officers and attorneys. 

Scheme 2 calls for a building set 
back considerably further from Wash- 
ington street than scheme 1 allowing 
a formal park in front, and land in the 
rear foi'a future auditorium, or library. 

The triangle site seems to appeal to 
the company which calls attention to 
the tendency of future growth to the 
south. They admit that due to water 
and soggy ground, there would be ad- 
ditional cost for foundations. They 
suggest a dominating City Hall, fac- 
ing Commonwealth avenue, with an 
auditorium building at one end of the 
plaza seating 2500, and a central li- 
brary and museum at the other. A 
site for a war memorial is suggested 
at the corner of Homer and Common- 
wealth avenue and at the corner of 
Walnut and Homer a fire station and 
city garage is located. 

Scheme 3 is of a more monumental 
type than the others and would be 
"far more dignified than schemes 1 
and 2.” 

The estimates of cost are based on 
brick construction although the com- 
pany recommends stone. For scheme 
1, the estimate runs from $760,000 to 
$810,000 with $15,000 added for stone. 
Scheme 2 calls for $760,000 to $800,000 
with $15,000 also added for stone 
Scheme 3, for $725,000 to $775,000 with 
$15,000 for stone. On the triangle site, 
the estimates run from $755,000 to 
$805,000 for the city hall building 
$400,000 to $450,000 for the auditorium, 
the same for the library and museum, 
$165,000 to $200,000 for the fire sta- 
tion and garage, $45,000 to $75,000 for 
the war memorial, and $50,000 to $70,- 
000 for grading, a grand total of $1,- 
815,000 to $2,050,000. 

None of the above estimates include 
the cost of the land, and do not include 
finishing graded walks, terraces, balus 
trades, etc.

About Town

Newton has alwayH prided itHelf on 
enjoying City Governments singularly 
free from the venality which, unfor- 
tunately, Ih all too characterise of 
many municipal governments In thiB 
country — and other countries. Those 
citizens of Newton who have sacri- 
ficed their time and energy as mem- 
bers of the Hoards of Aldermen of 
Newton, were accredited with doing so 
solely through a desire to serve their 
city and their fellow citizens. They 
received no salaries or emoluments. 

In past years, with the exception, 
perhaps, of druggists' liquor licenses, 
pony express licenses, or public fran- 
chises, the aldermen granted no fran- 
chises or licenses which would confer 
on the grantees privileges assuring ap 
preciable monetary advantages. The 
last few years have witnessed a change. 
The enormous increase in the number 
of automobiles in use, produced a re- 
sultant Increase in the demand for 
gasoline and motor oils. Sidewalk fill- 
ing stations which sufficed to meet the 
requirements of autoists in the early 
days of the motor car era, have been 
succeeded by drive-in filling stations 
where operators of automobiles may 
obtain free air, free water and other 
conveniences. The big gasoline pro- 
ducing companies have vied with one 
another in securing desirable sites for 
stations. Partly because of our local 
zoning ordinance, and partly because 
of the reluctance of past Boards of 
Aldermen to grant permits, Newton 
has been one of the most difficult 
places around Greater Boston to ob 
tain a permit for a gasoline station. 

Last year’s Board of Aldermen was 
more generous in granting such per 
mits than preceding boards had been. 
Rumors started to circulate in this city 
last year in connection with the grant- 
ing of these permits. Those who know 
the men composing the Board of Al- 
dermen, and who are close In touch 
with affairs at City Hall were firmly 
convinced that the rumors were false. 
But Mayor Childs in his inaugural ad 
dress this year, referred to these ru 
mors, and asserted “that in the future 
permits for gasoline stations should 
only be granted to those who intended 
to operate such stations as part of 
their regular business.” "Under such 
a policy,” said the Mayor, “some who 
seem to be worshipping the Golden

Calf, would find leaner pickings, and 
ugly rumors, which have been heard 
on the street, and in most respectable 
quarters, would be silenced." The 
effect of these remarks by the Mayor 
was not to lessen the “ugly rumors,” 
but to increase them. Undoubtedly the 
Mayor was sincere in giving this ad- 
vice to the aldermen, but some ques- 
tion his judgment. 

Even though it was not his inten- 
tion, he placed the aldermen in a very 
embarrassing position. Either they 
must follow his suggestion, or by con- 
tinuing to exercise their own opinions, 
invite further “ugly rumors" from the 
scandalmongers. It is a question 
whether any serious attention should 
be given rumors.

mors, which have not been taken seri- 
ously by fair-minded people. 

Following the last regular alder- 
manic meeting, a Boston newspaper 
printed an article referring to the ac- 
tion of the aldermen at that meeting 
in connection with hearings on certain 
petitions for gasoline station permits. 
In this article were comments on the 
absence of Aldermen Leahy from the 
meetings of the License Committee at 
which these petitions had been dis- 
cussed. The comments were not ex- 
actly complimentary to Alderman 
Leahy. In fact they tended to place 
him in a rather embarrassing posi- 
tion. In justice to him, it should be 
stated "that the reason he did not 
attend the committee meetings was 
because he was ill in bed with rheu- 
matic lumbago.” In a subsequent issue, 
the paper which had printed the ad- 
verse reference to Mr. Leahy, con- 
tained a small item explaining the rea- 
son for his non-attendance. Before un- 
complimentary remarks or paragraphs 
are spoken or written about persons, 
particularly persons in public life, 
those who criticise should be sure they 
are stating facts, not rumors, or con- 
jectures. 

Tuesday we went to the water res- 
ervation at Needham, and after hav- 
ing been provided with a rubber suit 
and hat by Foreman Jerry Herlihv of 
the Water Department, we descended 
down a manhole into the wooden con- 
duit which employees of the Water 
Department have been cleaning for the 
past few weeks. This conduit is about 
15 feet under the surface of the ground 
and is 4 feet square. It is 4000 feet 
in length, and the ground water seep- 
ing into it largely furnishes the supply 
for Newton. During the 37 years this 
conduit has been built, it has been 
gradually filling with sediment, most- 
ly composed of Crenothrix. The sedi 
ment in the conduit was supposed to 
be the chief cause of the discoloration 
in Newton’s water the past few years 

The work of cleaning the conduit 
has been practically completed, but 
quicksand which is entering near the 
end of the conduit at Kendrick street, 
will perhaps delay the end of the job 
for a couple of weeks. It will be nec- 
essary to stop the quicksand, and this 
is a slow and difficult task. The proc- 
ess of cleaning the conduit necessi- 
tated much hardship ou the dozen meu 
who have been engaged in the work. 
They have been laboring from eight to 
twelve hours daily for the past few 
weeks in this dark, damp conduit un- 
der conditions that may have a per- 
manent ill effect on their health. Stand- 
ing in cold water, at least a foot in 
depth, crouched over, because of the 
size of the conduit, they well deserve 
the extra compensation which Aider- 
man Gallagher has asked Mayor Childs 
to recommend for them. 

These laborers had only ordinary 
flash lights to dimly illuminate the 
conduit while they scraped the sedi- 
ment off its floor, sides and ceiling. 
The sediment ou the floor was from 
12 to 20 inches in depth: on the sides 
from 4 to 9 inches, and it was several 
inches thick on the ceiling. It does 
not require much imagination to visu- 
alize what these workers must have 
eudured as they toiled in cramped po- 
sitions in the cold, damp conduit 
breathing the dank, contaminated air 
there. The task they so efficiently 
performed, will make Newton water 
purer for many years to come Cit- 


izens of Newton should not begrudge 
them time and a-half pay for the irk- 
some hours spent in the conduit. 
Neither should the Mayor or the aider- 
men hesitate to authorize this well 
deserved extra compensation. The reg- 
ular pay of these laborers is $4.96 a 
day. A few of the aldermen went down 
into the conduit and observed the 
work being performed. These know 
what the laborers endured. Alderman 
Earle suggested that all the aldermen 
visit the conduit. Had they followed 
his suggestion, the extra pay would be 
quickly given. 

We hope these citizens who were 
asking that this city use the Metro- 
politan Water Supply are happy, now 
that they have been drinking this 
water for the past few weeks. Per- 
sonally. we hope the days are few 
when the regular supply of the city 
will again be available. Water from 
the Metropolitan system looks like 
“smoke” as it comes from the faucets. 
“Smoke,” it may be explained, is a 
half and half mixture of denatured al- 
cohol and water. Many unfortunates 
who are victims of the alcohol habit, 
and who cannot afford expensive 
hooch, get drunk oy purchasing dena- 
tured alcohol and mixing it with water. 
The resultant mixture is smoke col- 
ored. Usually samples of it are kept 
as evidence at police headquarters. 

The water Newton is now receiving 
from the Metropolitan system, has a 
flat, slightly greasy taste. It does not 
posess the tang characteristic of New- 
ton water. It is a safe bet that most 
Newtonians will be glad when the aqua 
pura from the Needham hills will again 
be gushing from the faucets.

About Town

Four years ago the operators of an- 
thracite coal mines jumped the prices 
of those sizes of coal generally used. 
An appreciable increase was given to 
nut, stove and egg coal on the allega- 
tion that a large amount of wastage 
resulted in making these sizes from 
the coal after it came from the mine. 
The tiny pieces of coal made in the 
process of breaking are graded into 
two sizes, pea and buckwheat. The 
owners of the coal mines contended 
that they were unable to market these 
small sizes, hence they must obtain 
more for the larger sizes. In late 
years the coal operators, as a result 
of extensive advertising and educa- 
tional propaganda, have created a 
large and growing market for pea and 
buckwheat coal. The demand has 
grown so for these two sizes, that this 
winter retail coal dealers could not 
obtain supplies of either pea or buck- 
wheat when their customers called for 
them. This shows that the reason ad- 
vanced four years ago by the mine 
owners, cannot now be given. But 
have the Pennsylvania anthracite mag- 
nates reduced the prices on nut, stove 
and egg coal? They have not. And 
they will not; unless pressure is 
brought to bear upon them. It would 
be fatuous to expect that this pres- 
sure can be brought through legal 
channels. The only effective way to 
compel the anthracite barons to give 
the public a square deal is, — use bitu- 
minous coal. 


At the reception given by the Mayor 
and School Committee to the teachers 
in the Newton public schools, Mr. 
Grosvenor Calkins referred to Charles 
Read, the donor of the Read fund. It 
is over 40 years since Mr. Read died, 
so to some of the present day resi- 
dents of Newton his name does not 
mean much. He resided near the cor- 
ner of Washington and Saint James 
streets in Ward 7, about where the 
Hunnewell Apartments now stand. He 
was a man of most frugal habits, who 
mingled little with his fellows, and 
who was supposed to be' but moder- 
ately wealthy. 

When he died and his will was pro- 
bated, residents of Newton Corner 
were astounded to learn that their un- 
assuming neighbor had left a fortune 
of considerably over half a million dol- 
lars, a very large amount for those 
days. Most of Mr. Read’s wealth had 
been invested in United States bonds, 
which were not taxable. Hence the 
ignorance of Newtonians regarding his 
financial standing. In his will he be- 
queathed to this city a fund of $40,000 
From the income of this fund enough 
was to be deducted to pay for perpet- 
ual care of the lot in Newton Cemetery 
where Mr. Read’B remains were buried. 
Yearly $600 was to be taken from the 
income of the fund for a course of lec- 
tures at Newton Corner on some sci- 
entific subjects; $400 for the purchase 
of books for the Free Library; $400 
for an annual picnic or sleigh ride for 
the children of Newton Corner. The 
balance of the income from the fund 
was to be used for the assistance of 
poor widows in any part of Newton. 

The Read Fund Lectures were given 
for many years in Eliot Hall, which 
was the largest auditorium in the city 
in the last generation. Usually they 
were illustrated lectures, and the kids 
of the 80s and 90s got nearly as much 
thrill out of these lectures as the more

blase youngsters of today get out of 
the movies. Grown-ups from Newton 
Corner, as well as from other parts of 
the city, and from Watertown, also 
attended these lectures. But the big 
feature of the Read Fund was the 
annual picnic. 

Mr. Read specified in his will that 
this picnic was to be attended by the 
children of Newton Corner. Strictly 
interpreted, this would have included 
only children residing in Ward 7 and 
Precinct 2 of Ward 1. After consid- 
erable discussion, those in charge of 
the fund decided to permit children 
residing in Precinct 1 of Ward 1, part 
of Nonantum, to attend the picnics. 
The tickets were distributed during 
the earlier years by members of the 
City Government from Wards 1 and 7 
nnd these men had some job. For 
days before the picnic, the residences 
of the aldermen and councilmen would 
be besieged by squads of youngsters 
demanding tickets. Many of these 
youngsters would not be residents of 
either Ward 1 or Ward 7 ; some would 
come from Ward 2, others from Wa- 
tertown. These would cheerfully lie 
in order to obtain one or more of the 
coveted bits of pasteboard. Some chil- 
dren would go to the houses of several 
City Government members to get pos 
session of extra tickets, which they 
would turn over to friends or older 
relatives. After some years the mem- 
bers of the City Government tired of 
the bother occasioned by the distribu- 
tion of the tickets and the task was 
turned over to the editor of the 
“Graphic.” Most of the tickets were 
then sent out by mail. 

After the first few years but few 
children from Ward 7 attended the 
picnics. Most pupils attending the 
Rigelow school refrained from attend- 
ing. It was then considered by the 
great majority of the Bigelow pupils 
that to attend a Read Fund Picnic 
would jeopardize their “social stand- 
ing.” So e^en those kids at the Bige- 
low who really wanted to go to the 
picnics passed up the pleasure, afraid 
of the sneers of some of their “up- 
side" fellow students. 

The first picnics were held at Fresh 
Pond, Cambridge. Then for a number 
of years they were held at Spy Pond, 
Arlington. The journey to and from 
Spy Pond would be made in the little, 
old horse-cars of the West End Street 
Railway, and it was a gala event in 
the young lives of the picnickers. Then 
Norumbega Park was established and 
the picnics were held at this attractive 
local resort. But, somehow or other 
the picnics held at Norumbega lacked 
much of the “pep” which character- 
ized the picnics of the old days at 
Spy Pond. The children of the later 
years enjoyed many more opportuni- 
ties to travel than the “kids” of the 
80s and 90s, and those long rides to 
and from Arlington in the horse-cars 
were big treats. In recent years the 
number of children in Wards 1 and 7 
increased so with the growth of the 
city, and the cost of conducting the 
picnics mounted to such an extent that 
the amount available from the Read 
Fund was not suflicient. So a radical 
change was made by the new Board 
of Trustees. It was decided to sub- 
stitute a field day at Burr Playground 
for the picnic. This eliminated the 
big expense of transportation and per- 
mitted more money for furnishing re- 
freshments to the children. With but 
$400 available to defray the expenses 
of this annual picnic, the present 
method is about the only way Mr. 
Read’s fund can be used for this year- 
ly “good time" for the Newton Corner 
children. 


INCREASING BUSINESS 

Users of Telephono Service in the 
Newton North Exchange District nro 
growing so fast that the work auth- 
orized soveral months ago, costing 
$36,733 scheduled to be started about 
April 1, 1927, has had to be advanced 
to Fobruary 1st. 

Mannger Doyle states that a com- 
plete new power plant must bo instal- 
led as the present power plant has 
reached its capacity much sooner 
than had been estimated. 

The work of placing additional 
aerial and underground cables in the 
Cabot St. section was started on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1927. The abnormal devel- 
opment in this section necessitates 
the placing of 10,200 feet of aerial 
cables containing from 100 to 800 wires 
and 250 feet of underground cables 
containing 50 to 800 wires, at a cost 
of $10,365. This work will be com- 
pleted in the late spring. 

Some idea of the largo expenditure 
of money necessary to keep pace 
with the Industrial and residential 
development of communities may be 
had from the above figures. This 
condition is prevalent all over Met- 
ropolitan Boston, nnd particularly so 
in Newton. 

Upon completion of this work, all 
present outstanding orders for new 
service and changes to different 
grades of service in this section may 
be filled, although the demand for in- 
dividual line service and extension 
stations has greatly exceeded all ex- 
pectations.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

Written by LEVER ETT D. G. BENTLEY 


No doubt many readers were sur- 
prised to find thomselvos indictod by 
"Nowtonvllle," whoso letter in the 
Town Crier was reprinted by the Gra- 
phic last week. I find myself somewhat 
at a disadvantage at the very begin- 
ning In my feeblo attempt to reply as 

do not know if I should refer to 
tho anonymous writer as "Mr. Now- 
tonville," or "Mrs. Nowtonvllle,” or 
Miss Nowtonvllle.” Desirous of ob- 
serving every courtesy I suppose I 
lmd better say, "My Dear Newton- 
ville.” I doubt, however, if it proves 
acceptable as "Newtonvllle" states in 
his (or her) bill of particulars, 
“There la not much enlightenment in 
Newton." 

Tho first charge made by "New- 
tonvllle” is that "Newton has no pub- 
lic spirit." On tho samo page of la^t 
week’s Graphic as “Newtonville’n ’ 
letter aud In the very next column I 
find under a heading "Newton hospi- 
tal” this statement: "The response 
by friends of the hospital for contri- 
butions of volumes of poems for the 
Nurses’ Home has been most gener- 
ous." The Graphic also gives an ac- 
count of the sale of Christmas seals 
for funds to fight tuberculosis, the 
total of which for Newton was $8,449. 
Then I read of the work of the Hos- 
pital Aid and its success In conduct- 
ing a benefit shop. For my part I hap- 
pen to know of a number of men who 
are ready to give freely to philan- 
thropies. I consider the members of 
the Board of Aldermen public spirited 
inasmuch as they have much to do 
and serve without pay. 

What about the playgouud system 
of Newtou which has proved so suc- 
cessful that it has become known as 
model throughout the country? 
What of our local government which 
makes men of understanding in other 
communities declare, “Newton has as 
clean a city government as any city 
in the country?" What of our or- 
ganizations of business men, our 
nourishing clubs that posses only the 
highest ideals, our activities in be- 
half of the youngsters in the scout 
movements, our willingness to contrib- 
ute to the maintenance of the New- 
ton Hospital, the Red Cross and to 
the deserving charities? 

'Public interests are not watched 
and protected,” says "Newtouville." 
Since when? Where is the evidence 
that we are doomed as a municipality, 
through the failure of our city offic- 
ials, our representatives in the Gen- 
Court, our newspapers and patriotic 
citizens? 

“Newton Is not literary; the people 
do not care for books and reading,” ac- 
cording to "Newtouville’s” assertion. 
What then do they do with the books 
they obtain from the free library or 
acquire by purchase? Are they mere- 
ly stage "props” and carried under the 
arm to Impress their fellow citizens? 

"There is not much enlightenment 
In Newton,” says "Newtonvllle.” Ah! 
Now I will admit that I am stumped. 
I have been out of touch with our 
educational system but had every rea- 
son to supposo that it was still func- 
tioning. I had not heard that the sev- 
eral reading clubs of men and women 
whose names I know quite well had 
gone out of business? So far ns I 
am aware the religious bodies are still 
gathering weekly for public worship 
and to listen to the words of their 
pastors. 


known homes whero such a mysteri- 
ous telephone call has upset the 
household plans for an ontlro evening. 

The man of tho house returns from 
business. His wife meets him at the 
door. "Some man telephoned you a 
few minutes ago," she says. "He said 
ho was very anxious to get hold of 
you and could I tell him where he 
could reach you.

No other 
reason for it than the mystery cre- 
ated by the individual who did the 
telephoning in the first place. 

I will admit that the telephone Is a 
convenience with which it would be 
Impossible to live In these days. I 
will go further and say It Is a bless- 
ing to mankind, BUT there are a lot 
of people who should be prohibited by 
law from using It. 


Tt was with much interest that I 
learned that the act of the Legisla- 
ture of 1926 to permit "dispensing 
with the oath as a method of verify- 
ing certain written Instruments” was 
one reason of the smaller number of 
people at the offices of the State In- 
come tax officials throughout the com- 
monwealth. I refer, of course, to 
hose who every year since the Income 
tax law became operative have had 
to "go and have their returns sworn 
to." 


Everybody who made out a State 
Income tax blank this year must have 
discovered that Instead of tho cus- 
tomary oath they had only so sign 
their signature affirming tho declara- 
tion that their statement had been 
made "under penality of perjury." 
They were no doubt delighted when 
they found they didn’t have to hunt 
up a notary public or Justice of the 
peace and go through the form of 
holding up the right hand and saying, 
"I do.” 

The other day when at the head- 
quarters of tho State Income tax divi- 
sion an official said to me, "See how 
few people there are out there. Last 
year at this period the place was 
mobbed. Today there Is only a com- 
fortable number. We can easily han- 
dle all the business." 

"How’s that?” I asked. 

"The law that does away with tak- 
ing an oath to your income tax.” came 
tho reply. "Two-thirds and more of 
the returns that used to be brought 
In are now mailed to us. It is all due 
to the change In the law.” 

Just for my own personal satisfac- 
tion I decided to give the new law a 
little study. I found that It became 
operative sometime last July. It does 
not apply, however, "to a judicial pro- 
ceeding.” That means the courts still 
require sworn oaths, which Is quite to 
be expected. 

I began to wonder then what docu- 
ments apart from income tax returns 
were affected and found the returns 
of banks filed with the State Bank 
lommlssloner were now received with- 
out notary or justice signatures. Oath 
similar documents are included but 
as I am unfamiliar with them I shall 
not attempt to describe them. 

I also found that there are lawyers 
who do not believe in taking chances 
and who question the validity of the 
new law. These attorneys, therefore, 
Insist that the old form of oath-taking 
he followed. Some reason that if the 
document In question were taken be- 
fore a court in another State where 
there Is no such law the contention 
might be raised that the law had not 
been fully compiled with. However, 
that Is a bit too technical for me to 
attempt to discuss. 

If I should offer. In due parliamen- 
tary form, a motion that all snow be 
dispensed with for the balance of the 
present winter I am sure the vote in 
favor would be unanimous. There- 
fore. It is not with the intention of 
prolonging the storm weather that I 
would again write a paragraph or two 
about snow removal.

I might go on but I And upon analy- 
sis that iustead of citing specific cases 
these eight “points” made by "New- 
tonville” are almost similar except 
that different words are employed. If 
I agreed with the charges I should say 
they were indeed grave. But, unfor- 
tunately, I am among the unenlight- 
ened and cannot share this decidedly 
pessimistic outlook. 

What "Newtonvllle” says of New- 
ton may as easily be said of any com- 
munity on the face of the earth. You 
can convince yourself that everything 
is "all wrong” quite as easily as you 
can that everything is "all right.” 
Neither is true. Where human beings 
live and strive to conduct themselves 
with respect for the church and the 
civic authorities you will find plenty 
to criticise, but you will also find 
much to applaud. If the struggle of 
the human race is any different In 
Newton than In other sections of the 
universe as far as results are con- 
cerned "Newtonvllle” has surely 
brought "enlightenment” to our blind- 
ed eyes. 

Reform is always interestng. Usu- 
ally the motive behind it Is of the 
highest. But reformers, too, have 
their weaknesses. Their point of at- 
tack is somehow open to question. I 
beliove that to bo true In the case of 
"Newtonvllle.” Here Is no doubt an 
honest attempt to call attention to 
some conditions which are capable of 
improvement. But why demolish our 
whole social structure with this out- 
burst of withering scorn? Is this In- 
dictment of “Newtonvillo” a picture 
of what the city of Newton has 
reached after all these years of ex 
istence? Have our clergy, our teach- 
ers, our public-spirited citizens, our 
public servants failed to this lamenta- 
ble extent? Have we as a community 
been too weak and pleasure-loving to 
observe the precepts of our forefath- 
ers and the founders of all that Is 
good and noble? Nonsense, “Newton 
ville,” think it over.

Newtonville Woman’s Club

March 1st, many 
members of the Newtonville Woman's 
Club were present to enjoy the Must- 
cale, which was under the direction of 
Mrs. Kenneth Hastings, chairman of 
the Music Committee. The Bultokan 
Trio, ineluding Barbara Werner, Vio- 
linist.

STATE FEDERATION 

Midwinter Meeting at Quincy 

Lust Thursday all Quincy paid honor 
to the hundreds of Massachusetts 
Clubwomen who travelled through 
slush and mud to be most royally 
welcomed. Its Mayor, Thomas J. Mc- 
Grath, not only gave to the Quincy 
Woman's Club president, Mrs. Henry 
M. Faxon, whom it was quite evident 
her native city delighted to honor, a 
beautiful basket of roses, carnations 
and calla lilies, but he gave equally 
pleasant bouquets of kind words to 
the visitors. Automobiles, boy scouts, 
guides, and helpers, met incoming 
trains, and the signs on the cars: 
“At your service” certainly were borne 
out throughout a wonderful day of hos- 
pitality. The hall of the Quincy High 
School — the last word in new construc- 
tion, with balcony upon three sides, 
and with that rarest of achievements, 
perfect acoustics — was decorated on its 
platform by palms, ferns, roses, pink 
begonias, carnations, lillies, and a 
flock of beautiful gowns of the fifty or 
more leading women of the day. 

“Governor Filler Praises Women’s 
Clubs.” This headline in Boston pa- 
pers became the crowning tribute of 
the perfect day, and Clubwomen have 
indeed come Into their own when the 
highest executive of their State pays 
them honor in words that were rare 
indeed only a few years ago from polit- 
ical parties. We rejoice that before 
he spoke he was given a tremendous 
ovation as he entered, as this attests 
that his popularity is not the result of 
this speech. Mrs. Arthur Devens Pot- 
ter, president of the Federation, pre- 
siding with a graciousness and court- 
esy that is a constant source of gratifi- 
cation as well of our admiration, 
thoughtfully suggested that the Gov- 
ernor he given a few moments to get 
his breath Defore speuking. His quick 
wit was proven when he said: “It 
was not breath that I needed, hut 
courage. I never saw so many women 
in my life!” 

He continued: “In my inaugural 
address I said: ‘The participation of 
women in politics has bettered condi- 
tions and is a guarantee of a higher 
standard of the administration of the 
State’s affairs. Since the vote was 
given to women the tone of politics 
lias been improved and the effort has 
been to make politics attractive to 
women, not repulsive.’ 

“In these words I have conveyed my 
sincere appreciation of the construc- 
tive efforts of women to make govern- 
ment really representative of our peo- 
ple and to bring to politics a new and 
better understanding. 

“You know, today everybody is or- 
ganized but the public. There is a 
union for this and an organization for 
that, and propaganda for the other, but 
: the great public, the average man and 
• woman, has few special pleaders. The 
man with the hoe presents a lonesome 
figure.” 

His address then gave many statis- 
tics on public questions, and excellent 
advice upon them, and he paid trib- 
ute to Jane Addums and to Woodrow 
■ Wilson, who wero practically ostra- 
I i cized because they advocated world 
peace. 

And now by way of contrast — lest 
praise unduly inflate us — comes this 
I criticism from a source equally lowly, 
! as was the praise high in place In our 
Commonwealth. It comes from a 
Knight of the Shovel, who seeing 
* Quincy Clubwomen picking their way 
at 8:30 o’clock to the High School to 
prepare for tholr guests, paused in his 
shoveling of paths on the Coddington 
School grounds, looked at a fellow- 
worker, and shaking his head, said 
In a disgruntled manner; "They 
oughta bo homo doing their cooking." 

Alas, woman’s ability and brain was 
made — in the esteem of some — for pig- 
l my affairs! 

Mrs. Frederick Glazier Smith, Gen- 
oral Director, reporting that 120 now 
Clubs had joined the General Federa- 
tion. and that over $19,000 lmd been 
colloeted to date for the Maintenance 
Fund, said of Mrs. Sherman, the pres- 
ident, that she had a vision, and was 
trying to muko the Clubwomen soo 
that vIhIou. On Legislative policy she 
made the significant statement that 
on the question as to how far Clubs 
are committed, once an endorsement 
of a measure carries that this applied 
only when the intent and purpose of 
the hill wero not changed, or en- 
larged, although a Legislature might 
reword In minor matters. She said 
that the General Federation Board had 
voted to join the women of the world 
I In muklng the annuul day of prayer, 


March 4, a bond to unite all women In j 
interest and sympathy. 

Mrs. Guy E. Speare, guest ns pres- 
ident of the New Hampshire Federa- 
tion. reported the tentative program 
for the meeting at Grand Rapids lti 
June, which sounded most attractive. 

Mrs. A. A. Packard, our charming 
second vice-president, gave a resume 
of events at the Cause and Cure of 
War Conference, with the keynote of 
study of th Monroe Doctrine as of 
prime importance, and said thnt wom- 
en can end war when we “get on our 
job, and wo are on our job.” Her con- 
vincing showing that this conference 
was marked by seriousness and alert- 
ness was inspiring. 

Dr. George H. Bigelow, of the State 
Public Health Department, presenting 
the legislative program, stressed the 
milk question. With from 25 to 50 
per cent, of the cattle Infected In 
small localities, he prophesied that at 
the present rate of demand for pas- 
teurization and for non-tubercular cat- 
tle In Massachusetts we would not he 
clear of Infection before 1941, while 
all other States would be clear ten 
years earlier — 1931. The community, 
the farmer, and the health officer must 
have the same Interest In this matter 
before anything can be accomplished. 
The opposition is based upon belief 
t hat tests are useless, that pasteuriza- 
tion is absurd, or that it is a waste of 
money. He caused laughter by telling 
of the demand of the farmer who took 
his milk to a creamery for separation 
of cream, that the skimmed milk in- 
tended for the hogs be pasteurized, 
that it might insure purity. “Aren’t 
the children to be treated as well as 
the hogs?” Dr. Bigelow tusked. 

Mrs. F. Lothrop Ames tflld of Clubs 
who formed groups of ten or more 
women to study along lines of citizen- 
ship and legislation. She advocated 
that, when informed, these women 
"talk to legislators.” This advice may 
not please the legislators, but the 
women are talking and will continue 
to do so, however little encourage 
ment they receive. As Governor Ful- 
ler previously said "the women may 
not talk loudest (this being the men’s 
prerogative) but they can talk long- 
est!” 

Mrs. John H. Kimball, Legislative 
chairman, urged registration, voting, 
and going to hearings. The Milk Bill. 
Education Bill (federal), Jury Service 
Bill, Pay for Prisoners, and the feder- 
al hill on placing prohibition agents 
under Civil Service were the measures 
stressed for Clubwomen to follow up 
for information. 

At noon luncheon was served in the 
cafeteria at the High School, and Club- 
women also visited nearby restaur- 
ants. Trips to points of Interest his- 
torically and otherwise were engin- 
eered by the many autos in service. 
As Mrs. Faxon had said in her speech 
of greeting, this was the home of 
Abigail Adams, of Dorothy Quincy, of 
John Adams, and John Quincy Adams, 
and of Hancock, so it held many treas 
ured associations. 

In the afternoon the Moorhouse 
Bishop Trio, with Mrs. ElPzabeth Mae 
kay Bishop, soprano, gave a most en- 
joyable program. The soloist was es- 
pecially fine, Mrs. J. Herbert Libby, 
district director, inspired by her re- 
port by the words that the Federation 
stands for everything big in life — the 
American Home, Law Observance, 
Public Health, Loyal Citizenship. 

Presentation of ten new Clubs, live 
in the morning and live in the after 
noon, held an especially clever speech 
by Mrs. Arabella Tucker, president or 
the Auburn Woman’s Cli»b. "Where 
is Auburn?” she asked. "It is a small 
town just outside Worcester, and be- 
cause of its geographical location half 
of the people look one way, and half 
look the other." So Mrs. Tucker de- 
cided to get the women to look one 
way, and formed a Club to get them 
together, but she had not yet suc- 
ceeded in getting them all to look one 
way ! 

A recommendation from the State 
Board endorsing Mrs. Grace Morrison 
Poole as vice-president of tfie General 
Federation was unanimously endorsed, 
with Mrs. Frederick Glazier Smith 
moving Its adoption, and another past 
president, Mrs. Claire Gurney, taking 
pleasure in seconding tills. 

Mrs. Poole’s prescription for Club- 
women in "Before and After Taking" 
was a very amusing take-off on the 
doctor’s diagnosis. The Club woman 
who gets nothing out of her Club life 
and gives nothing to it, makes no dent 
on tho Club surface and the Club 
makes no dent in her life. Therefore, 
judged by the result of this contact, 
the Club movement is a failure and 
unfortunately for us It +s often so 
judged. 

"The woman who eats, drinks and 
sleeps her Club work is another fail- 
ure. Your intense woman with her 
one track development, what damage 
she does, what opportunities she miss- 
es, what a failure she really is! If 
the Club is so unfortunate as to be 
the groove she chooses, the Club is 
blamed for this failure. 

For every example of these types 
our Clubs show hundreds of women 
who take their club life regularly and 
wisely putting into it the "determina- 
tion to muke that Club ideal reach into 
every avenue of life. 

When one’s Club work has become 
so heavy that there is never time to 
watch a sunset, read a poem, visit a 
friend, live with ono’s family and 
meditate in the house of God, then 
turn your back on t lie Club. But 
when one’s Club work is so much u 
part of one’s life that the sunset is 
more appreciated, the poem better un- 
derstood, and friend brought into clos- 
or intimacy, the fumily life sweetonod 
and the spiritual life deepened then 
tho Club has fulfilled its mission in 
one’s life." 

The address or tho afternoon was 
given by Hon. Alice Pattison Merritt, 
Senator of tho Second district, Hart- 
ford, Conn. In her topic, "Woman’s 
Part in Legislation.” Mrs. Merritt 
stressed the advisability of fewer 
laws and better ones; urged the 
study of bills, and the preparation for 
sorvico. She especially talked upon 
the water problem, the cleaning up of 
tiiti city of Hartford taking ro much 
attention that they will do nothing 
for the Connecticut River. She guve 
a merry dig at our own Legislature 
because of the many hills on the wuter 
problem that specify that whatever Is 
done shall exteud only us fur us tills 
river. Someway it didn’t sound very 


much to I he credit of Massachusetts 
that they had so little consideration 
for neighbors! 

Lt.-Gov. Allen, In his speech, went 
on with the water problem, mention- 
ing our old friend the Ware River, 
and the Wachusett Reservoir. His ex- 
planation of Institution conditions 
was most interesting, and his praise 
of the marvels of the budget system 
followed the same lino that lie lias 
given In speeches tho past few years. 

A resolution of great Importance 
ndopted by the convention, and one 
which will be gladly noted by all news 
editors who are striving for clean 
newspapers, wns the following; 

"Whereas, the printing In our news- 
papers of detailed accounts of crimes, 
criminal trials, divorce and separation 
suits, constitutes an undoubted meu- 
ace because of Its possible Immoral 
influences upon youth of our commun- 
ities: Be it resolved, That the Massa- 
chusetts State Federation go on rec- 
ord as commending and upholding the 
newspapers of the State which are 
willing to remove such news from the 
front pages of their newspapers and 
curtail the publication of such news.” 

Oue of tile most delightful events of 
the day was the presentation of a 
gavel block and a flower vase by ex- 
Senator David McIntosh, for the Quin- 
cy Granite Manufacturers Association, 
as follows: 

"Both are made of beautiful incom- 
parable Quincy Granite, polished to 
the highest degree of pefection. It 
may readily bo perceived that each 
piece is utilitarian as well as orna- 
mental. The gavel block we feel sure 
will prove impervious to the onslaught 
of the most strenuous chairman you 
may ever have. 

"Ever ready for service, forever 
beautiful, this block of imperishable 
polished Quincy granite will iconic 
in the long years ahead, a striking 
symbol of loyalty and usefulness. 
The flower vase attests the wonder- 
ful skill of the craftsmen In our In- 
dustries and this delicately wrought, 
ingeniously contrived work of art In 
granite, awakens a new appreciation 
of the many uses we find for sombre 
stone. 

“It is the sincere wish of the Gran- 
ite Manufacturers of Quincy that you 
may And the gifts permanently useful 
and that they may constitute a part 
of the equipment at all your future 
meetings. 

"With a feeling of genuine pleasure 
I formally present you these material 
evidences of our Interest and regard." 

The Credentials Committee reported 
202 Clubs represented, with 500 dele- 
gates, and 2!) State delegates. 

For the information on this meet- 
ing your editor has to thank the edi- 
tors of other papers, tile State Press 
department, and Mrs, Willard Samp- 
son, president of the Women’s Auxil- 
iary to the Y. M. C. A., who. as dele- 
gate, thoughtfully and kindly gave to 
her much interesting news.

TRAFFIC REGU LATI ONS MODIFIED 

Aldermen Make Important Changes in Traffic Rules in 
and Around Nonantum Square 


The meeting of the aldermen on 
Monday night was full of fireworks. 
Several matters were discussed In 
very plain English. Including the 
Mayor’s veto and "closed door” meet- 
ings on the proposed new City Hall. 
The budget recommendations for 1927 
were received from Mayor Childs. 

No persons appear to favor or op- 
pose when the hearings were called on 
petitions for relocating and widening 
Pelham street at Centre street, and 
taking land for sewers on Whitney 
road and Valentine park. A petition 
had been presented for a sewer in 
Morso road. Newtonville, but it was 
withdrawn because of a protest from 
Henry C. Bourne. Other petitions re- 
ceived. and referred to were — from 
Carl Rogers. 36 Park street, for two 
1st Class taxi licenses; Angelo and 
Carolina Russo, claims for damages 
because of accident on Grove street 
on February 16th; Salvatore DeFllip- 
po change from single residence to 
business zone on nortli side of Cali- 
fornia street, between Bern is road and 
Nevada street; Charles Mitchell for 
drain improvements on Bowdoin and 
Forest street; Chief of Police for 
amendment in ordinance relative to 
removing snow from sidewalks; Edith 
M. Hayes for sewer in Prospect ave- 
nue; Alva E. Rogers for acceptance of 
Carver road extension. 

Rose M. O’Donnell withdrew her pet- 
ition for a change of zoning at Wash- 
ington and Craft streets; S. W. Chand- 
ler withdrew the petition for a sewer 
in Morse road. Petitions given leave 
to withdraw included those of J. P. 
Verity and George L. Hersey for dam- 
ages to automobiles; Patrick Sweeney 
for settlement on a damage claim oc- 
casioned by injuries received by a pas- 
senger in his taxi, stated to have been 
caused by a defect on a highway. 

The Mayor submitted the reappoint- 
ment of Wiliam J. Doherty as a Reg- 
istrar of Voters for three years. This 
appointment will be acted upon by 


the aldermen at their next meeting. 

Permits were granted to the Circle 
Franco-American for two pool tables 
at 297 Watertown street, and to Peter 
McAleer to move a house from the 
corner of Washington and Putnam 
streets to the corner of Lincoln park 
and Shaw street. This house will be 
moved over the B & A bridge at Put- 
nam street, and along Margin street. 
As the ' loads which pass over the 
bridges are supposed to be limited to 
14 tons, it would seem surprising that 
a permit was issued to move a house 
over the bridge. It is claimed that 
little of the weight of the building 
will rest on the bridge. The house 
will be jacked up on heavy timbers 
and rolled on'Tong heams which will 
rest on another pile of ties on the 
opposite side of the bridge. The peti- 
tion of Mignano Brothers for a com- 
mon victualler license at 73 Union 
street, Newton Centre, was referred 
back to the License Committee. 

Appropriations made were — con 
struct ion of Halycon road under better- 
ment law. $7314; drain in Eliot street, 
Newton Highlands, $6000; construc- 
tion of streets under betterment law, 
$35,000. 

Abolish Circuit of Bank 

Chairman Grebenstein of the Traffic 
Committee explained the changes rec- 
ommended by this committee relative 
to parking on Hovey, Bacon and Pea- 
body streets. These changes, which 
were authorized by the aldermen, lim- 
it parking on Hovey street to the east 
side of that highway; permit park- 
ing of cars on the east side of Bacon 
street for a distance of 135 feet from 
Washington street, and on the east 
side of Peabody street for a distance 
of 224 feet from Washington street. 
Parking privileges on these two 
streets have been much desired by pa 
trons of the Community Theatre. 
Heretofore parking has been prohibi 
ted on Bacon street, and limited to

1927 BUDGET 


City Expenses Are Very Nenr the 
84,000,000 Mark 

The city budget submitted by Mayor 
Childs to the board of aldermen on 
Monday night calls for an appropria- 
tion of $3,819,758, with department 
heads asking for $4,025,428, a differ 
enco of over $206,000. The principal 
cuts made by the Mayor are in the 
Street and Forestry department, about 
$120,000, and $75,000 in the Fire and 
Wire department, the latter item being 
for a new fire alarm equipment. 

The school department as usual has 
the largest appropriations, $1,163,701, 
an Increase of about $80,000, excluding 
the item of $40,000 last year for High 
school equipment. 

The Street department calls for 
$1,015,537, the Mayor approves but 
$895,393. The largest items here are 
$145,000 for street maintenance. $68,- 
000 for collection of ashes, $39,000 for 
collection of garbage until Oct. 1st, 
$50,000 for snow removal. $75,000 for 
resurfacing streets, $31,725 for new 
equipment. $107,450 for street lighting, 
[ $52,000 for care of stables, $53,000 for 
moth work, care of grounds and care 
of trees. 

The treasury department with $568,- 
745 stands next, due largely to the 
items of $300,000 for serial bonds, 
$186,262 for interest on funded debt 
and $52,500 for interest on temporary 
loans. This department shows a grati- 
fying decrease from 1926 figures of 
over $50,000 in serial bonds payments. 

The police department calls for 
$313,917 and the fire and wire depart- 
ment for $263,856, increases of $40,000 
in the Police and $22,000 in the fire, 
both due entirely to additional men, 
and graded salary increases. 

Public buildings request $117,481, of 
which $50,000 is for maintenance and 
repair of school buildings, $10,000 on 
other city buildings and $7000 for in- 
surance on city buildings. 

The playgrounds get $105,653, of 
which $43,743 is for maintenance, $21, 
100 for playground directors and $10,- 
500 for new construction. 

AM other departments are under the 
$100,000 mark. The accounting depart-

By a vote of 17 to 3 the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night overrode 
Mayor Childs’ veto of the permit 
granted to the Albert T. Stuart Com- 1 
pany for a gasoline filling station at 
the corner of Beacon street and Ches- 
ley road, Newton Centre. In antici- 
pation of a lively meeting over this 
matter the aldermanlc chamber was I 
well filled with spectators — who were 
not disappointed. 

Alderman DeMille of Newton Centre 
was the first to take the floor when 
the discussion of the veto started. He 
remarked "that he disliked to differ 
with the Mayor in his first speech as 
an alderman, and while he quite 
agreed with His Honor ’that public 
convenience and pubTfc necessity do 
not require another filling station at 
Newton Centre,’ he wondered if the 
Mayor realized the alternative, should 
the permit for the station be refused 7” 
Mr. DeMille stated "that we also have 1 
enough groceries, battery stations and 
other kinds of business at Newton 
Centre, but assuming that there may 
be too many filling stations for the 
needs of that locality, it will 
be better to have vacant filling sta- 
tions. which do not obscure street 
corners, than vacant stores which do 
obscure the corners.’’ 

Alderman Hodgdon said, ‘‘Last year 
we gave another petitioner leave to 
withdraw on this same locus. I felt 
reluctant to change my view when the 
Stuart petition was presented, and re- 
served my voting rights, even though 
the abuttors favored the petition, as I 
desired more Information. I visited 
the site several times, talked with 
the neighbors, and found that almost 
without exception they preferred the 
filling station to stores. The aider- 
men from Ward 6 also favored the 
station In preference to stores. I then 


acquiesced. The only filling station 
the Mayor has vetoed, is this one 
which has the nnanimons consent of 
people In its neighborhood and the 
aldermen from the Ward where it la 
located. Last year he did not veto 
permits which were opposed by the 
aldermen from the Wards where they 
were located, and which were opposed 
by most of the abuttors. I hope the 
Board will override the veto.” 

Alderman Pratt said, "I was very 
much against the petition for a sta- 
tion on this site when it was present- 
ed last September, and so were the 
neighbors. We don’t need more gaso- 
line stations at Newton Centre. Nei- 
ther do we need more stores. The 
neighbor asked Mr. Stuart to build a 
gasoline station rather than a block of 
stores, as they thought the backyards 
of the stores would be a detriment to 
the property along Chesley road.” 

Alderman Favinger Talks Plainly 

Alderman Favinger said, "The 
Board already knows my views on the 
granting of permits for gasoline fill- 
ing stations. The reasons stated by 
the Mayor in his veto, are not at all 
adequate. When this city was zoned, 
we invited persons to establish busi- 
ness enterprises In the business zones. 
We have no right to refuse permits for 
the establishment of any legitimate 
business, except for very compelling 
reasons. If a permit for a filling sta- 
tion is vetoed on the ground that we 
already have enough, the same thing 
can be said of doctors, lawyers, stores. 
The rights of the public and the rights 
of the individual seem to oonftlct 
whenever a petition for a filling sta- 
tion Is presented. The rights of the 
individual are gradually being en- 
croached upon. His rights should not

EXPECT LARGE ATTENDANCE 


A large attendance is expected nt 
the first public opening of the gym- 
nasium in the new’ high school build- 
ing tomorrow night when the Harvard 
and Tufts college varsity basketball 
teams will be the main attraction. 
Portable stands to accommodate about 
1000 spectators have been erected and 
many of these seats will be occupied 
by basketball followers from out of the 
city who attend the college games at 
the respective college courts. 

Because of the fact that the high 
school has not been represented on the 
basketball floor by a team since 1912 
interest in the popular winter sport 
has waned greatly. The introduction 
of intramural and interclass basket- 
ball this past season and the proposed 
renewal of interschool competition 
next winter at the high school will 
renew this Interest noticeably. To 
this end the athletic authorities have 
planned an attractive program for to- 
morrow night. In addition to the col- 
lege game which will undoubtedly be 
a first class contest there will be 
games between teams of schoolboys 
picked from the teaans which played 
in the round robin series recently com- 
pleted. These games will show the de- 
velopment made In the sport In the 
short space of the past few months. 
As an added attraction the high 
school band will furnish music. 


A CLOSE THIRD 


The Newton High track team took 
third place in the annual state-wide 
track meet at the East Armory, Bos- 
ton, last Saturday afternoon with a 
total of 15% points. Lawrence High 
and Dorchester high tied for the cham- 
pionship honors with 16 points each. 
The latter school was the "dark horse” 
and before the meet was not even 
considered a contender. It was Rogers 
of Dorchester who upset the dope in 
the standing broad jump taking first 
by a scant half-inch over Captain Wal- 
ly Fullerton of Newton who was suf- 
fering from a bruised heel, snatching 
victory from the orange and black and 
giving the Crimson and Black a chance 
to share the title with the Lawrence 
team. 

Newton in turn had a full point 
margin over Medford high mainly be 
cause of Fullerton’s win over Marshall 
of Medford in the 45-yard low hur 
dies. Fullerton won the third heat 
and Cole took second in the second 
heat of this event. The semi-finals 
were won by Fullerton and Marshall 
with Cole placing third in the second 
Both the winners equalled the record 
in their dash. Fullerton and Marshall 
were even going over the last fence 
in the final but the orange and black 
runner beat the Medford man by a foot 
in the final sprint to equal the record 
of 5 4-5 seconds for the second time.

“SEASCOUT SPRAY” 


A large number of requests and 
questions have been received asking 
for the requirements to become a Sea- 
scout and “What is Seascouting?” 

Seascouting is the program of mari- 
time or seamanship activities carried 
out by the Boy Scouts of America 
through its Seascout Department. It 
not only prepares a boy for emergen- 
cies on water and on land, but giveB 
him a varied and interesting program 
of graded seamanship which develops 
his knowledge of the sea and its ways. 

In order to become a Seascout of the 
Boy Scouts of America a boy must be 
at least fifteen years of age and of 
good moral character. He must take 
the "Sea Promise,” which is as fol- 
lows: 

On my honor, I will, as a scout and 
as a cabin boy, do my best, 

1. To learn swimming and al- 
ways be prepared to render aid to 
those in need in connection with water 
accidents. 

2. To make it my practice to know 
the location of the life saving devices 
on every boat I board; and to mentally 
outline my responsibility in maintain- 
ing order for myself and shipmates in 
case of emergency. 

3. To bo vigiland and cautious, al- 
ways guarding against water acci- 
dents. 

4. To co-operate with the responsi- 
ble authorities for the observance of 
all regulations for the conduct and 
safety of boats, and ever seek to pre- 
serve the motto of the sea, "Women 
and children first.” 

He must also pass the folowing 
tests: 

1. Demonstrate his ability to tie 
all knots in the tenderfoot require- 
ments. 

*2. Demonstrate the proper method 
of wearing the life belt and using the 
the lifebuoy. (*Sliown to new boys 
before joining.) 

3. Read the article on the Sea his- 
tory of the United States. (Seascout 
hand book.) 

Having passed these requirements 
the boy is entitled to wear the uniform 
and Insignia of an apprentice Seu- 
scout. 

Questions of this sort are very help- 
ful and are well worth printing. If 
you have any questions on Seascout- 
ing write to Mate A. C. Dinsmore, Sea- 
scout Headquarters, Watertown street, 
West Newton, Mass.

"Aesculapius and Chiron, in the form 
of Mr. Chadwick and Doctor South- 
wood Smith, have been deposed, and 
we prefer to take our chance of chol- 
era and the rest than to be bullied 
Into health." 

Another complaint was that their 
activities had established "a perpetual 
Saturday night, aud Master John Bull 
was scrubbed and rubbed and small- 
tooth-combed till the tears ran into his 
eyes, and his teeth chattered, and his 
fists clenched themselves with worry 
and pain." 

What would the writer of this pro- 
test say If he could see the public 
health service today? According to 
his standard by this time Master John 
Bull ought to have been washed alto- 
gether out of existence and poured 
away with the soapsuds. — Manchester 
Guardian Weekly.

Provinces “of Age” 

The two Canadian provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan attained 
their majority September 1. Each of 
these provinces is twenty-one years 
old.

Life of Human Hair

The rate of 
growth, especially in young women, 
is from 2 to 0 millimeters, or about 
Vi to V4 hich during each 10 days aft- 
er first piercing the skin, or about % 
to % Inch a month. When it reaches 
a length of 10 to 14 Inches its rate of 
growth is reduced one-half, and later 
toward the eud of its normal life its 
Increase is hardly perceptible.

EDITORIAL 

With some experience in political 
matters for the past 25 years, we have 
been on both sides of the usefulness 
of the direct primary. Theoretically, 
the direct primary Is all that its advo- 
cates claim for It. Practically, it Is a 
dismal failure, both In the amount of 
interest taken in it by the average 
voter and in the quality of its nomi- 
nations. Hence, after an ardent ad- 
vocacy for its establishment, we now 
favor radical changes In Its form and 
scope. We do not believe it is ad 
visable, even if it is possible, to en- 
tirely eliminate the direct primary, but 
wo do favor its application to only the 
offices in which the average voter, 
takes more than casual interest. 
Where the voter is interested, the 
nomination is of value. Where he is 
not interested the nomination is apt 
to be given to the least desirable of 
the candidates. We would like to see 
the governor, lieutenant governor, 
United States senators, Congressmen, 
state senators, representatives and 
county commissioners nominated by 
the direct primary. All other nomina- 
tions should be made by a delegate 
convention of the party interested. The 
principal objection to the old conven- 
tion system, was the collection of 
proxies from the elected delegates 
(most of whom never expected to at- 
tend the convention anyway) and the 
use of such proxies to give the nom- 
ination to favorite candidates of the 
so called “bosses." A strong prejudice 
still exists among the unthinking 
voters and among most of the women, 
that the convention system is of and 
for the devil himself. Such a feeling 
is an imputation that there isn't 
enough brains in the Commonwealth 
to make an honest convention possible. 
We have a feeling that a convention 
in which only the elected delegates 
could take part, would certainly elim- 
inate the curse of the proxy system 
and would result in well considered 
nominations. 

We take but little stock in the pre- 
convention plans heard recently at the 
state house. They were given a trial 
years ago in New York and subse- 
quently discarded and we have a feel- 
ing that anything not good enough for 
New York is certainly not good enough 
for Massachusetts. 

The remedy, aH we see it, is the 
Short ballot, with direct primary nom- 
inations, all secondary officials to be 
nominated by convention or appointed 
by higher authority. 

We have read with great care the 
comprehensive and interesting report 
made by Lockwood, Greene & Co., Inc., 
on the matter of a new City Hall for 
Newton. From the taxpayers point of 
view, there are two distinct issues in- 
volved in the matter of a new city 
hall. Both are of equal importance, 
the site for the new building and its 
cost. 

We very much doubt if any agree- 
ment can be made in regard to the lo- 
cation of such a structure. It has been 
located so many years In West New 
ton that residents of that village have 
come to believe they have a property 


right to the building. In nddltion there 
Is tho provisional gift to the city made 
some ton years ago of tho land now oc- 
cupied by the old church and the build- 
ings In the roar, which revert to tho 
owners if tho City Hall is over re- 
moved from that location. Tho trian- 
gle site is admitted by the expert’s 
report as being on soggy ground, with 
additional expense for a suitable foun- 
dation. Regardless of the matter of a 
City Hall, we believe the city should 
own this piece of property and, at 
least, use it for park purposes. Even 
if a suitable site can be arranged, 
which we very much doubt, then 
eomes the important subject of cost 
None of the estimates are below, $725, 
000 and with the cost of additional 
land and items omitted from the esti 
mates, the total will undoubtedly run 
up to n million dollars. This sum taken 
in connection with a program for 
school house construction of $1,500,- 
000 may well make the taxpayer “stop, 
look and listen.' It is our guess that 
In view of these considerations, the 
proposal for a New City Hall at the 
present time, will be quietly pigeon 
holed together with its numerous pro 
decessors. 

We trust the Legislature will not 
follow the recommendation of Its com- 
mittee In favoring a referendum at 
the next state election on the ques- 
tion of prohibition. Popular referen- 
da which carry no positive action are 
worse than nothing and stir up a 
needless amount of useless discussion. 

Taxpayers should look over with 
great care the figures of the 1027 bud- 
get as recommended by the Mayor. 
While other cities with about the 
same population have budgets of two 
to two and a half million. Newton is 
rapidly approaching the four million 
class. 

The traffic regulations in Nonautum 
square must have made a profound im- 
pression on the community when a 
runaway horse makes the complicated 
turn around the bank building.

AT ODDS OVER THEATRE 

Last Friday morning a committee 
from the West Newton Business Men’s 
Association called on Mayor Childs 
and presented a. petition signed by 
100 West Newton business and pro 
fessional men asking that a permit 
be granted to Bennet Rockman for a 
moving-picture theatre in the proposed 
building at Elm and Washington 
streets. Should the permit be granted, 
the present plan is to have the theatre 
conducted by the owners of the Com- 
munity Theatre at Newton. 

The business men urged the Mayor 
to grant the permit for the reason 
that it will help business in that sec- 
tion of the city They claim that the 
great majority of the people of the 
village wunt the theatre. The Mayor 
did not give the committee much en- 
couragement. Protests against grant- 
ing the permit have been received 
from various women’s clubs and from 
some of the clergy. It is contended 
thut a large percentage of moving pic- 
tures deal either with sex problems 
or crime, and are thus utterly unfit 
for children to see. Answering this 
argument, the proponents of the the- 
atre state “that West Newton adults 
and children are regular patrons of 
the ‘movies.’ and now go either to 
Boston or Waltham, where pictures 
are shown that would not be permitted 
in Newton.” They argue that inas- 
much as the children will go to the 
"movies,” why not let them go in 
their own village under proper super- 
vision, rather than attend theatres in 
other places? 

LENTEN SERVICE 


UNDER THEMD DOME 

One of the outstanding events In the 
work on Beacon hill this week was 
the favorable report of the Legal Af- 
fairs committee on the bill to allow 
athletic sports on Sunday. 1 am glad 
to state that Senator Simoneau of 
this district was one of the dissenters 
on this report. Senator Simoneau is 
also reported as dissenting on the bill 
to take a referendum on the prohibi- 
tion question at the next state elec- 
tion. 

The Election Laws committee has 

reported another i»iii to farther 6om* 
plicate the election situation In this 
state by requiring a primary, the last 
week in April to elect delegates to a 
convention to he held in June, the 
nominees of the convention to |be 
placed on the ballot for the usual state 
primary in September, with tho on 
dorsement “nominated by convention.” 
It Is thought that by this method, the 
voter will have some guide in mark- 
ing his ballot. 

It seems to me there are two strong 
objections to the measure. First it 
adds another election day to be at- 
tended bv the voter who now has hard 
work to vote at the present primary 
and election. Second, there is every 
reason to believe that after securing 
the endorsement of t lie convention, 
the average voter will conclude that 
that nomination is equivalent to an 
election, and will have an additional 
plausible excuse for not voting at the 
September primary. Finally, the 
scheme has been tried out in New 
York state and abandoned and I am 
sure that Massachusetts does not favor 
taking up New York’s cast off meth- 
ods. 

A favorable report has been made on 
the bill to impose a three cents tax on 
the sale of gasolene, coupled with 
a reduction in the registration fee. 
This method it is thought, will favor 
the automobile owner who uses his 
car but little and make the large user 
of gas pay his share of maintenance 
cost. I do not like the provision that 
one cent of this tax should be rebated 
to the different cities and towns for 
use on their local roads. The income 
from this source will simply be an- 
ticipated by the average selectmen, 
and the local appropriation for street 
maintenance reduced to a correspond- 
ing figure. 

There were three roll calls in the 
House on Monday the Newton repre- 
sentatives voting with the majority of 
the House in each case. The roll calls 
were all on motions to substitute bills 
for adverse reports of committee and 
covered regulation of barbering, pro- 
hibiting injunctions in labor troubles 
and penalizing violations of law rela- 
tive to employment of prisoners. 

Mayor Childs has petitioned the j 
General court for the reconstruction 
of a bridge over the Charles river at l 
Wales street, Lower Falls, at an es- 
timated expense of $50,000 of which 1 
Newton pays 37U.%, Middlesex county 
12^% and Wellesley and Norfolk 
county pay 25% each.

30 minutes on Peabody street. Aider- 
man Grebenstein said “we should pro- 
ceed very slowly in limiting parking 
in residence districts to 30 minutes.” 

A very important traffic change pro- 
posed by the Traffic Committee, and 
accepted by the aldermen, abolishes 
(for the present at least) the much 
criticised rule which has compelled 
automobiles travelling through Non- 
antum Square, to circle the Trust 
Company building, when going from 
the north of the square towards Bos- 
ton. Starting Monday next, as a re- 
sult of the action of the aldermen, cars 
of the Middlesex and Boston will stop 
65 feet from the end of the car track 
at Nonantum Square. The south track 
will not be used from the crossover 
on Washington street in front of the 
Trust Company building. A temporary 
traffic stand will be placed between 
the car tracks where the M & B ter- 
minal has been, and automobiles com- 
ing from Watertown direction and 
travelling east, will make a direct left 
turn Instead of taking the tour around 
the bank building. This will elimin- 
ate much of the congestion at the 
corner of Hall and Centre streets, and 
will cause the Second Commandment 
to be broken fewer times by out-of- 
town autolsts, who In the past have 
been confused by the traffic rules at 
Newton Corner. If the new scheme 
works out well, a permanent traffic 
tower will be erected where the tem- 
porary stand is to be placed. 

Alderman Earle told of the con- 
ference held March 1st at Boston be- 
tween members of the Boston City 
Council and representatives of 14 
towns and cities of Greater Boston. 
The Boston City Council Is endeavor- 
ing to establish a Metropolitan Com- 
mission which will bring about co- 
operative government between Boston 
and its suburbs. Mr. Earle stated that 
the representatives from Greater Bos- 
ton, who attended the conference, were 
of the opinion ‘that the Boston coun- 
cilmen were attempting to start an 
opening wedge towards annexation of 
the outlying districts, despite their 
disclaiming of any such intent. He 
suggested that if the Newton aider- 
men desire any representative at the 
next conference, to be held March 22, 
that someone be delegated. Alderman 
Weeks favored the delegating of Alder- 
man Earle to represent the city at the 
March 22nd conference. Mr. Earle 
will merely be an observer; he will 
have no authority to commit the City 
of Newton to any agreement with Bos- 
ton, but will report back to the Board 
of Aldermen whatever suggestions are 
proposed by the Boston statesmen re- 
garding closer relations between Bos- 
ton and its environs. 

“Closed Doors” on New City Hall 

Alderman Heathcote Inquired of 
Alderman Baker, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee on the new City Hall, 
“Are you prepared to make any report 
tonight?” Alderman Baker replied In 
the negative. Mr. Heathcote then 
criticised the manner in which the 
spceial committee on the new City 
Hall hus functioned. He stated "that 
ho had received an invitation to at- 
tend a meeting of the aldermen, sit- 
ting as a committee of the whole, In 
conference with the City Hall com- 
mittee:” This "closed door” meet- 
ing was held Monday afternoon at the 
Woodlund Golf Club. He said he had 


refused to attend this meeting, be- 
cause he believes (hat Important mut- 
ters, such as a now City Hall building, 
which will cost tho taxpayers or the 
city a huge sum of money, should be 
discussed publicly, so that the mem- 
bers of tho press and citizens may be 
present and know Just what is going 
on. The Ward 4 nldermnn referred 
to the fact “that he was on the orig- 
inal committee appointed Inst year to 
deal with the new City Hall problem, 
,but he was not re-appointed this year.” 
The present committee has bttt two 
members of last year’s committee, 
Baker and Madden, on it, despite the 
fact that the former committee went 
to nil sections of the city and listened 
to the views of citizens on this im- 
portant matter. He deprecated secret 
sessions on important matters, re- 
quested that some member of the firm 
of Lockwood, Greene & Company (who 
made the survey on the new city hall) 
appear before the full Board of Aider- 
men, and asserted that he will refuse 
to attend any meeting of the aider- 
men held behind closed doors. 

Aldermen Ball and Fitts, who had 
not been reappointed to tills year’s 
special committee on the new City 
Hall, stated they had requested Presi- 
dent Weeks not to reappoint them, be- 
cause of their manifold duties on 
other committees. Chairman Baker 
of the special committee, referring to 
one of Mr. Heathcote’s objections, ex- 
plained Chat Lockwood. Greene & Com- 
pany had not recommended any par- 
ticular site for the new municipal cap- 
ltol, because their contract with the 
city expressly stipulated that no such 
recommendation was to be made by 
them in connection with the survey. 


OVERRIDE MAYOR’S VETO

be encroached unless there is very 
compelling public reason. 

“Someone has implied certain things 
from the inaugural address of the 
Mayor this year, because he referred 
to the ‘Golden Calf.’ I think the re- 
porters took the wrong view. In my 
opinion, what he meant was ‘that lo- 
cal citizens have been receiving per- 
mits for filling stations, and then 
transferring them to big outside oil 
companies.’ I call on the Mayor to 
make a statement If he has any facts. 
I call on members of the press If 
they have information regarding finan- 
cial benefits having been enjoyed by 
any alderman through the granting 
of permits for gasoline filling stations. 
So far as I am concerned, I would wel- 
come any evidence of that character 
which the Mayor or the press can pro- 
duce. It would give me great pleasure 
to mete out proper punishment to any 
member of the Board who would have 
stultified it in connection with the 
granting of permits for filling sta- 
tions. I believe that the members of 
the Board are honest. They make 
great sacrifices to themselves and 
their families in serving the city. 
The least the public can do is to give 
them credit for attempting to do what 
is right. I dislike very much to have 
newspapers give the public the im- 
pression that the aldermen are voting 
here for financial gain, rather than 
serving unselfishly and'Talthfully the 
interests of the city.” 

Alderman Madden Defends Veto 

Alderman Madden, taking the floor 
in defence of the veto, said, “This case 
should be regarded as was one some 
years ago, when the Mayor vetoed a 
permit for a filling station opposite 
Engine 1 quarters at Newton Corner. 
An alderman, who was then a leader 
of the Board, said, ‘the wishes of the 
executive should be given great 
weight.’ The argument is offered that 
the permit should be granted because 
certain abuttors, who opposed such a 
station a few months ago. now favor it 
because they prefer a station rather 
than have stores erected. I know of 
no weaker argument than to advocate 
the granting of filling station permits 
on every corner in the business zones 
rather than have stores erected. There 
were other old ‘real estate tricks’ to 
threaten abuttors, such as talking of 
selling property in attractive residen- 
tial districts to colored persons, or 
bringing a woman, accompanied by a 
large family of small children, to in- 
spect some house which was for sale.” 

“The Mayor Is the court of last re- 
sort. If we allow him to get away 
with the veto on this station, people 
can say, ‘lie is the only man opposing 
the oil companies.’ The Mayor may 
ask, and I can ask, why certain things 
have happened? Starting a few years 
ago a petition was presented for a fill- 
ing station on Washington street, 
West Newton. When the petition was 
filed, the plans showed n large, cost- 
ly garage, to be erected in conjunc- 
tion with tlio filling station. The 
station permit was granted but the 
garage was never built. At Centre 
and Walnut streets, a petition was re- 
fused the owner of the land to build 
a filling station. Then a statement 
was made by n second petitioner that 
If a permit would he given for a sta- 
tion, a large garage and residences 
would be erected on the rest of this 
property. These :ire facts, not ru- 
mors. The permit was given, the gas 
station sold a few weeks later, but 
the garage and hou es have not been 
erected. Denying individual owners 
permits, and then granting permits to 
other parties, puts a powerful argu- 
ment In the hands of the Mayor. The 
feeling in the publi mind ‘that own- 
ers of properties are denied permits, 
and then someone else comes here, 
and because of the size of his pocket- 
book, or color of his hair, he is grant- 
ed a permit’ — should cause us to pause 
in granting permits left and right. 
Constitutional rights are denied own- 
ers. Then someone with n large poek- 
etbook comos in, and abuttors assent 
because of threats to erect stores. I 
havo very tangible evidence that this 
is the opinion of tho public, because 
of questions asked me. 

“Newton is not a business city. It 
was not intended, when the city was 
zoned, that wo should proceed to fill 
the business zones up with stores, be- 
fore the growth of the city necessi- 
tated such stores. The Legislature has 
said, 'Filling stations should only be 
erected where public convenience and 
public necessity demand.’ The hold- 
ers of the franchises we have granted, 
havo not kept their agreements. We 
have Just winked at their failures to 
do so. Although I voted to grant this 


permit because of the report of the 
Llcenso Committee, I would hesitate 
to pass It over the Mayor’s veto.” 

Alderman Pratt asked Mr. Stuart, 
who was present, "If this permit is re- 
fused, will you build the stores ?” Mr. 
Stuart replied, “Yes.” Chairman Bliss 
of the License Committee said, "When 
the petition for the station at Chesley 
road an l Boacon street, was presented 
last Fall, it was presented by a real 
estnlo broker who admitted the sta- 
tion would be turned over to an oil 
company. The situation hns since en. 
tirely changed. The abuttors want 
the gasoline station. The block of 
stores may have been used as a threat, 
but If the station is permitted, the 
threat will be removed.” 

Alderman Earle Chides Madden 

Alderman Earle reminded Alderman 
Madden of the latter’s Insistency in 
endeavoring to obtain the granting of 
a permit for a filling station at the 
corner of Court and Washington 
streets, Newtonvllle, on several occa- 
sions, when the majority of the aider- 
men had refused granting the peti- 
tions for this permit because of the ob- 
jections of abuttors. “The neighbors 
in the vicinity of Chesley road and 
Beacon street desire thils sitation,” 
said Alderman Earle: "We are here to 
take care of the people. The stores 
opposite Engine 1 house, referred to 
by Alderman Madden as having been 
erected when a filling station permit 
was refused at this site, have been 
vacant most of the time since they 
were built.” 

Alderman DeMillo asked Mr. Stuart, 
“Will you operate the station your- 
self?” Mr. Stuart answered, “No. I 
will lease it.” Alderman Hodgdon 
said, “A little while ago the License 
Committee brought in a report favor- 
ing a station in Auburndale. There 
was much opposition to it from the 
people of Auburndale, and by the 
three aldermen from Ward 4. Despite 
this, the Mayor approved of the per- 
mit, and the alderman from Ward 1 
(Madden) voted for it against the 
wishes of the people. The aldermen 
at the last meeting voted to grant 
the permit for the station at Beacon 
street and Chesley road, because they 
felt that the License Committee and 
the aldermen from Ward 6 had inves- 
tigated this matter thoroughly, and 
had considered the wishes of the peo- 
ple living in the neighborhood. The 
opinion of one man should not pre- 
vail." 

Alderman Noone said, “Enough has 
been said about the merits of this 
case. I think the committee report in 
this matter carries very little weight 
at this time. It carries an entirely 
different status because of the veto. 
The matter is directly before the full 
Board with no committee recommen- 
dation.” 

President Weeks then put the ques- 
tion, "Shall the order be passed, not 
withstanding the veto of the Mayor?” 
Seventeen of the aldermen voted In 
favor. The three voting to sustain the 
veto were Heathcote, Madden and 
Noone. Alderman Gallagher was ab- 
sent.

The guest of the meeting was Brother 
Fabian, Superintendent of the Work- 
ing Boys Home at Newton Highlands, 
on Winchester street. The Kiwanis 
Clubs are interested in helping under- 
privileged children and Brother Fa- 
bian, who has spent 25 years caring 
for homeless boys told the members 
of conditions at the institution over 
Oak Hill way. 

The Working Boys Home was es- 
tablished many years ago in Boston 
as a refuge for young boys who had 
to be self-supporting. In 1894 the 
home was moved to its present site on 
the banks of the Charles River, near 
Kenrick Bridge, Oak Hill. The 
grounds include 60 acres of woodland 
and meadows. For some years a pa- 
per was printed at the home by the 
young boys there, but since the 
Xaverian Brothers assumed charge 17 
years ago, the printing plant at the 
home has been discontinued. Brother 
Fabian explained that there are 125 
boys at the home between the ages 
of 8 and 16. He stated that the name 
“Working Boys Home” is a misnomer, 
as the youngsters at the home are not 
“working boys,” but school boys. He 
stated that while some of the boys 
have come from sordid environments, 
others are orphans of honest parent- 
age. He told of some cases where a 
parent will allow a young boy to be 
raised at the home because of the 
parent’s alleged inability to support 
the child, but when the boy has 
reached the age of 16, and is devel- 
oped enough to become a wage earner, 
the parent who had neglected the 
child, suddenly acquires a great In- 
terest in him, and insists on the boy 
returning to reside with his relatives. 

Brother Fabian told of the methods 
in vogue at the home to develop the 
boys there into good citizens. They 
receive good food, the dormitories and 
all the buildings are kept extremely 
clean, and thanks to kind friends, the 
youngsters are kept comfortably 
clothed and well supplied with athle- 
tic equipment and books. The boys 
are urged to uphold the morale of the 
home, and as a result boys who have 
a tendency to be dishonest or untruth- 
ful, upon their arrival at the home, 
soon learn to avoid those evils. The 
boys are taught to look everyone in 
the eye, to acquire confidence and self- 
respect, and to be unselfish. Every 
boy is made to indulge in different 
kinds of sports, and each boy is made 
aware that his rights must be re- 
spected. 

Brother Fabian is optimistic regard- 
ing supposed boys. He asserted that 
if you keep a boy active you keep him 
out of mischief; and that there are 
very few boys who will not respond 
to kindness and fair treatment. He 
invited the members of the Kiwanis 
Club to visit the home anytime from 
6 In the morning until 9 at night, as 
there are no special visiting hours. 
“When you come,” said he, “you will 
see no rules posted on the walls or 
corridors of the building. I am op- 
posed to this practice.” He explained 
that tho Xaverian Brothers avoid as 
much as possible all appearances that 
will cause the home to seem otherwise 
than Che abode of one big, friendly 
family.

To trace out 
these thoughts and lead up to Easter 
with hope of immortality will be the 
purpose of these sermons.

(Continued from Page 1) 


ment calls for $74,191, of which over 
$61,000 is for various forms of pen- 
sions. The Library totals $71,916, 
about the same figure as last year. 

Charity demands $64,899, of which 
$22,000 la for Mothers’ Aid. 

Health wants $51,100, of which $18,- 
900 Is for school inspection and $18,- 
300 for care of disease. 

Engineering costs $37,900, most of 
which Is for salaries. 

The City Clerk shows a decrease due 
to the fact that there Is but one elec- 
tion this year. His total is $32, 

The Assessors request $27,150, the 
Mayor increasing the department’s re- 
quest by raising salaries of the three 
assessors. 

Other departments are as follows: 
General $4,590, Executive $9,275, Law 
$7,650, Messenger $3,025, Sealer $3,544, 
and City Physician $2,777. 

The Water department estimates its 
expense at $241,992 and the Mayor 
adds $200 to the salary of the Water 
Commissioner. This amount Is paid 
from water revenue and is not a 
charge on the tax levy. 

Mayor Childs has been rather liberal 
in the matter of salaries. He raises the 
Comptroller $500 to $5000, the treas- 
urer from $4800 to $5000, the Assessors 
$200 each, the City Solicitor from $4800 
to $5000, the City Clerk from $3900 to 
$4100, the City Messenger from $1860 
to $2150, the City Engineer from $4100 
to $4ff00, the Buildings Commissioner 
from $4200 to $4500, the Chief of Police 
and the Chief of the Fire Department 
from $3500 to $3800, the Sealer from 
$2400 to $2600, the Overseer of the 
Poor from $2350 to $2500, the City Phy- 
sician from $2100 to $2200, the Super- 
intendent of Playgrounds from $2700 
to $3000, the Street Commissioner from 
$4800 to $5000 and the Water Commis- 
sioner from $3650 to $3850. 

The budget has been referred to the 
Finance Commitee for consideration.

Early Peruvian Pottery 

Prehistoric pottery provides virtu- 
ally all the known history of the 
Chlmus, a race occupying the north- 
ern part of Peru before It was con- 
quered by the Incas. These people 
innde their pottery by the colling 
process. Long strips of clay were 
colied around, one upon another, and 
the mass thus formed molded to the 
desired shape by means |)f shells 
or smooth pebbles. When finished, 
nearly all evidence of the colls was 
obliterated. It is by means of this 
pottery that modern scholars are 
made familiar with the dally life of 
these early Peruvians. Vessels often 
are found In the shape of the vege- 
tables used. Some clearly Indicate the 
squash, ears of corn, beans, potatoes 
and other vegetables familiar today. 
There are many so-called portrait 
Jars, giving a clear Idea of the facial 
appearance of the race. — San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin. 


Early Autopsy 

New York’s social register for 1657, 
In reality the town enrollment for 
New Amsterdam, as New York then 
was known, contained the names of 
20 "great citizens” and 204 "small 
citizens” and It was among the latter 
that the physicians were mentioned. 
In that same year doctors were called 
upon to do detective work, since It 
was requested that they should ask 
wounded pntlents how they had re- 
ceived their Injuries and by whom. 
In 1091 Dr. Johannes Kerfhyle, a Hol- 
lander, performed an autopsy upon 
the body of Governor Slaughter, be- 
lieved to have been poisoned, and 
this is thought to he the first autopsy 
performed In this country. — New York 
Evening Post. 


“Salted” Violins 

Absurd us it may sound. German 
manufacturers who are experts In 
Judging the worth of violins have 
come to look for lime salts in deter 
mining the value of an Instrument. 
The exceptional resonance of some of 
the famous Arnutl violins, it Is stated, 
is due to the lime salts with which 
the instruments ure stained. The ma- 
terial is Imbedded in the pores of the 
wood, and is believed to be at least 
partly responsible for the hitherto un- 
solved secret of why old violins give 
such a remarkable tone.

FAVOR APARTMENT BUILDINGS 

The monthly meeting of the Newton 
Corner Business Men’s Association 
was held Tuesday evening at the Hun- 
newell Club. About 50 members were 
present. The guests of the evening 
included Building Commissioner Chad- 
wick and Aldermen Baker. Madden 
and Grebensteln of the Claims and 
Rules Committee of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen. Aldermen Hawkins and 
Hodgdon, who are members of the 
association were present, as was May- 
or Childs, who is also a member. 
Music was furnished by the Tread- 
well Orchestra, the violinist of this 
musical ensemble being Larry Fred- 
ericks of the Newton Glass Company. 
Mr. Fredericks and his associates 
showed a proficiency worthy of the 
best known orchestras of similar size 
in Boston. Eddie King entertained 
with popular songs. 

Mr. Chadwick explained the duties 
of his department and the work per- 
formed by his subordinates. He re- 
ferred to the criticisms made "that 
Newton’s building department is over- 
manned,” and quoted figures to show 
that Newton has fewer employees 
than have other cities performing less 
work. Eighty-two buildings are cared 
for by the department, including 29 
schools. He spoke of the proposed 
changes In the Building Code of the 
city, one of which will allow the erec- 
tion of apartment houses of second- 
class construction, not over three stor- 
ies high. Also the erection of store 
and office buildings of second class 
construction, not over two stories in 
height. Under the present building 
code, such buildings have to be of 
fireproof construction; this require- 
ment has made the erection of such 
buildings in Newton almost prohibi- 
tive. 

Alderman Madden, who is Chairman 
of the Committee which passes on the 
proposed changes In the building code, 
gavo his views on the question of 
apartment buildings. He told how the 
present strict laws in Newton pertain- 
ing to the fireproof construction of 
apartment and business blocks, is the 
result of special restrictions made hur- 
riedly to prevent the erection of an 
apartment block at the corner of Cen- 
tre and Church streets some years ago, 
and a business block at Walnut street 
and Highland avenue, New!tonville. 
Under the proposed change, apartment 
houses of second-class construction 
may be built in business or general 
residence zones. If any objection 
comes from an abuttor against the 
erection of an apartment building in 
a general residence zone, it will take 
a two-thirds vote of the total number 
of aldermen to grant the permit. 

“Newton is a residential city,” said 
Mr. Madden, “and any attempts to 
convert it into a business city, or to 
allow a large number of apartment 
buildings within its confines, will meet 
with decided opposition. It has been 
thought that the zoning ordinance 
was an attempt at class segregation. 
I have noticed that the aldermen from 
the single residence districts are quite 
willing to ‘let down the bars’ in the 
general residence districts. The more 
apartments we will have, the more 
people we will have, and these will 
necessitate more stores, more schools, 
and more expense.” He asserted that 
in the general residence districts in 
Newton, are many old-time residents 
who would dislike to have large apart- 
ment blocks erected in their neigh- 
borhoods, to deprive them of the air, 
sunlight and views they have been 
accustomed to enjoy.” These pepole 
are Just as much entitled to protec- 
tion.” said Mr. Madden, “as the more 
wealthy people residing in the single 
residence zones.” He argued that sep- 
arate zones should be set aside in 
which apartment blocks may be built. 
The contention today is, according to 
Mr. Mndden, “that in business zones, 
It is wrong to stop the establishment 
of any legitimate business develop- 
ment." This same argument would bo 
used, ho stated, to allow the erection 
of apartment buildings in any general 
residence zone. 

Mayor Childs mentioned the emer- 
gency situation which occasioned the 
present rigid restrictions which almost 
prohibit the erection of apartment 
buildings in Newton. This restric- 
tion ordinance was rushed through 
when the Eliot Church and Immanuel 
Church at Newton were threatened by 
the erection of a cheap upartment 
house on the Scales property. The re- 
sult desired having been accomplished, 
and the building of this apartment 
prevented, Mayor Childs suggested 
“thut perhaps it Is well If a return 
may be made to the old building code 
requirements, which will permit the 
uso of seeond class construction in 
apartment buildings. 

Alderman Baker expressed a willing- 
ness to modify the code in regards 
upurtment buildings, provided proper 
measures were taken to assure no 
buildings being permitted that will en- 
danger the llveB of those who occupy 
thorn, becuuse of fire hazurds. He 
favored restricting such buildings to 


a type that would be of attractive ap- 
pearance, nnd confined to such pnrts 
of the genera 1 residence zones as are 
near the transportation lines. 

Alderman Crohensteln explained 
the changes In traffic conditions which 
are to be made nt Newton Corner. He 
favored * the erection of better class 
apartments and stated that occupants 
of apartments possess equal buying 
power as do persons residing in sin- 
gle nnd two-family dwellings. 

*J. Edward Callanan asked Mr. Mad- 
den “If he does not. consider the Croy- 
don nnd Hunnewell Apartments desir- 
able?”

The accompanying illustration will 
give an idea of the new well at the 
water reservation at Needham, which 
will add about two and one-half mil- 
lions of gallons each day to the water 
supply of Newton. The well Is 40 
feet deep, 33 feet wide on inside diam- 
eter, and its walls are of 16 inch steel 
re inforced concrete. Tho lower part 
of tho wall of the well Is punctured 
with two rows of pipes to permit the 
water to seep In from the gravel soil 
surrounding. Ten feet from the bot- 
ton a platform will be erected for the 
pump. When completed, the well will 
be covered with a cement roof on 
which will bo the small house con- 
taining the pumping apparatus. 

Work on this well was started about 
the first of last August by Christian 
Zappe of Dedham, whose bid for the 
job — $11,400, was with one exception, 
far below the other bids received. Mr. 
Zappo had a plan of excavation radi- 
cally different from the ordinary plan 
used In such work. He figured on be- 
ing able to excavate tho site of the 
well by using a 6 Inch rotary pump 
to suck the sand and gravel out of 
the ground. This pump was operated 
by a small tractor. The work was 
supposed to be finished the 1st of last 
November. Little success attended 
the method first used by Mr. Zappo. 
Many large stones were encountered 
as the excavating progressed, the 
pump kept continually getting clogged, 
nnd finally about the middle of Nov- 
ember a large steam shovel was set 
up at the job. Good progress was 


made with this for a week or so. Then 
another obstacle was met. The water 
seeped into the excavation so rapidly 
that the big shovel could not effective- 
ly collect the gravel. A delay fol- 
lowed until electric wires could be 
brought to the scene. When this was 
accomplished about December 15, a 
10 Inch electric pump was put Into 
operation. The cold Winter weather 
then set In further handicapping the 
work. The excavating was finally 
finished about a week ago, and the 
well will be completed within a few 
weeks. The largo amount of water It 
will provide, will permit the discon- 
tinuance of the linos of vitrified pipe, 
which have assisted In collecting water 
for the city’s supply, and which have 
been blamed to a certain degree for 
some of tho Impurities In the water. 

It Is estimated by many that Mr. 
Zappo will have lost at least $20,000 
on this job, when the work will be 
completed. He deserves great credit 
for the gameness ho has shown in 
sticking to Ills task under very dis- 
couraging conditions. A less honor- 
able man would have long ago aban- 
doned the job, If faced with the loss 
which Mr. Zappe has had to assume. 
Although not wealthy, he has kept 
faith with Newton, and those who have 
witnessed Ills determination in "carry- 
ing on,” hope that at sometime In the 
future, he may be the successful bid- 
der In some other municipal project 
In this city, which will, to some de- 
gree, compensate him for the loss sus- 
tained on tills job.

The Newton station clock?

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COMMUNITY WORK 


Miss Hnttiemae Austin, who has 
just resigned as secretary of the West 
Newton Community Centre made the 
following report of her work in West 
Newton: 

On the eve of my resignation from 
the West Newton Community Centre. 
I take much pleasure in presenting, 
not only a report of last year's work, 
but a combined report of my work 
since coming to West Newton April 
1st, 1925. 

In the year and ten months that I 
have been with you, I have studied 
conditions in the community and at- 
tempted to introduce a constructive 
program of activities that would meet 
the needs of all classes of citizens. 
The aim has been not only to reach 
the child and adult of humbler cir- 
cumstances but those from better dis- 
tricts as well. All are needed in the 
.work if we are to promote better citi- 
zenship and be of the greatest service 
to one another and to the town in 
which we live. 

Work for boys and girls was estab- 
lished during the first year. This 
year an effort has been made to in- 
terest older people, especially parents 
of our members, believing that the 
Playground Department takes care of 
a large number of the children that 
the Centre does not reach, and that 
little recreation has been provided for 
married men and women of the vil- 
lage. 

The membership has gradually in- 
creased until to date 380 members 
have Joined the organization or 6%, 
estimating the population of West 
Newton as 6,000. 

Eighteen clubs have been organized, 
the names of which are: 

Blde-A-Wee, school girls, 11 mem- 
bers; Cheer, colored working girls, 17 
members; Carry-on, Italian working 
girls, 11 members; Craft, leisure class 
women, 9 members; City Hall, sten- 
ographers, 5 members; Gym. leisure 
class women, 27 members; Go-Ahead, 
colored school boys, 18 members; 
Golden Rule, school girls, 30 members; 
Pre-Kindergarten, miscellaneous chil- 
dren, 11 members; Live Wires, Italian 
working boys, 16 members; Moore, 
Irish women, 24 members; Moulton, 
colored women, 34 members; Narcis- 
sus, Italian school girls, 18 members; 
Star, colored school girls, 13 members; 
Whittling, school boys, 33 members; 
Wide Awake, school girls, 31 members; 
Young, school boys, 42 members; 
Rovers, no club, 2 members; Vim. 
(organized last week) young school 
girls, 18 members. 

The fiscal year of the Centre began 
September 1st. In the first year, 241 
members formed the organization. 
Although we can not tell what the en- 
roment will be for 1927, indications 
are the number will be as great, if 
not greater, as the registration totaled 
199 on the day of our annual meet- 
ing last year compared with 220 this 
year. 

Each club is a self-governed body. 
Sessions begin with a business meet- 
ing conducted according to parliamen- 
tary law. Those who have visited 
our club can testify to the splendid re- 
sults achieved by this training. Young 
children conduct business meetings 
with the poise and correctness of a 
politician. A club-due of two cents per 
week has provided a fund for special 
club features. Parties were given to 
mothers and teachers, scrap books 
made for shut-in children, lumber 
purchased for manual training, base- 
ball gloves provided, checker and ten- 
nis tournament prizes supplied and 
solders for tin-craft work bought, all 


with club-dues. Still retaining a goodly 
balance on hand, the Junior Clubs re- 
cently donated $45. to the organiza- 
tion, in appreciation of their privileges. 

Last spring they also gave $31.67, 
the proceeds of an entertainment. 
The Moulton Club gave $25., the Moore 
Club $15. and a member of the latter 
group made $8. for a special fund. 
The membership fees of 50c for 
junior and $1.00 for senior members 
amounts to $297. These sums of 
money, together with the proceeds of 
articles sold, totals $475. A small ex- 
pression compared to the aggregate 
expense of the work but one of will- 
ingness to serve. 

To a large degree happiness comes 
through self-expression. In the choice 
of activities consideration has been 
made to satisfy a creative instinct or 
supply a recreational desire. Pref- 
erence has been given dressmaking, 
manual training, and handicraft. 
Girls and women are specializing in 
the crafts this year, weaving rugs, 
making lamp shades, reed trays, as 
well as all kinds of needle work. The 
material is supplied by the individual 
but instruction given gratio. Folk 
dancing is the activity of one special 
group of small girls. A gymnasium 
class for the Directors and their 
friends meets once a week. Hikes 
have been popular. Baseball teams 
from the “Young’’ and “Whittling” 
clubs created much interest not only in 
West Newton but in the neighboring 
villages. Our boys were victorious in 
most of their matches and won recog- 
nition from school and playground 
teams. Football has been enjoyed by 
the same clubs this fall. Any Monday, 
or Wednesay large groups of enthusi- 
asts could be seen on the Eden Avenue 
Playground watching the above men- 
tioned clubs practicing with a com- 
petent coach. Since Christmas the 
“Young” Club meets in the school for 
manual training instructions while 
the "Whittling” Club is enjoying the 
thrills of hockey. 

Apart from the various club activi- 
ties several community functions of 
note have been featured by the Cen- 
tre. Dances for the young people, 
Halloween parties, a Better Home 
Contest in which any member had the 
privilege of entering, special picnics 
to the Applachian Camp in the Blue 
Hills and to our President’s camp on 
Lake Cochituate; a trip to Revere 
Beach given by the Newton Rotary 
Club and lastly the two Community 
Christmas Trees which surpassed all 
other undertakings in creating town 
wide interest. No function held in 
West Newton has created such a spirit 
of good citizenship as our two Christ- 
mas Pageants. Hundreds of people 
came together to sing carols of peace 
and goodwill: the picture of the long 
procession of 150 members in their 
gay colored costumes as they emerged 
from the school and grouped about 
the tree, the pantomimes of several 
carols so well done by children of our 
organization, will be long remembered 
by many as a delightful public enter- 
tainment — one form of service. 

The results of the work with the 
colored people of the town have been 
most gratifying. Out of the small 
group living in West Newton 83 have 
joined the organization. “Our people 
are recognized now and given the 
same opportunities as the white 
people,” said a member of the woman’s 
club when discussing what the Centre 
has done for the colored people of 
West Newton. Their contribution to 
the Memorial Library and to the New- 
ton Hospital fund express their will- 
ingness to co-operate in civic and com- 
munity affairs when given the chance. 


The Pre-Kindergarton class which 
meets each morning at the new Libra- 
ry is filling a need. Children who pre- 
viously did not understand the mean- 
ing of discipline now willingly obey 
nnd respect the two capnblo teachers 
in charge. 

The Americanization class for foreign 
born women has begun again and all 
appear eager to resume their studies 
of English. 

The Baby Clinic meets ns usual each 
Thursday afternoon. Nurses, doctors 
and patients appear pleased with their 
new quarters in the Library. 

As organizer of the work that has 
developed so satisfactorily in 22 
months. I look back on the splendid 
spirit of wholesome sportmnnship in 
all our activities as one of the out- 
standing features of the work. Our 
leisure time has been used to create 
higher standards in life. The welfare 
work accomplished by the Moulton 
Club, is in itself worth while. The 
desire to do for others has ever been 
uppermost. How better can one ex- 
press this appreciation than in the 
words of the small boy, who when 
told that the Newton Rotary Club were 
to give all members of the organization 
a box of Christmas candy said, “Gee, 
I think ‘we’ had better do something 
for those men. They have been pretty 
decent to us this year.” 

The interest taken in our activities 
by the better class people has also 
been encouraging. Their willingness 
to pay. apart from their membership 
fee, for instruction proves that in 
time the work will be self-supporting. 

Before leaving you, I again wish to 
thank each Board member for the 
splendid co-operation in making the 
work possible. The Valuable assist- 
ance given by Committees, by the 
Playground Department and by outside 
units has given me an opportunity of 
laying a foundation for a work that 
should fill the needs of the communi- 
ty. My appeal as I leave you. is to 
interest the men of the town in help- 
ing to raise the Budget necessary for 
the maintenance of the work. Retain 
the interest of the better class mem- 
bers so that the work will not revert 
to one for the poorer class only. Pro- 
mote for all Better citizenship — Hap- 
piness — Service.

letter was read, and Hon. John C. 
Hull, speaker of the House. 

Hon. Carl E. Milliken, ex-Governor 
of Maine, and now secretary to Will 
Hays, the president of the organiza- 
tion that is supposed to be trying to 
clean up the moving picture industry, 
came on purposely from New York 
to speak. Ho explained the magnitude 
of the Industry, and finally offered a 
constructive suggestion — that a com- 
mittee of all largo organizations hold 
“pre-views” of pictures, and report to 
their personnel, so that the good pic- 
tures would be patronized, and the 
poor ones boycotted. The trouble 
now Is that a good picture only be- 
comes known as such after the mov- 
ing picture house has played it to 
empty seats. 

In spite of this suggestion, however, 
Mr. Milliken. when asked if such a 
committee were formed in Massachu- 
setts, if his organization and the pro- 
ducers would aid by giving such a 
place for pre-view in Boston, to the 
amazement of his hearers, said this 
would hardly be possible, as this 
would have to be a national affair, 
not a State one. It would seem that 
with four million people in Massachu- 
setts that that were enough to be con- 
sidered as to what they wish to see, 
and surely there are women enough 
to share in these pre-views even to go 
daily, without burden to any one, as 
Mr. Milliken declared would he neces- 
sary, with 800 feature pictures, and 
some 2000 other pictures exhibited 
yearly. 

It is to be hoped that this will be 
followed up, and such pre-views ar- 
ranged, nay, demanded and secured!

Religious freedom resulted In 
absence of religious training, for when 
taken from the schools It wns not 
taught sufficiently In the home, Sunday 
school, or denominational school. 

Finally, Dr. Athearn thought the 
cure for crime was to establish schools 
for moral training of an equal standard 
with those of general education. First 
of all, It should be taught In the home. 
In Sunday schools and denominational 
schools trained teachers should be em- 
ployed. In short, to prevent crime, 
teach everywhere virtue. 

Dr. Athenrn’s talk was interesting 
ns well as forceful. A strong personal 
note made It more than a collection of 
facts and throughout it was clear and 
logical. 

The example of the Newtonville 
Woman’s Club in sponsoring a presen- 
tation of this kind to the public should 
be followed throughout the city, and, 
In fact, the State.

On Tuesday morning, March 1st, Miss 
s. Agnes Donham spoke fco a group 
of ladies of the Newton Centre Wom- 
an’s Club on the subject of “Budget 
Making.” On Saturday, Joe Toye 
wrote the following for The Traveler: 

“I do enjoy reading Marjorie’s page 
in The Herald, but I have to be care 
ful where I read it. You know, if I 
was coming in town on the car and 
somebody saw me reading a woman’s 
page the chances are I’d be read out 
of the Democratic party or something. 
But Marjorie’s page is so darned in- 
teresting that I do like to read it, so 
I know all about budgets. The one I 
liked best was by the woman who 
lived on, I think It was $2100 a year 
or something like that, and she to- 
talled it all up and it came out nice 
and even, and then she said, ‘And we 
also run an automobile.’ I’d like to 
know the name of that automobile.” 

Miss Donham, in her talk to the 
club women, mentioned that same bud- 
get with open skepticism. 

Mr. Toye would have enjoyed Miss 
Donham’s talk, for she knows what 
she is talking about, and it is refresh 
ing to square theories with facts, in 
financing the home, as Miss Donham 
makes it her business to do. "Phil- 
lips Brooks used to say,” said Miss 
Donham, "that our lives are cast in 
three dimensions — physical length, 
intellectual breadth, and spiritual 
depth.” "But,” said the speaker, "if 
the economical center is out of bal- 
ance, the result is disastrous inliar- 
mony.” 

Like Joe Toye, we club women are 
in a receptive frame of mind when 
someone else is juggling the figures 
for us, and it was perfectly easy to 
agree with Miss Donham that we must 
have a definite conscious standard by 
which to govern our .put-go of the in- 
come, anil must he honest with our- 
selves in conforming to the standard. 

"Livo within your means, but don’t 
sacrifice moral or physical health for 
the sake of saving a few dollars in 
rent, and dress according to your 
work,” was her preachment — also "Put 
something by in the savings bank for 
the possible emergency that may 
arise, and establish the life insurance 
fund for the time when It is not pos- 
sible to work." 

Miss Donham is certainly an inspir- 
ing teacher and prencher, and Mrs. 
J. M. Densmoro, chairman of the de- 
partment of the American Homo, made 
a happy choice when she secured her 
as the speaker of the morning. 

Auburndale Woman’s Club 


At the regular meeting of the Au- 
burndale Woman’s Club held on 
Thursday afternoon, March 3rd, Mrs. 
Grace Wells offered tentative plans 
for a “Now and Then Affair." Now 
wo will have a fair, sow our seeds and 
show our samples nnd in the fall when 
money is needed; then . . . we will 
reap the harvest. 

Clara Lieber Harper, a Club member, 
entertained with a group of songs 
which were much appreciated. Rev. 
Earl Harper accompanied on tlio piano. 
Mrs. Hector R. Gai, chairman of the 
Education Committee, introduced the 
speaker of the afternoon, Sir John 
Adams. Ills subject, “The New Edu- 
cation,” was presented in such a whim- 
sical votn that the serious matter was 
made most entertaining. 


Dr. Walter S. Athearn, dean of the 
School of Religious Education, Boston 
University, spoke on "Crime, Its Cause 
and Cure” in the Central Congrega- 
tional Church Tuesday evening, March 
4th. The meeting was under the au- 
spices of the Newtonville Council of 
Religious Education, an organization 
composed of the ministers of the 
churches and three men or women 
from each church. It was also spon- 
sored by the Newtonville Woman’s 
Club. 

The Highland Glee Club, a chorus 
of male voices, under the direction of 
D. Ralph McLean, organist of First 
Church, Newton Centre, rendered very 
pleasingly two groups of songs. Fol- 
lowing this two stanzas of "America” 
were sung by the audience. 

Reading from the Scriptures was 
given by Mrs. Austin H. Decatur, pres- 
ident of the Newtonville Woman’s 
Club. 

Mayor Edwin O. Childs made a brief 
prayer for the city and its inhabitants, 
young and old. 

The chairman next introduced the 
speaker of the evening. 

Dr. Ahearn used as the basis of his 
talk data which he had obtained while 
director of an investigation in regard 
to crime in this country. Answers to 
questions sent out showed 87% of the 
problem concerned with lawlessness 
and the administration of justice at a 
cost to the country equal to 5/6 of the 
debt of foreign countries to the United 
States. 

Among other causes was given lack 
of religious training in children, 
seven out of ten young people under 
twenty-five years of age are not now 
receiving religious training in any re- 
ligion Protestant, Catholic, or Jewish. 

To determine the ethical attitude of 
the present generation in regard to 
honesty, truthfulness, justice, and 
other basis virtues, examinations were 
given to children of all classes of so- 
ciety. In answer to the question: "Is 
It wrong to steal from those who have 
acquired property dishonestly?” 23% 
in some localities and as high as S9% 
in others said it was not wrong to do 
so. When asked who secured money 
dishonestly the replies included “bank- 
ers, lawyers, landlords, railroads, fac- 
tories, corporations, and big busi- 
nesses.” Such ideas increase the num- 
bers of thieves. 

In reply to the question: "If a teach- 
er gives too high marks by mistake 
should you call her attention to it?” a 
large number replied, “No, it’s the 
teacher’s fault, and to tell her of it 
might embarrass her.” 

To the question: “If a store keeper 
gives too much change should it be 
given back?” the reply was, "No, keep 
it and get even for his over-charges to 
you." 

Tests given to children to inquire 
into their moral conduct showed also 
a low moral standard. Errands were 
planned by which the child would find 
himself the possessor of a dime which 
he thought was not expected back by 
the person who sent him. In a start- 
ling number of cases the child kept 
the dime and when questioned lied 
about it. In examinations a large num- 
ber were found to cheat. However, 
when ethical training was given these 
children, and the tests repeated, a no- 
ticeably higher moral attitude was re- 
vealed. This showed character forma- 
tion can help cure vice. 

Further investigation in comparing 
the ages of criminals in 1913 with 
those in 1923 showed the average age 
to be 7 to 8 years younger in the later 
date. The youth of auto thieves could 
not bo determined for 1913, but for 
1923 it averaged nineteen years old. 

Another thing shown was the agnos- 
tic view towards life. To lemove an

Stories that are 
given as too strong, too exciting, and 
beyond children, therefore to be avoid- 
ed: "Beau Geste. Better ’Ole. Devil 
Horse, War Paint. Gorilla Hunt, and 
Scarlet Letter.” There Is likewise a list 
that is interesting to young people and 
children, but boresome to adults:

COLLEGE NEWS

With the announcement of tho Phi 
Bela Kappa honors at Rad cliff e re- 
cently it would be worth while to take 
a passing glance at just what this hon- 
or means to the wearer. It la recog- 
nized as the highest achievement In 
the honors work, while It also is a 
symbol of a really intelligent student 
whose vision should be able to see be- 
yond more books, and should have a 
mind that is conceptive as well as re- 
ceptive. The organization was the first 
of all such organizations in the United 
States and has never lost its high 
caste in scholastic circles since its 
founding. Primarily an honorary so- 
ciety it is seeking always to broaden 
out to the extent that it is now at 
Harvard and in kindred colleges estab- 
lishing a tutoring guild that will he at 
the call of the students that need help 
in their various subjects. Naturally 
enough it is one of tho highest honors 
that a person can gain at a college, 
and to win it in the junior year is even 
an added distinction because the way 
is contested all tho more, and the 
marks are much harder to achieve. It 
is one of the few fraternities to which 
either the man or the woman may be- 
come a member and this is a direct re- 
sult of the loyalty to the standards of 
literary worth that the neophyte must 
attain. Only the junior or senior mem- 
bers are eligible, and they must make 
a certain grade in whatever system is 
in vogue at the individual college. 
These are chosen by the sum total ac 
cumulated and then the election is 
held as a due matter of course, be- 
cause the determining fnctor is the 
scholarship standing of the would-be 
entrants. There is no doubt that the 
wearer of the key has assumed a great- 
er obligation, and has had one of the 
highest of honors heaped upon him 
by the action of his fellow colleagues. 
Phi Beta Kappa has a distinct place in 
the college life of America and its du- 
ties are two-fold for it sets the stand- 
ard and after setting the goal it should 
also lead to the higher paths along 
the way. 

Rosemary Park of West Newton 
was recently elected one of the four 
junior members of Phi Beta Kappa at 
Radcliffe. The daughter of Dr. J. Ed- 
gar Park who was a resident of West 
Newton in former times, but who is 
now president of Wheaton College, she 
has always shown brilliant promise 
even while a student at the High 
School. She showed more than the 
usual ability in English, and because 
of her sunny disposition she was a de- 
light to both her teachers and to her 
class-mates. Despite a handicap she 
cheerfully entered into all side-lines 
that the school offers, playing on the 
volley-ball team, and taking part in a 
varied club activity programme. She 
was in the English Club all the time 
that she was a member at the school, 
and in her senior year was one of the 
powers that made for the successful 
year that they had that term. Her class 
elected her to the secretaryship for 
three successive years, and here again 
she did her duties so well that she was 
esteemed all the more for her careful- 
ness and willingness to oblige every- 
one. When the days of the debating 
club were nearly over she became a 
member and as long as this ancient or- 
ganization was able to keep going she 
swung it along. Later she was made 
a member of the Forum which was the 
out-growth of the former, and then, 
too, she was made a charter member 
of the French Club. While the Stu- 
dent Council method of government 
was still in force she was elected for 
four consecutive years to tho supreme 
student assemblage. This organiza- 
tion clearly perceived her talents and 
selected Rosemary again for the po- 
sition of appointed note-taker. This 
office she filled for the councilmen 
until her graduation some three years 
after her appointment. Wit li the ad 
vent of the Newtonite she was one 
of the most ardent of those scholars 
that conceived such an Idea. She la 
bored long hours herself that the 
dreams might come true, and due in 
no small part to her foundation work 
the literary part of the paper had a 
standard that was excellent.

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BASEBALL TEAM OUTDOORS 

Springlike Weather Permits Outdoor Practice For Candi- 
dates For High School Nine. 


The springlike weather of the first 
of the week permitted Coaches 
Brownell and Sullivan of the Newton 
High school baseball team to send 
the 1927 candidates out of doors on 
Monday of this week.

TRAFFIC RULES CHANGED 

Strong Objection by Nonantum Square Merchants to New 
Parking Rules 


The much discussed and "cussed" 
rule compelling automobiles to circle 
the bank building at Newton Comer, 
was changed Wednesday. The change 
was supposed to have gone Into effect 
Monday, but the police and street de- 
partments required a couple of days 
to prepare for the new system. Mon- 
day employees of the Street Depart- 
ment. at the request of the Police De- 
partment. painted a number of signs 
along the sidewalks on Washington 
and Centre streets. These signs told 
the world that “No Parking” would be 
permitted on Centre street from the 
bus stop North, which meant that no 
parking could be had on the east side 
of Centre street for a distance of about 
60 yards. Parking was also stopped 
from 263 Washington street to 277 
Washington street, and from the Al- 
pine Lunch down to the Woolworth 
store. Immediately a storm of pro- 
tests arose from those storekeepers in 
front of whose business places park- 
ing was stopped. They went individ- 
ually and collectively to the Chief of 
Police, the Mayor, the aldermen and 


the officers of the business associa- 
tions. They "kicked" so vigorously, 
that on Wednesday morning the re- 
cently painted signs were obliterated 
with black paint, and comparative 
peace reigned again. Some of (he bus- 
iness men were still wrathy because 
Chief Burke had ordered that autos 
should park parallel to the sidewalk 
instead of at an angle in the areas 
where he had intended to forbid park- 
ing. 

A meeting of the Newton Comer 
Business Associates was held at the 
Library last night to talk over the 
matter. Present were Chief Burke, 
Aldermen Orebenstein. Earle and 
Hodgdon and abont 15 Newton Cor- 
ner business men. The Chief stated 
that he desires to try to satisfy ev- 
erybody, that he wishes to ch-operate 
with the merchants of Newton, bnt 
that the most important thing to be 
considered in handling traffic at No- 
nantum square — is the safeguarding: 
of pedestrians. He contented that to 
properly protect the public under the

To the Mothers of Newton, the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau makes an appeal 
for children’s clothing. The Bureau is 
in touch with about 250 children who 
are without proper clothing for the 
coming warm weather. They belong 
to families who have met misfortune 
by unemployment, by underemploy- 
ment, by sickness, by loss of the bread- 
winner through death or accident. 

As Mothers are looking over their 
children’s wardrobes during these 
spring weeks, there may be articles 
that they can spare for other child- 
ren. Such articles will be called for 
and distributed where they will meet 
a real need If notice Is sent to the 
General Secretary of the Bureau by 
mail or telephone. Winter clothing 
also that Is being discarded will be 
gladly received for use among needy 
families In the fall.

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EDITORIAL 

We are greatly disappointed in the 
attitude of three of the representa- 
tives from Newton in the General 
Court on the bill for a referendum on 
the 18th amendment at the next state 
election. In the first place this ref- 
erendum would he merely an indica- 
tion of the sentiments of those per- 
sons who cared to express themselves 
in this mnnner and would carry no 
definite instruction to the members 
of Congress from this state. In the 
second place, whether justified or not, 
the vote on this measure, was be- 
lieved to indicate the wet and the dry 
sentiment of the Legislature. With 
this suggestion in mind, it may be of 
interest to look at the vote in this city 
on two previous referenda which were 
really worth while. In 1922, on the 
hill to commit the state to the en- 
forcement of the Volstead act, New- 
ton cast 7795 votes in favor and 5818 
against. In 1924 on the so called 
Baby Volstead act. Newton voted. 
16,767 Yes and 6287 No. From these 
figures it is evident that any Newton 
representative who votes for a “wet” 
measure does not correctly express 
the sentiment of this city. 

In addition to the prohibition side 
of this bill, we also call attention to 
the fact that the affirmative side of 
this question was supported by prac- 
tically every Democrat in the House. 
Our representatives were elected as 
Republican, and any coalition with 
the Democratic party ought to have 
been immediately viewed with con- 
siderable suspicion by every Republi- 
can. It is to the interests of the Dem- 
ocratic party to create dissension in 
Republican ranks, and we have no 
doubt but what the Democratic lead- 
ers are chortling in their sleeves 
over the division that the vote on this 
proposed referendum has already 
created. 

We congratulate Representative 
Luitwieler on his attiude on this bill, 
as being right from both a prohibi- 
tion and a party standpoint. 

We are glad to note and fully ex- 
pected the attitude of Newton repre- 
sentatives on the Sunday sports bill 
This measure was clearly in the in- 
terests of commercialism and would 
open the doors wide for further dese- 
cration of the Sabbath.

The accompanying cut shows Nonan- 
tum Square and the old Nonantum 
House in 1870. Newton Corner was a 
country village In those days. There 
were no automobiles to cause agita- 
tion over the traffic problem. There 
were no street cars blocking the 
square. Near the elm trees in the pic- 
ture was a large cistern, supplied by 
an underground stream. This cistern 
was used to store water for fire-pro- 
tection. Other such cisterns were lo- 
cated on Centre street, near the rail- 
road crossing, and near the corner of 


Centre and Mount Ida streets. The 
fire apparatus included severnl old 
hnnd-tubs and hand-drawn hose-reels. 

The Nonantum House was formerly 
a fatnous hostelry. It was well pat- 
ronized by the farmers travelling to 
Boston and to the cattle market at 
Brighton. No college ices or sodas 
were served there, except that soda 
was served with brandy and other 
drinks with a kick to them. Few are 
now living in Newton who remember 
Newton Corner, as this picture shows 
it. 


THE PHILIPPINES 


James T. Williams Speaks to Men's 
Club of West Newton 

“The Truth about the Philippines” 
was the subject of an address last 
night by James T. Williams, Jr., at 
the monthly meeting of the Men’s 
club of West Newton, held in the Uni- 
tarian parish house. Mr. Clifton H. 
Dwinnell presided and previous to Mr. 
Williams’ address Mr. William T. Hal- 
liday gave a brief talk on the Boy 
Scout situation in this city. 

Mr. Williams stated in opening that 
he went to the Philippines last sum- 
mer as a special writer for the Hearst’s 
service of international affairs with 
untrammelled instructions to get at 
the truth of the situation in the Is- 
lands. He passed rapidly over some 
of the statistics of the Islands saying 
there were 3000 of them in an area 
about equal to New England, New 
York and New Jersey, with some 12,- 
000,000 population, of which 11,000,000 
were Christians. There were 50,000 
Chinese who handled about 75% of 
the mercantile business of the coun- 
try. He found 90% of the population 
were the simple country folk, dom- 
inated by the 10% who were the 
moneyed class of the Island. He quoted 
an Englishman wno said that the 
Filipinos were big children who 
sought to be treated as little children. 

Mr. Williams paid a high tribute to 
John W. Weeks, who while Secretary 
of War had made wise decisions affect- 
ing the government of the Islands. He 
also eulogized the work being done 
by Gov. General Leonard Wood, whom 
he said was regarded with great af- 
fection outside the little group which 
were endeavoring to exploit the Is- 
lands for their own benefit. 

In Mr. Williams’ opinion the trouble 
in the Islands was due to a small 
Legislative group which had obtained 
control of many executive functions, 
and were making the Gov. General, 
who should be the supreme executive 
authority under the constitution, a 
mere figure head. General Wood had. 
during the past five years, made rapid 
strides towards reinstating the execu

new conditions at Newton Corner, par- 
allel parking is necessary at certain 
places. Alderman Earle agreed with 
him. Alderman Hodgdon, Harry Brou- 
dy and others differed and argued that 
to permit autos to park at an angle 
will afford room for many more cars, 
be less dangerous because it will be 
easier to operate the cars in and out 
of the parking spaces, and that no ac- 
cidents have occurred at Newton Cor- 
ner because of the present method of 
parking. It was stated that if the 
Street Department would define the 
parking spaces with white paint, the 
parking problem at Newton Corner 
would be simplified. It is expected a 
compromise will be effected. 

The elimination of the rule compell- 
ing autos to make a tour around the 
Trust Company building is receiving 
much favorable comment. It prevents 
the confusion and embarrassment to 
out-of-town autoists, many of whom 
were reprimanded and fined because of 
the old traffic rule. It causes autos to 
cross only one line of pedestrian traf- 
fic instead of four lines, as formerly. 
Yet there are some who criticise the 
change. Some people find fault be- 
cause they now must look two direc- 
tions when crossing Washington street 
in front of the postofflee. It is neces- 
sary now to look both ways when 
crossing almost every highway, so this 
objection is rather weak. 

Chief of Police Burke is not to be 
envied in his efforts to improve the 
traffic conditions at Nonantum square. 
He cannot satisfy everybody. He is 
trying to satisfy the greatest number. 
It is expected that in a couple of 
weeks matters will have been straight- 
ened out to almost everyone’s satis- 
faction, and then Newton Corner will 
have resumed its accustomed calm.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


This has been a most important 
week on Beacon hill. Two questions 
of considerable interest have been 
acted upon In the House. The first 
matter was the debate and vote on 
the proposed referendum at the next 
state election on the question of re- 
peal of the 18th amendment. 

The bill was defeated by a tie vote, 
the Speaker’s vote in the negative 
making the tie. 

I regret to state that three of the 
Newton representatives voted In fav- 
or of this hill, Mr. Luitwieler speak- 
ing and voting In the negative. 

This vote was taken on Tuesday 
and on a motion to reconsider on 
Wednesday, the vote was 98 in favor 
to 129 in opposition, with the same 
lineup of Newton representatives. 

On Wednesday there was an in- 
teresting debate on t he Sunday Sports 
bill passage being refused by a vote 
of 98 to 129. Representatives Hollis, 
Luitweiler and Saltonstall voting witli 
the majority and Mr. Thompson not 
being recorded. 

A matter of great importance to 
Metropolitan Boston was the report 
or' the committee on Water Supply of 
the hill to increase the water supply 
by taking in the Swift river valley. 
This is the largest project ever 
planned by the state, as It carries a 
bond issue of $50,000,600, creates a 
storage basin holding 400 billion gal 
Ions of water, wipes out three entire 
towns and parts of several adjacent 
towns in tlie middle west part of tin* 
state. 

Favorable action has been taken 
by Ways and Means of the House 
on the bill of Mayor Childs for a new 
bridge over the Charles River at 
Wales street, Lower Falls. 

Judiciary has favorably reported a 
1)111 of Mr. Luitwieler’s to establish 
something of a “Baumes" law in this 
state. It provides for a life sentence 
for persons convicted of crime for 
three times. 

The ladies may be somewhat re- 
lieved by the acceptance of an ad- 
verse vote in the Sennte on the hill 
to require them to perform jury ser- 
vice. 

On the governor’s veto of the bill to 
allow the city of Taunton to pay a 
claim for personal injuries, Mr. 
Thompson was t lie only representa 
tive from Newton opposing the Gov- 
ernor. 

On the bill requested by Police 
Commissioner Wilson of Boston for 
more power for the abatement of liq- 
uor nuisances, Representative LuH- 
wieler was the only Newton member 
to vote for the bill over the adverse 
report of the committee. The other 
members of the Newton delegation 
voted to support the committee re 
port.

ARTICLE No. 10 


One thing that players should always 
6trive to retain, is an open mind on all 
questions. Don’t allow yourself to be- 
come so sure of your own skill that you 
aren’t willing to consider a good sug- 
gestion from another. On the other 
Hand, don’t be too willing to follow I 
another’s lead. Learn to consider both I 


points of view, vour own and the other 
fellow’s, and then draw your own con- 
clusions. An open mind is a great asset, 
as valuable at the auction table as 
everywhere else. The point was well 
illustrated the other night and by tha 
following hand:

No score, rubber game. Z dealt and bid 
one spade and A doubled. Y realized 
that his hand was worthless except at 
spades, so he bid four spades over the 
double. All passed, A opened the jack 
of diamonds and Y-Z lost their con- 
tract by one trick. After the hand was 
over, A said to his partner: "It’s too 
bad you didn’t get a chance to bid, 
partner," and the latter replied: "With 
a two suiter, you made a big mistake in 
doubling one spade. With the type hand 
vou held, you should have first bid the 
heart suit and then, if overbid, vou 
should have bid the diamonds. We Had 
a game in either hearts or diamonds so 
your bad double cost us the rubber." 
A was very much taken aback for he 
had never realized that he shouldn’t 
double when holding a two suiter. How- 
ever, he showed the proper spirit, for 
he replied to his partner: “I am very 
sorry but I never looked at it in that 
light. 1 will try it out and see how your 
suggestion works out." That is an il- 
lustration of the "open mind.” If a new 
point is brought up, think it over and 
give it a trial. You can improve your 
game many times by this method and 
never lose, even when you try out a 
theory and later reject it. It is a good 
common sense method from any angle.

If 
B has the king of clubs as his double 
indicates, Z should just make his con- 
tract. Please note that if Z wins the 
trick in his own hand ami trumps a 
heart iu dummy, he cuuuot uow make 


his contract if B has four clubs to the 
king. Work this out for practice, giving 
B four clubs to the king. It is a pretty 
example of deciding which hand should 
be in the lead to accomplish a given re- 
sult. When playing with the dummy, 
take your time ana figure out carefully 
in advance which hand you want in the 
lead and why.

Z should discard a club for A’s 
diamond lead is a marked singleton. A 
will be forced to trump and now no 
matter what he leads, Z is in a strong 
position provided A has the ace of 
spades which his bid indicates probably 
is iti his hand. If he leads the spade ace, 
Z must win the next trick, no matter 
what he leads.

OLD NEWTON MILL 
MOVES SOUTH 


Silver Lake Cordage Mill Moving 
Plant to Georgia 


The Silver Lake Cordage Company, 
one of Newton’s oldest and largest 
industries has been moving its mach- 
inery from Its mill at the corner of 
Watertown and Nevada streets, New- 
tonville, and by the middle of next 
month will have completely departed 
from this city for Its new plant at 
Chatahoochee, Georgia, 8 miles west of 
Atlanta. This brings close to home 
evidence of the exodus <to the South o' 
various units of what was New Eng- 
land’s leading industry, the manufact- 
uring of cotton in its various branches. 

The Silver Lake Cordage Company 
was established in 1867 for the manu- 
facture of high grade cordage prod- 
ucts. The first president of the com- 
pany was the late C. C. Burr of this 
city, and Jesse Fewkes, a former well 
known resident of Maple street in the 
Newton Corner section, was the first 
superintendent. The mill was various- 
ly known In the past as the “New Mill” 
and the "Old Maids’ Academy.” The 
first title 'was given to it to distin- 
guish it from the old mill on Chapel 
street, Nonantum, run at various pe- 
riods by the late ThomaB Dalby, the 
Dugdale Company and the Nonantum 
Worsted Company. It was called the 
Old Maids’ Academy” because many 
young girls who entered the cordage 
mill when they left school, remained 
in the employ of the Silver Lake Cor- 
dage Company until they became old 
women. This mill enjoyed the repu- 
tation of employing a high type of 
girls, and employment in it was eag- 
erly sought years ago. For many 
years the late Henry W. Wellington, 
who resided on Lombard street, con- 
trolled the company, and he was quite 
paternal in his treatment of his em- 
ployees. 

The mill manufactured sash cords, 
clothes lines, bell and signal cords and 
braided specialties. It put out a prod- 
uct high above the average, aiming 
for quality rather than quantity. This 
policy while winning a national repu- 
tation for the mill’s goods, militated 
against it in later years when com- 
petitors, selling inferior products a 
lower prices, found readier markets. 
Following Mr. Wellington’s death the 
company’s prosperity declined air 
about 15 years ago It went into re- 
ceiver’s hands, and was taken over by 
the present management. 

The Silver Lake Company, when 
running on full time employed be- 
tween 175 and 190 persons, over 80% 
of whom were females. Its pay roll 
ran from $150,000 to $200,000 yearly. 
Most of its employees were residents 
of Newton. It can readily be see 
what a loss the departure of this con- 
cern will be to many wage earners of 
this city. Although the management 
has been co-operating with employer 
of labor in the vicinity to place man;' 
of those who worked at the cordage 
mill, the removal of this old industry 
from Newton, means a distinct loss to 
the community. The plant, which is 
assessed from $150,000 on the real es- 
tate, occupies two buildings contain- 
ing 65,000 feet of floor space. The 
property includes about 6^ acres of 
land, including 1*4 acres covered by 
part of Silver Lake. Negotiations have 
been under way with prospective pur- 
chasers, but to date the plant has not 
been sold. Here is an excellent oppor- 
tunity for some resident of Newton, 
engaged in some manufacturing in- 
dustry, to help the city and those who 
formerly were employed by the Silver 
Lake Company, by purchasing the 
plant for the conduct of some part of 
their business. 

The departure of so many Massa- 
chusetts cotton manufacturing enter- 
prises to the South is a cause for 
much concern. The cotton industry 
had been one of this state’s chief 
sources of prosperity in the past. Its 
removal will affect, and has affected 
business in general throughout the 
state. The Massachusetts law forbids 
the employment of females in mills 
over 48 hours a week. In the South 
women and girls regularly work 55 to 
58 hours a week, and frequently more 
hours than this. Wages there are low- 
er. It can be seen that under such 
conditions, Massachusetts mills can- 
not compete. Southern communities 
offer many inducements to manufac- 
turers to establish mills there. Taxes 
are waived for a period of years. Even 
financial subsidies are given in some 
cases. There are many who say “Rath- 
er then repeal the 48 hour law for 
women and children, it is better that 
the cotton mills move to the South.” 
Perhaps these persons are right. But 
in the meantime the lack of work in 
such textile centres as Fall River, 
New Bedford, Lowell, Lawrence and 
other places has occasioned much suf- 
fering. Other industries must be es- 
tablished to furnish employment for 
those formerly engaged in the cotton 
mills, if Massachusetts is to remain 
prosperous.

Fifty years ago the subject of tem- 
perance was engaging the attention 
of some of the best citizens of Newton 
and the result of their desire to help 
young men In this direction brought 
about the organization of The Newton 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 

On October 16, 1877, there gathered 
in Eliot Lower Hall representatives 
of the several Churches who after care- 
ful consideration voted, "that it is ex- 
pedient to now organize a Young 
Men’s Christian Association.” 

The following gentlemen were pres- 
ent and spoke upon the subject; 
Charles W. Bassett, A. I. Benyon, Hen- 
ry E. Cobb, George C. Dunne, George 
S. Harwood, Dr. D. G. Harrington, 
William H. Partridge, Moses H. Sar- 
gent, Daniel E. Snow, George S. Trow- 
bridge, and W. O. Trowbridge. 

A Committee consisting of D. Fletch- 
er Barber, Chairman, Henry Bates, A. 
I. Benyon, E. W. Cate, H. W. Downs, 
George C. Dunne, Reuben Forknall, G. 
S. Harwood, Daniel E. Snow, and 
George S. Trowbridge, was appointed 
to draft a Constitution which was 
adopted on October 23rd, 1877. 

The first Article of this Constitu- 
tion now nearly fifty years old reads 
as follows; "The Name of this So- 
ciety shall be The Newton Young 
Men’s Christian Association and its 
object shall be to promote growth in 
grace and Christian fellowship among 
Its members, and aggressive Christian 
work especially by and for young 
men.” 

Two men who served on the Com- 
mittee which drew up this Constitu- 
tion are now living: D. Fletcher Bar- 
ber, Chairman, and Reuben Forknall. 
During all these fifty years both have 
given of their time and money for the 
support of The Newton Y. M. C. A.

Self-preservation, wo aro told, Is 
the first law of nature. In these 
days it Is even more — It Is a science. 
Each one of us Is becoming more and 
more export In dodging and side-step 
ping — not metaphorically but literally. 
It cannot be said that we have yet 
acquired any great amount of grace 
but wo are certainly learning to move 
faster in pursuit of safety. 

Not long ago in this column I sug- 
gested that in crossing the street 
where there happens to bo no traffic 
policeman, it is well to keep an eye 
on the movements of approaching ve- 
hicles. I still believe it Is good busi- 
ness to watch the front wheels and 
see which way the car is about to 
turn. I haven’t heard anybody say 
that was a poor theory. 

But It does not apply to the cross- 
ing where stands a traffic officer. The 
pedestrian’s eye should bo fixed on 
the policeman. I have that on au- 
thority of one of the most efficient 
and one of the bost-natured officers I 
have ever seen assigned to crossing 
duty. He, by the way, is a Newton 
policeman, which is lucky for us as 
citizens. 

It appears that the adults are less 
inclined to do the officer’s bidding 
than are the youngsters. The latter 
approach, pause on the curbing and 
wait for the signal. Possibly their 
caution is natural or it may be that 
they have been warned so often at 
home and at school. At any rate they 
look to the traffic policeman and 
promptly obey his signals. 

Adults, however, are much more apt 
to gaze up and down the street, or at 
the other side. Anywhere, In fact, ex- 
cept in the direction of the policeman. 
Of course there are those who watch 
for the wave of the policeman’s hand, 
but most people, It seems, are less def- 
inite in their gazing. 

This fact hampers the work of the 
officer, who is supposed to "keep 
traffic moving." If he doesn’t, he isn’t 
a good man for the Job. Since the 
problem of traffic is one that con- 
cerns pedestrians quite as much, if 
not more so, than drivers, it would be 
well if there was a wider display of 
the spirit of co-operation. Remember, 
the traffic policeman has his eye on 
you, so what could be fairer than you 
keep your eye on him.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

Written by LEVERETT D. G. BENTLEY 


If, as has been suggested, there 
should be a modification of the build- 
ing laws to permit the contraction of 
family apartment houses in sections 
of our city, would there bo serious ob- 
jections? Probably there would. May 
not such objection he overcome, not 
by force and main strength, but by an 
Intelligent discussion of the situation 
by all parties? I h8lieve it may. 

At first thought ft no doubt appears 
in some minds that if the bars are 
let down there will be a rush of build- 
ers determined to construct great, 
towering buildings of red brick that 
would prove an architectural blot and 
nothing else on our otherwise attrac- 
tive city. Personally. I have no such 
fear. Investors are not putting their 
money into enterprises unless pretty 
well convinced of a profitable return 
on funds so invested. 

I can understand the point of view 
of those who tremble to think we 
maj^ become a city of apartment 
houses. It would be offensive, I ad- 
mit, if there was a general invasion of 
the districts that are now occupied by 
single family residences of more than 
usual attractiveness. Furthermore, I 
should not look upon any such scheme 
with approval. I do not wish to see 
the beauty of the landscape ruined 

At the same time T am convinced 
that there are many people who would 
like to continue their residence In 
Newton hut who prefer to occupy a 
small apartment rather than a large 
house. Many families find themselves 
in this position for the reason that "the 
children have grown up. married and 
moved away.” Other causes, too, 
place them in the position of desiring 
smaller quarters. These circum- 
stances are perfectly natural and 
should he appreciated. 

Should such people he told that 
they must move themselves to some 
adjoining city or town where there 
are “double houses” or "plenty of 
apartment buildings?” I question the 
justice of such reasoning. In my 
opinion the growth of the city Is 
proved in each village hv the addi- 
tional number of business blocks. 
Stores are not opened unless their 
owners believe they will receive 
largo and paying patronage. 

Is not the solution of the housing 
problem to be found in an extension 
of the villnge centers? Bordering on 
what is now called the "village” in 
each of the "Newtons" aro lots oc- 
cupied by large dwellings. I have 
in mind more than one piece of prop 
erty which is lying idle on the owner’s 
hands for the reason that the restric- 
tions are such that he cannot dis- 
pose of his place except to somebody 
who wants to occupy a large dwelling. 

The day of big houses has not 
passed entirely and yet we find many 
people loath to occupy them for the 
very reason “they are too much care. 
That means that the householder 
doos not wish to assume the task of 
keeping a large place In order when 
he would he as woll off, and happier, 
with a smaller place. 

But who wants to have a bungalow 
within a short walk of the village? 
The proposition with land values so 
high is ontiroly too costly. There can 
be no criticism of the apartment build- 
ings now standing. The owners and oc 
cupants are among the very best of 
our citizens and it is evident their 
deBiro is to contribute only to best 
standards of citizenship. 

What I wish to emphasize more than 
anything else is the hope that there 
will be no bitter controversy over the 
matter. I cannot see that any good 
will bo accomplished if the question 
becomes a wrangle among citizens, 
with City Hall and the Board of Aider- 
men the center of the combat. In my 
opinion there is no just roason that 
apartment buildings may not he built 
in Homo sections where now they are 
forbidden. On the other hand I should 
he the first to protest at any attempt 
to make Newton "a boom town" for 
cliff-dwellers.” 

Let this matter be approached with 
Intelligence and not in the spirit of a 
free for all." Newton cannot afford 

"scrap" of this character. It leaves 
too many wounds and accomplishes 
nothing. 


Every year, In some guiRe or other, 
comes the proposition for the annexa- 
tion of Newton to Boston. It Is a 
chedit to the ingenuity and resource- 
fulness of the residents of Boston who 
favor the scheme that they are able 
to think up new ways of getting the 
matter beforo the public. For many 
years they used to put forward a 
straightaway petition to the Legisla- 
ture. It was usually thrown out of 
the window as soon as it reached the 
floor of the House. Of course It de- 
served to be. 

Now we see another great idea. A 
conference of representatives of Bos- 
ton and adjoining municipalities. 
Called by whom? Not by Newton or 
Waltham or Somerville or Belmont or 
Wlnthrop. No, indeed, hut by Bos- 
ton — the municipality which would 
derive the chief and only benefit the 
scheme can produce. Just another 
way of trying to "hook in” the cities 
which have many wealthy residents 
and whose tax payments would help 
swell Boston's treasury. 

r have no objection to the politicians 
in Boston plotting as much as they 
like to gobble up Newton and other 
surrounding places. They have excel- 
lent reasons. But they should not as- 
sume that the people of other cities 
are simpletons who are to be lured 
into a trap from which there is no 
possible escape. 

The Newton Aldermen, I observe, 
felt comelled to accept the invitation 
to attend a conference of the cities 
and towns of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict. Why they have done so I fail 
to see. The invitation could have 
been “placed on file" as are many 
much more worthy documents. But 
our city fathers not only "fell” for the 
first invitation but also a second. I 
have no idea how many "conferences" 
are to be held but I suppose they will 
be continued until the Boston crowd 
gets what it is after or finds that it 
is useless to proceed further. 

No doubt there was a feeling at 
City Hall that as long as Boston had 
condescended to invite Newton to at- 
tend, appreciation of this high honor 
should be shown. Having a small 
idea of how much matters are "put 
through" I am forced to smile. Maybe 
I will be told that to decline to attend 
the conference would be an act of dis- 
courtesy. To me it would be no more 
discourteous than to interrupt a man 


who was trying to get your watch 
away from you. 


I have It on the word of a very 
good friend that while standing in 
Nonantum Square on Sunday morn- 
ing he observed a young woman driv 
ing a car and at the same time smok- 
ing a nifty little briar pipe. This is 
a new one on me. She seemed quite 
unconcerned, he tells me, and the 
staring eyes that greeted her caused 
her no embarrassment whatsoever. The 
only thing that occurs to me is the 
question, "Where does she carry her 
matches?" 

There is nothing like the forehand- 
ed individual. Every day he demon- 
strates In some way or another how 
superior one can be by thinking ahead 
of the other fellow. It is a gift — this 
beating the other guy to it. Such a 
person has reason to be proud and 
for that matter is the only one en- 
titled to carry a fountain pen. A man 
who can live his life without experi- 
encing the embarrassment of finding 
his fountain pen without ink at a 
critical moment should receive public 
recognition of that fact in his obituary 
notices. 

On the other hand I think that it 
would not be difficult to assemble 
those who carry fountain pens and 
forget to refill them. I am thinking 
of starting such an organization. The 
membership should be large and in 
elude our most influential men and 
women. We might call It "The So- 
ciety of Fountain Pen Forgetters.’’ 
In order to make it convenient, ap 
plication blanks for membership could 
be filled out in lead pencil.

COLLEGE NEWS

In Cambridge town many moons ago 
John Harvard founded the now fam- 
ous institution that bears his name. 
This college that for years untold has 
born the laurel of the college, along 
with its fellow, Yale, still holds a 
touch of dignity and prestige that the 
other institutions have tried in vain 
to achieve. But Harvard does not 
merely exist as a name, but as an ac- 
tual reality. Her courses are among 
the leaders of their kind in the coun- 
try, because, by the vety natue of 
things, she is better able, financially 
and with a greater diversity in her 
student body, to plan and carry thor 
ough curricula that would be a total 
loss at other colleges. Her very size 
is impressive, and although the cry 
of “No large college for my son” has 
been used for a number of years, still 
she seems to flourish without any 
great apparent loss of prestige or num- 
bers. Athletically she needs no intro 
duction. The teams that wear the Crim- 
son are inclined to speak for them- 
selves and do it very proficiently. Her 
graduate courses are among the finest 
In the country especially when you 
consider the Dental, Law. and Business 
Administration Schools that are such 
features that graduates of other col 
leges form the major part of their 
enrollment. Harvard as a social cen- 
tre is a different aspect from other 
colleges in that it has all the outside 
possibilities with little need to mingle 
among themselves, and from this 
phase comes the feeling that the large 
college does not permit a wide spread 
acquaintanceship. That is not so. The 
fact is that it merely places all the 
more dflnitely on a man’s shoulders 
the discernment necessary to select 
his friends and not to bother with the 
chaff. All in all Harvard is a very 
attractive place from the Yard even 
to its evening extension courses at 
Wellesley and points West. 

As at Hount Holyoke where there 
were two sets of sisters attending at 
the same time from Newton, at Har 
vard we have two sets of brothers that 
are wearing the Crimson. The two 
Savory boys, from Auburndale, Robert 
and Richard, and the two Henrich 
brothers from Auburndale, William 
and Louis. In a coincidental fashion 
the younger of these two sets of broth 
ers is in each case the student while 
the older is the athlete. Robert Sav- 
ory, known as Bob, graduated from 
Newton in 1923 and is now a member 
of the senior class at Harvard. He is 
a scholarship man at the University, 
besides having been a member of his 
freshman squad in football, and on the 
scrubs for the three years of varsity 
participation. He is a big rugged play- 
er, with plenty of ability, and the fact 
years hindered him greatly. At New* 
that he was ineligible his first two 
ton he was a member of the team in 
1922 and 1923 where he played first 
string guard all the time till injuries 
forced him to the bench for a part 
of his last season. Never brilliant he 
was a splendid offensive player, and 
consistent on the defence. He also 
was a member of the baseball squad 
for two years making the team as a 
pitcher aud taking part in a few games 
each year. He was selected to repre- 
sent his claaS on the Student Council 
for his last two years, being one of 
the leading boys of his class. The only 
club that he joined was the Spanish 
Club which at that time was just 


springing into existence. His brother, 
Richard, graduated in 1925 "with hon- 
ors from Newton High. He was es- 
sentially a student and has kept that 
classification at college where he is 
writing at intervals for Boston papers 
and standing well in his classes. At 
the school he was a member for two 
years in the French Club, being a keen 
student of the language, and also be- 
longed to the English Club which was 
his best subject. To this latter or- 
ganization he was affiliated for three 
years, an unusual achievement for a 
boy because of the difficulty of con- 
stantly attaining the standards re- 
quired. 

As for the two Henrich boys, Wil- 
liam has gone far ahead in the matter 
of track athletics. From a rather hum- 
ble beginning at Newton where he 
worked up from a fair high jumper to 
a fairly promising one, and from tjiere 
hen he tried the hurdles out, achiev- 
ing no little success in them. In this 
last event he pinned his faith on in 
college and he has done very well in 
it, considering that he has had to get 
accustomed to riding the fences. He 
also has taken up the middle distance 
events, at least during the indoor sea- 
son. Bill was an earnest worker in 
all the extra-curricula activities that 
the school afforded. In athletics he 
also tried out for football playing at 
first on his class team then later he 
made the Junior varsity. As a re- 
porter on the Newtonlte he was sue 
cessful in being one of the best sport 
reporters that they ever had at the 
school. And then he rose from there 
to one of the highest positions when 
he was made News Editor in ills sen 
ior year. He also was on the New 
touian his last year having charge of 
the sporting department, in his early 
years he was on the Debating Club 
for some two years when the urge for 
forensic discussion was running the 
highest. From this argumentative 
stage it was a mere step to the legiti- 
mate thing and as a result he was en- 
rolled in the Dramatic Club and also 
participated in the Senior Play of that 
year. When the Forum came along 
to take the place of the Debating Club 
he was one of the leading exponents 
of the foundation of this attempt at 
rousing interest among the lower 
classes. He also was deeply in love 
with good music and consequently was 
enrolled in the Glee Club for four 
years. Louis, his brother, was the 
ranking man of his class, that of 1925 
He won the scholarship for Harvard 
at Newton his year and was one of 
the brainiest men that ever left the 
school. Although he paid scant at- 
tention to the outside activities of the 
school-life he was a member of Alpha 
Gamma Tau, and in his junior year be 
came a reporter on the Newtonite. His 
special forte was the sciences and 
mathematics. He should certainly ob 
tain some recognition from Harvard 
if he continues his work at the Cam 
bridge institution with the same de 
gree of skill that colored his studies 
at Newton. Next week we will con 
tlnue concerning Harvard.

troy them — moths, caterpillars, — a 
thousand similar pests. 

There is a way for Clubwomen to 
keep the beauty of forest, field, and 
gardeu. If they will but lake it up. 
It lias been done before in other dis 
trlcts, and we can now — before these 
tender shoots come bravely forth — 
save them for a wonderful bloom and 
life. “Many townships have been 
freed from the ravages of moth and 
caterpillars by enlisting the aid oi 
school children," ho says Mrs. Myron 
Davis, Conservation chairman of the 
State Federation. "Interested Club 
women” (will your Club come under 
that head, or under another less com- 
plimentary, UNlnterested) "raise 
funds which defray the expense of 
moth collections. When a pupil 
brings to his school teacher 100 cater- 
pillar homes to be destroyed, he Is 
given a stipulated sum for Ills work. 
Many thousand homes of this pest are 
gathered by the armies of school chil 
dren working to save the wayside 
trees and their beauty."

About Town

Alderman John Madden, Chairman 
of the Claims nnd Rules Committee 
of the Newton Ronrd of Aldermen, has 
been the recipient during the past 
week of a number of telephone calls 
from indignant citizens who were mis 
informed as to his attitude on the 
question of apartment buildings t 
Newton. Had those porsons read last 
week’s Graphic, they would not have 
misunderstood Mr. Madden’s views on 
this important question, as the re 
marks he made concerning this mat- 
ter at the meeting of the Newton Cor- 
ner Business Associates were correct- 
ly quoted in the March 11th issue of 
the Graphic. 

Mr. Madden stated at the meeting 
referred to "that he favors the crea- 
tion of special zones for apartment 
houses, such as on certain designated 
streets, or parts of certain streets.” 
He contended that if the zoning law 
remains as at present, and the build- 
ing code is changed so that apart- 
ment buildings of second-class con- 
struction can be built, petitions will 
immediately start to come in for per 
mlts to erect apartment buildings In 
all parts of the general residence 
zones. The furore that such peti 
tlons would arouse would make the 
real or alleged opposition to gasoline 
filling stations seem tame by compari- 
son. Mr. Madden believes that apart- 
ment buildings should, to a limited 
degree, be permitted in Newton. He 
believes such buildings should be re 
stricted to certain areas, so that al! 
parts of general residence districts 
would not be invaded by them. He 
said “In certain parts of our general 
residence zones are estates owned by 
old residents of Newton, who desire 
that their neighborhoods will main- 
tain their present character. These 
people do not wish to have large 
apartment buildings erected up 
against their property. They do not 
wish to be deprived of the air, light 
and views to which they have long 
been accustomed. They are as much 
entitled to protection as those persons 
who reside in the single residence 
zones. Newton has always been 
known as a high-class residential com- 
munity. If we allow apartment build- 
ings t<> be erected by the wholesale 
throughout its general residence dis- 
tricts, the character of this city would 
change. It would be spoiled as an 
attractive residential suburb, as 
Brookline has largely been.” 

He told the business men at the 
meeting “that if apartment houses 
will he erected in large numbers in 
Newton, that the business zones in 
this city will have to be extended, 
which will mean more stores, and 
more competition for the merchants 
now doing business here.” He also 
stated “that many apartment build 
ings will mean more schools, more 
fire apparatus, larger city expenses, 
and more taxes.” He is not opposed 
to a reasonable number of apartments 
to furnish necessary housing facili 
ties for the normal increase in popu 
lation of Newton. He is opposed to 
the exploitation of Newton as a new 
apartment house community, with the 
resultant influx of persons from Bos- 
ton and other places, with a resultant 
increase in population disproportion- 
ate to the increase in revenue by the 
city treasury. 

For several years real estate oper- 
ators and local business men have 
been agitating for a change in New 
ton’s building code, so that apartment 
buildings may be erected in this city. 
Formerly buildings of this type could 
he erected of second-class construc- 
tion. Some years ago the Dr. Scales 
property at the corner of Centre and 
Church streets came into the real 
estate market. While members of 
the Eliot Congregational and Imman- 
uel Baptist Churches were deliberat 
ing as to whether or not the Scales 
property would be purchased by tlu; 
church societies, a real-estate specu 
lator named Levine bought the prop 
erty and announced that he would 
build an apartment house on it. He 
immediately started to excavate a cel- 
lar covering practically the entire 
area of the lot. The members of the 
two church organizations were great- 
ly disturbed at the prospect of an 
apartment building of perhaps, medi- 
ocre architecture, facing one church 
building and immediately adjoining 
another. Two of the most influential 
members of the aldermen at that time 
were also members of one of the 
churches affected. They readily ob- 
tained the support of their fellow al- 
dermen, and while the cellar was be- 
ing excavated by Levine, an amend- 
ment to the building code of Newton 
was rushed through at an aldermanic 
meeting. This change In the building 
code compelled all apartment houses 
in Newton to be built of fireproof 
construction. It very effectively 
stopped Levine from constructing his 
apartment house. It also very effect- 
ively stopped the construction of 
other apartment houses in Newton 
With the passing of the years, the 
character of certain parts of Newton 
has radically changed. Old residents 
who lived in the large houses erected 
a couple of generations ago, have 
passed on. Their former homes have 
been sold to others. Some of these

houses have been changed into two- 
family residences. Others are on the 
market at much less than their as- 
sessed values. Business has en- 
croached into districts that formerly 
were exclusively residential. Because 
of the prohibitive restrictions in the 
building code, about the only devel- 
opments possible in the business 
zones of Newton have been either one- 
story business blocks or garages. The 
proponents of apartment house de- 
velopment argue that attractive apart- 
ment buildings will he far more de- 
sirable in a neighborhood than blocks 
of stores, or garages. They also argue 
that the city will derive much more 
tax revenue from apartment buildings 
than from one-story store building; 
or garages. They point to the fact 
that former residents of Newton have 
been forced to leave the city because 
of their inability to rent apartments in 
Newton. It seems more than prob- 
able that the aldermen will change 
the building code so that apartments 
may be built of second-class construc- 
tion. The question will then arise. 
“Where in Newton will apartment 
buildings be allowed?” We believe 
that this question will be settled 
amicably to the satisfaction of all 
fair-minded and unselfish citizens.

Campaign for Funds to Carry on 
Work 


This is a pioneer year, in a way, 
for the Newton Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association. Heretofore it has 
been associated with the Boston As- 
sociation in its financial arrangements, 
although the work carried on has been 
exclusively for Newton and Watertown. 
This year it is testing the good will 
and desire of the residents of Newton 
to have the kind of service that the 
Y. W. C. A. is able to offer the girls 
and women of the city. Does Newton 
want its girls provided for, does it 
want the same opportunities open to 
girls, as the boys and young men of 
this city enjoy? 

The answer to this question will be 
the amount of support given by the 
citizens of Newton to this organiza 
tion to enable it to carry on its work. 
With ail the good will in the world, 
money must also be forthcoming to en- 
able the Y. W. to carry out its plans 
of a central organization, with exten- 
sion work in the various village cen 
ters through clubs organized in each 
Newton. 

Do you say there is no need for an 
organization of this character in our 
city? Then you should make a prac- 
tice of taking a walk any time Between 
the early evening hours and midnight 
for the purpose of counting the num 
her of girls you see wandering around 
on the streets. In the village centers 
you will see them, girls out, longing 
for recreation, not knowing just wher 
to find it, and so “taking a walk.” The 
Y. W. can provide wholesome and live 
ly recreation for these girls; to that 
it can add its educational programs, 
a broad program to promote physical 
fitness, and to all of these, and as a 
natural corollary to them, a little spir 
itual uplift and a healthful philosophy 
of life. The Association is non sec 
tarian, non denominational. No lines 
are drawn, and no preference given, 
to any church affiliation. By a recent 
decision of the Newton Association, 
the only basis for membership is ad- 
herence to the pledge, of personal loy 
alty to Jesus Christ, and a desire to 
lead a Chrisian life. If there are any 
girls who cannot subscribe to the 
pledge, they are also welcome to be 
come members of the classes without 
joining the Association.

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ALDERMEN MEET 


Hoar Arguments for a Varnish Fac- 
tory Near Waltham Line 


The aldermen contributed consider- 
able time to the service of the city on 
Monday. Most of their deliberations 
were In committee, comparatively lit- 
t In business being transacted at the 
regular meeting. Idttle of importance 
ocourred at the “open meeting” on 
Monday night. 

The tlrst matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company for six pole locations on 
Bigelow road, West Newton, northerly 
from Valentine street. As protests had 
been received against this petition 
from James W. Gibson, Edward Page. 
Louis Chase and others, a representa- 
tive of the Telephone Company, who 
was present, told the aldermen that 
his employers would waive the hear- 
ing as another proposition is being 
considered. 

Frank Croft, appearing for Merrill 
C. Nutting, asked for a permit for a 
500 gallon gasoline storage tank and 
pump at 23 Commonwealth avenue, 
Chestnut Hill; said tank and pump to 
be for private use. A letter of pro- 
test was received from Harry B. 
Knowles, who objected to gasoline be- 
ing sold from this proposed pump. 

When the hearing was called on the 
petition of the Riverside Paint and 
Varnish Company for a permit to 
store and use inflammable liquids in 
connection with their factory on Rum- 
ford avenue, Ward 4, a distinguished 
advocate appeared for the petitioners 
in the person of Wesley M. Monk of 
Watertown, State Insurance Commis- 
sioner. Mr. Monk explained that he 
is not interested in the paint concern 
as an owner, neither did he appear as 
an attorney, merely as a friend: he is 
related to one of the owners of the 
concern. He told the aldermen that 
the petitioners desire to erect four 
tanks near the corner of Rumford ave- 
nue and Riverview street. These 
tanks will hold 15,000 gallons of ker- 
osene, naphtha and other petroleum 
products to be used as solvents for the 
paint and varnish. Also the petition- 
ers asked to be allowed to store tur- 
pentine and denatured alcohol in steel 
drums within their building, which 
will be one story high, 60 feet wide, 
and 300 feet long. Acocrding to Mr. 
Monk, the inflamable liquids to be 
stored, will be much less dangerous 
than gasoline, the tanks will be 400 
feet from the nearest building, and 
owners of nearby manufacturing 
plants do not object. 

Several persons objected to the per- 
mit beiug granted. C. W. Parrus, who 
resides nearby, on the Waltham side,

KIWANIS CLUB 


Chief Probation Officer J. P. Ram- 
say Gives Interesting Talk 

Seventy-two members and guests of 
the Newton Kiwanis Club attended the 
weekly meeting last Tuesday at Au- 
burndale. The speaker of the day 
was Mr. James Ramsay, Chief Proba- 
tion Officer for Middlesex County. He 
held the close attention of the mem- 
bers for over one hour while he re- 
lated some incidents of his life, told 
of some of his experiences as a proba- 
tion officer, and expounded his views 
on the suppression of crime. 

Mr. Ramsay told of having been 
born in Scotland, and forced, because 
of the death of his father, to go to 
work in a mine when nine years of 
age. He later became a telegrapher 
and from that occupation changed in- 
to the mechanical brand of railway 
work, becoming an expert in interlock- 
ing switch and signal devices when 
such mechanism was in its pioneer 
days. Later he became interested in 
politics and succeeded after a long 
struggle In having the Massnchausetts 
Leislature institute the probation 
system in this commonwealth. He 
related how prior to the start of the 
probation system thousands of men, 
whose only crimo had been to get 
drunk, were sent to jails and branded 
as criminals, simply because thoy did 
not huppen to have a few dollars to 
pay their fines, after having been ar- 
rested. He told of the opposition ho 
had to contend with in his fight to 
have this law passed. Arrayed against 
him were many judges, police officials, 
bail commissioners and the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union — this lat- 
ter organization fearing that show- 
ing such clemency to drunkards might 
increase the evil of over indulgence 
in strong liquor. After Massachusetts 
had paved the way in instituting the 
probation system, nearly every state 
in the Union followed suit, as well 
as many foreign countries. Although 
the population of this state has mul- 
tiplied over three times since proba- 
tion was put into effect about a gener- 
ation ago, there are fewer inmates in 
the jails of this state today than there 
were then. 

Mr. Ramsay is opposed to the 
Baunies Law. now in operation in New 
York, and which District Attorney 
Bushnell would have introduced into 
Massachusetts. He argues that this 
law incarcerates for life those offend- 
ers who are unfortunate enough to be 
caught and convicted of four crimes, 
but that other, and nmch worse crim- 
inals who are clever enough to es- 
cape conviction, would escape such a 
severe penalty. Although Mr. Ramsay’s 
life has been largely spent in the hu- 
mane task of ameliorating the condi

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 


All too many persons are being 
killed by motor cars. The death list 
from this cause has become appalling. 
Public officials who are endeavoring 
to lessen automobile fatalities deserve 
unstinted praise*. We therefore ap- 
plaud Chief of Police Burke for his 
efforts to make Newton Corner, this 
city’s most congested traffic district, 
safe for pedestrians and autoists. But, 
we believe that the Chief is overcau- 
tious. Recently the traffic rules gov- 
erning Nonant um square were 
changed. That ridiculous rule which 
compelled automobiles to make a cir- 
cuit around the bank building was 
abolished. In making plans to abol- 
ish this rule the Chief ordered that 
the electric cars of the Middlesex & 
Boston street railway stop 60 feet from 
the end of the car tracks at Nonan- 
tum square. To give passengers free 
access to the east sidewalk on Centre 
street, he ordered that no parking be 
allowed along that side of Centre 
street. The storekeepers in that sec- 
tion protested so vigorously that the 
Chief rescinded these orders. The cars 
of the M. & B. went back to their reg- 
ular terminal, or within a few feet 
of it It 1ms been found that automo- 
biles can safely make the left turn 
towards Brighton even with the elec- 
tric cars in their old terminal position. 

But the Chief did not allow autos 
to park as of yore along Centre street. 
Instead of parking at an angle to the 
curb, according to the new rule motor 
cars must park parallel with the curb. 
In the first place this allows hut about 
one-third as many cars to park. This 
is a serious handicap to the storekeep- 
ers. They are paying very high rents 
and need what little parking facilities 
that exist at Newton Corner to hold 
the trade they have been obtaining. A 
more serious objection to parallel park- 
ing is the great difficulty experienced 
in edging motor cars Into vacant 
spaces, and In trying to squeeze them 
out again. We have tried to perform 
these stunts and know that either "It 
can't he done,” or that while doing it 
(provided It can be done) traffic is tied 
up and ((filisions invited. Many fend 
ers, radiators and other parts of au- 
tomobiles have been broken and dent- 
ed by autoists endeavoring to work 
their cars out of spaces where parallel 
parking prevails. We would like to see 
the Chief trying to steer his car into 
a vacant parking spjHo parallel to the 
curb with iust about enough room to

BAD ACCIDENT PROPOSED BUS LINE 


Several Firemen Injured and Hose 
Wagon Damaged 

Saturday afternoon as Hose 5 of 
Auburndale was being driven along 
Woodland road on its way to a grass 
fire on Hawthorne street, it collided 
with a heavily loaded gravel truck at 
the corner of Grove street. According 
to Edward Pollock, the driver of Hose 
5, he was proceeding along Woodland 
road at a speed of between 25 and 30 
miles, with the bell on the fire appara- 
tus being sounded. As the corner of 
Grove street was approached, the big 
truck was seen coming down the hill 
at a rapid pace for such a vehicle, and 
apparently coasting. Seeeing that the 
driver of the truck seemed unable to 
check the huge vehicle, and that a col- 
lision seemed imminent. Pollock in- 
creased the speed of the fire wagon in 
an unsuccessful effort to avoid being 
hit. 

The gravel truck struck the rear of 
the hose wagon causing It to swerve 
over an adjoining sidewalk and hurling 
the four firemen on the wagon onto 
the ground. Fred Wyeth and Francis 
Babbin, two of the hosemen. were 
rushed to the Newton Hospital in a 
passing auto. Lionel Wyeth, another 
member of Hose 5 was carried to the 
hospital in the police ambulance. Pol- 
lock pluckily stuck to the scene until 
Chief Randlett arrived, when he was 
also taken to the hospital by the 
Chief. Fortunately all the four fire- 
men escaped serious injuries, although 
badly bruised and shocked. 

The gravel truck was owned by 
Peter Salvucci of 55 Pond street, Wal- 
tham, and was driven by Herbert 
Nason of that address. Nason claimed 
that the hose wagon was coming down 
Grove street at a high rate of speed 
and that its bell was not ringing. He 
also claimed that he was not coasting, 
but that his truck was running in 
fourth speed. An eye-witness to the 
accident substantiated Pollock’s state- 
ment that the bell on the hose wagon 
was being rung. The police have been 
investigating the accident. The hose 
wagon was so badly damaged that it 
is doubtful if it can be used again.

To Operate Between Wnhan and 
Newton Corner 


Chairman Hawkins of the Trana- 
portation Committee of the Newton 
Aldermen reported Monday night that 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way will petition for a bus line run- 
ning from Newton Corner along Cen- 
tre street to Newton Centre, thence 
on Beacon street to Waban. The 
Waban terminal is to be near Wilde 
road. The company will ask that the 
permit be granted for a period of 
three months. During this time an 
accurate count will be kept of the 
number of passengers carried to as- 
certain if the whole, or any part of 
this line will be profitable. The de- 
cision as to whether the line is profit- 
able. and a public necessity, will rest 
with the aldermen and the officials 
of the M. & B. 

Alderman Grebenstein suggested 
that the line would serve to better ad- 
vantage if it ran from Newton Corner 
to Newton Highlands and then along 
Woodward street to Waban. Alderman 
Hodgdon asked. "Do the Waban peo- 
ple want a bus line?” Mr. Hawkins 
replied, “At the annual meeting of 
the Waban Improvement Association, 
it was practically a unanimous vote 
to ask for a bus line to carry school 
pupils to the junior high and high 
schools.” Alderman Favinger of 
Waban explained "that the Waban 
residents desire to have a bus line 
run to that village for a trial period 
of three months. Then, if it proves 
satisfactory, a hearing can be held to 
give the people of Waban an oppor- 
tunity to present their views on what 
they desire for regular transportation 
to that village. If the line is not pop- 
ular, and does not pay, it can be dis- 
continued.” 

Alderman Heathcote advocated the 
operating of the buses down Beacon 
street to the corner of Washington 
street, or at least as far as Hose 6 
house, so that passengers can trans- 
fer towards Lower Falls or West New- 
ton. Alderman DeMille stated that it 
would be dangerous to attempt to 
turn the buses at the corner of Wash 
ington and Beacon streets. Alderman 
Bail agreed with Alderman Greben- 
stein, “that a bns line running from 
Newton Corner to Newton Highlands, 
and thence along Woodward street, 
would serve more people and pay bet- 
ter than a line running along the un- 
developed section on Beacon street. 
Alderman Barle advocated a route

NEWTON MERMEN TITLE 
CONTENDERS 

The annual Lieut. George R. 
Meehan interscholastic swimming car- 
nival will be held tomorrow afternoon 
In the Boston Y swimming pool. 
Some of the best talent in the eastern 
Massachusetts schools is entered. The 
two outstanding teams are Newton 
high and Brookline high in the great- 
er Boston region while Mechanics 
Arts is the best of the Huh schools. 
Brookline has lost one of its best per- 
formers in John Rae, who has won 
the backstroke event the last two 
years. 

Newton has several fine swimmers 
who have been showing good form this 
winter and considering the fact that 
the school has had a team but for a 
few years remarkable results have al- 
ready been accomplished. Outside of 
being defeated by Exeter and Hunt- 
ington, whose natators are above New- 
ton’s class, the orange and black has 
lost but one meet this season. Brook- 
line vanquished Newton two weeks 
ago. On the other hand Newton has 
a better interscholastic meet team 
than it has a dual team whereas the 
reverse was true of the track team. 
There are several mermen on the New- 
ton team who should bring in suf- 
ficient points to bring home the first 
swimming title that Newton has ever 
had. ,

Boys playing at mar- 
bles was another. Hoop-rolling by the 
youngsters a third. The beautiful flow- 
ers and the innocent joys of childhood 
stood for that which was to come. 
Nothing could be more engaging in 
prospect. 

But now things are a bit different. 
It isn’t the violet we look to but the 
violet-hued runabout, driven by the 
daughter of the little girl who more 
than a generation was the hunting the 
modest flowers in the shady dells. The 
daughter isn’t interested in botany. 
On the contrary she is wondering how 
many miles the new car will go on a 
gallon of gasoline. There is a scent 
connected with the two thoughts but 
that’s about the only connection. 

The boys who used to find enjoy- 
ment In marbles complain there Is no 
“kick” to be obtained in that pastime. 
Other games, not klddish diversions, 
must provide them with opportunity 
to display their “pep” and get rid of 
their superfluous energies. As for 
hooprolling, that has passed out of 
tlio picture and something far more 
manly has taken its place. 

Hunting for robins! There are 
those who can remember the delight 
that was furnished the eager chil- 
dren and grown-ups at the sight of 
these birds hopping about the 
grounds. Try to talk to about "pret- 
ty robins” to the boys and girls of to- 
day and see how many will give 
close attention to the discussion. 

“Signs of Spring.” Ah, yes, you’ll 
find them where traffic is thickest. 
All freshly painted and telling you to 
“keep right” or "slow down” or not 
to park your car under penalty of 
prosecution. 


Much has been written about the 
people who insist on talking dur- 
ing the progress of a theatre per- 
formance or a concert. If my memory 
is not at fault women are declared 
to be the worst offenders. Mark you, 
I am not saying that they are, but I 
know the joke-makers and the car- 
toonists are apt to lay stress on what 
they assert is a feminine weakness. 
It makes for mirth and and I have 
heard only a few women resent the 
charge. Those who have, displayed 
considerable vehemence. 

Whoever heard of two men gabbing 
their heads off at the theatre? Well, 
I did and although I blush to admit it 
I feel that In justice to the fair sex 
I should publish the truth. I saw 
two men who whispered to each other 
constantly, much to the annoyance of 
those in that section of the theatre. 

And these men each had gray hairs 
and plenty of them so that we cannot 
say lightly that they were young and 
thoughtless. That little excuse is still 
good for the youth of today, though in 
my opinion it is overworked consid- 
erable But the offenders I observed 
were men of middle-life. And how 
they did chatter! Goodness knows 
what they found to talk about, but 
nevertheless their tongues were con- 
stantly wagging. 

Now that I have tried to point out 
that women should not be held up to 
ridicule any more than men for this 
breach of the peace I would go furth- 
er. I believe that it is a practice that 
neither women or men should indulge 
in. If people go to the theatre to 
talk, why do they buy the best seats 
and there establish themselves for a 
gabfest? Why not a dinner at a pop- 
ular restaurant? Of course It is hard 
to lift one’s voice and make it heard 
above the tumult of a jazz band, but 
there are eating places where no mu- 
sic is played Such a spot can be 
readily found, if I mistake not, the 
prices are lower, inasmuch as the 
proprietor is not compelled to charge 
40 cents for a baked potato in order 
to pay the salary of the saxophone- 
player. 

I dislike to bo a grouch but you 
know that sometimes it is just aH well 
if people comment sharply on thiH 
or that. In that way they can make 
themselves understood whereas to say 
nothing and “let things slide” accom- 
plishes little. The spirit of mischief, 
which is abroad at this time, is far 
from funny, as I view it. There is too 
much freedom permitted the half- 
grown men whose depredations ure be- 
coming annoying if nothing rnoro. 

The other evening a friend of mine 
left his car in front of a house where 
he spent about an hour in a social 
call. He had observed all city ordi- 
nances as regards parking and had ev 
ery reason to suppose that in return he 
would receive such protection as the 
city is expected to provide its citizens. 
But when ho came out of the house 
tho cap of the radiator had boon stolen. 
Now here was a deliberate theft and 
a foolish one. Of wlmt use could the 
thief make of a radiator cap? And 
what a loss to the owner of tho car. 

It Is true, as thoso well-meaning 
prison reform enthusiasts toll us, tho 
automobile has provided now motives 
for crime. Stealing radiator caps is 
one. A lnrk, no doubt, and provocative 
of us much mirth as stoning a passen 
ger train from tho top of the railroad 
embunkmout or sounding a false alarm 
of tire. 


The soft-hoarted and soft-headed 
folks will tell us that such thlngH are 
merely boyish pranks. The victim of 
such an experience may hardly expect 
more than a hearty laugh when he 
describes his troubles. The police have 
plenty to do and seem to think that 
"chasing boys" is hardly dignified. And 
yet something must be done. 

There is only one way, and that is 
a public demand that these misde- 
meanors be prosecuted with as much 
vigor as are violation of traffic rules 
and other trifling offences. It may bo 
true that "boys will be boys" but It 
should be equally true that hoys who 
do not know any better should be pre- 
vented from creating trouble for other 
people. 

A local writer, in announcing the ap- 
pearance of the city’s annual budget, 
declares that document to he "of in- 
terest to the thousands of taxpayers 
etc.” I wonder if that is an accurate 
statement. Frankly, I admit that the 
taxpayer should be interested in how 
the city money’s is expended but I 
ha\e grave doubts if he really is. 
Isn’t he more apt to accept the inevita- 
ble and groan about the way "the city 
is wasting money”? 

"What are you going to do about 
it?” somebody is sure to ask. "You 
can’t expect people with plenty of 
other things to occupy their attention 
to follow everything that goes on at. 
City Hall.” 

Maybe not, but there is a difference 
between quietly observing the trend of 
municipal affairs and ignoring them 
entirely. If you will trouble to take 
notice you will find that at any city 
hall (I do not care whether It is New- 
ton or what place it is) it is usually 
the same group of individuals who sit 
on the sidelines and watch our city 
fathers in action. At the State House, 
and the Nation’s Capitol at Washing- 
ton, the same group appears from year 
to year to express their opinion as to 
what should be done on this or that 
matter. 

Now why is it that when a small 
minority are the only people who find 
time to follow city. State or National 
affairs, we hear so much complaint of 
failure to consult the wishes of the 
majority? Frequently the assertion Is 
made that "the same old gang” are re- 
sponsible for some piece of unpopular 
legislation. 

So much has been written about fill- 
ing stations In Newton that I long ago 
resolved to keep off that topic. I 
shall not discourse upon it beyond stat- 
ing that it illustrates what I have said 
about “group interest” as against pub- 
lic welfare. Controversy over tho lo- 
cation of a filling-station is confined to 
a neighborhood. The voter who lives 
two miles away isn’t interested in the 
troubles of the property-owner of 
whom he has never heard. 

And there you have it. There is no 
general movement. The man whose 
interests are not affected will be 
found "sitting pretty” while a bunch 
of people, all from the same neighbor- 
hood, are trying to convince the Board 
of Aldermen it should do this or 
shouldn’t do that. 

My point is that there is just a bit 
of selfishness about this whole busi- 
ness and that the interested parties 
and the city fathers are not the only 
ones who should be hauled over the 
coals. There are instances where the 
public is "dumb” and the penalty 
which they are compelled to suffer is 
self-imposed. 

Why should not everybody cast their 
eyes over the city's budget? Why not 
keep in touch with municipal expendi- 
tures? it certainly cannot do any 
harm and it might result in much 
good.

The first President of The Newton 
Y. M. C. A. was Mr. George S. Har- 
wood. Mr. Hnrwood was born In Eng- 
land, coming to Newton Just before 
the Civil War. He was engaged in 
the Woolen Machinery business with 
an office on Bromileld street, Boston. 
It wns not long before he identified 
himself with civic and religious enter- 
prises for the betterment of the com- 
munity. He was a member of the Im- 
manuel Baptist Church, Newton. 

Associated with Mr. Harwood was 
Mr. George S. Trowbridge, Vice Pres- 
ident, Mr. George C. Dunne, Clerk, and 
F. M. Trowbridge, Treasurer. E. B. 
Earle, E. W. Cate, J. M. Kellaway, H. 
B. Jones, Daniel E. Snow, were on the 
first Board of Directors. 

The first meeting of the Board was 
held November 2nd, 1877, at the res- 
idence of Mr. F. O. Trowbridge. From 
the first deep interest was manifested 
by the members and support freely 
given. 

The records show that there were 
seventy-eight fully paid up members 
by January 1st, 1878. 

The first man who signed the Con- 
stitution as a member was Mr. Gorham 
D. Gilman on October 23rd, 1877. Oth- 
ers who signed at that time were: 
George S. Harwood, Reuben Forknoli, 
George C. Dunne, John H. Robinson, 
George S. Trowbridge, D. Fletcher 


Franklin Bacon. On November 7th I 
were such names as Henry K. Cobb, 
Charles E. Day, Levy P. Gay, Joshua ! 
W. Davis, and S. E. Lowry. On De- 
cember 3rd of the same year we find | 
G. Fred Harwood s signature who ! 
signed as a boy of fourteen years of ! 
age. 

The principal work carried on during 
the early years was religious meet- 
ings for both men and women, in 
the summer these meetings were held 
on the land now occupied by the bank 
building in Nonnntum square. 

In February 1879, a reading room 
was installed and a department for 
physical training inaugurated. The 
records show that two smnll tables, 
two checkerboards, Indian Clubs, 
dumbbells, and a Boston Journal were 
ordered for the Association rooms Be- 
cause of lack of space for physical 
work it was soon given up. 

In the early years the Association 
looked after the distribution of 
Thanksgiving dinners to the deser’- 
ing poor. 

The Association was incorporated 
April 11th, 1891. Mr. Gorham D. Gil 
man was the second President of the 
Association serving from 1878 to 1881. 
The third President was Mr. H. f 
Woods who served from 1881 to 1884. 
Daniel E. Snow held the term from 
1884 to 1886, R. F. Cummings from 
1886 to 1888, and D. Fletcher Barber 


Barber, Charles E. Billings, and B. from 1888 to 1890.

On Wednesday, March 16, the New- 
ton Central Council held its regular 
monthly Luncheon Conference. A de- 
lightful luncheon was served at the 
Unitarian Church, West Newton, by a 
volunteer committee of the West New- 
ton Community Service Club, at which 
about 40 members of the Conference 
were present. 

After luncheon the meeting ad- 
journed to the District Court. The 
Chairman of the Conference sat in the 
Judge’s seat and Mr. M. John Enegess, 
the Court Officer, called the Court to 
order. No prisoner appeared. In 
stead the Chairman called upon Mr. 
Enegess to tell the Conference some 
thing about the work of the Probation 
Department of which he is Chief. One 
of the strong points he made was that 
juvenile crime occurs very strikingly 
at those periods when boys are un- 
occupied. During the last vacation 
week 13 delinquents were brought be- 
fore the Court for petty offenses— such 
as stealing milk bottles to get money 
to go to the movies. 

Chief Bernard F. Burke of the Po- 
lice Department then told the guests 
some of his experiences during his 
long service in Newton. He seemed 
more like a fatherly guardian of the 
young people of Newton than like the 
enforcer of the law. One case which 
he described showed how had compan- 
ionship led a hoy astray who would 
otherwise, and who eventually did, go 
straight. Chief Burke was questioned 
about the character of the commercial 
dance halls and pool rooms of Newton. 
He did not recommend either one or 
the other for the youth of the city, 
but felt that suppressing or even reg 
ulating amusement halls was a poor 
way to prevent delinquency. Instead 
he thought, boys and girls should be 
provided with work and diversions of 
the right kind, and with the right com- 
panionship. The Chief spoke of the 
danger threatening Newton from habit 
forming drugs, the use of which he 
considered to he very much on the 
increase. 

Mr. Francis W. Sprague, 2nd, Clerk 
of the Court, gave a very forceful talk 
on tlie youth problem under modern 
conditions of life. 

Mrs. Ella E. Mason, Police Matron 
of Newton for 31 years, told how there 
came to be a Police Matron in this 
city, and under how many Mayors and 
Chiefs of Police she had served. She 
is in charge of the women and chil- 
dren brought to the Court, and is on 
call night and day. Sometimes her 
duties are quite overwhelming, as 
when an insane mother and five small 
children were brought to Headquarters 
and left there in the middle of the 
night. 

When the guests were taken over 
the building and saw the two bare 
narrow cells of the women’s and chil- 
dren’s section with their cots hardly 
broader than a board, they wondered 
where the mother and five children 
could have been put. 

The office of the Chief of the Pro- 
bation Department was full of inter- 
est as the guests were shown how rec- 
ords were kept; and it was a pleasure 
to find the office where the Probation 
Officer, Mrs. Wellman, sees the women 
and children, a good sized, sunny, quiet 
room, which has been recently ar- 
ranged for this purpose by the Newton 
Circle. 

In the quarters of the Police Depart- 
ment on the first floor the guests were 
much entertained by seeing the pro 
cess of flnger-print recording practised 
on one of their number — and in watch- 
ing the method by which linger prints, 
left on an object, apparently invisible, 
may be detected by means of a spe- 
cially prepared chalk. In another room 
signals were coming in from the boxes 
of the patrolmen by means of a re- 
volving perforated roll of paper, in a 
way which seemed mysterious to the 
onlookers. 

Altogether the Conference was left 
with an Impression of efficiency and 
alertness, combined with kindliness 
and understanding, in the personnel 
both of tho Police Department and tho 
Court. The quarters, however, were 
crowded und inadequate, and no one 
could have failed to be convinced thut 
a new building with modern equipment 
is very much needed.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


Representative Saltonstall was one 
of the five members of the House who 
voted for the bill to allow the employ- 
ment of women beyond the 48 hours 
law during seasonal activity. Messrs. 
Hollis and Thompson voted for the ad- 
verse report of the committee and Mr. 
Lultwieler was not recorded. 

The annual bill to extend compulsory 
vaccination to pupils of private schools 
was passed by the House last week 
but waH killed in the Senate on 
Wednesday by a decisive vote. 

The antagonism which has existed 
for some time between Governor Fuller 
and members of the Legislature has 
been Increased this week by the Gov- 
ernor’s remarks concerning the mo- 
tives of some of the Senators in act- 
ing on bills to establish branch offices 
of trust companies. While the Gov- 
ernor mny have been too severe in Ills 
statements, he is certainly right in 
his contention that members of the 
Legislature ought not to vote on meas- 
ures in which they may have a finan- 
cial interest. We do not allow mem- 
bers of our city governments to act in 
such cases and certainly in the more 
important business of the State the 
same rule should apply. 

We do not also agree with the Gov- 
ernor that a general bill will always 
meet the exact situation. In nine cases 
out of ten this may be true, but when 
the tenth case comes up it should be 
treated on its merits and not thrown 
brusquely one side. This is the case 
in the reinstatement of James Mahar 
and the Legislature has acted wisely 
in passing the bill, notwithstanding 
the veto of the Governor. 

One of the most important bills of 
the session was reported last week and 
is now under consideration by the 
Way 8 and Means Committee. I refer 
to the Boston Elevated bill. While the 
committees In charge of the measure 
have not gone the full length recom- 
mended by Mr. Henry I. Hardman, it 
has reported a bill extending the lire 
of the board of control for 25 years 
(where Mr. Hardman favored 50) and 
made a few other changes, such as 
usually occur where a large number 
or members have to be pacified. All 
in all, however, the hill comes very 
near meeting the situation as outlined 
by Mr. Hardman.

LIBRARIANS MEET 


Winter Meeting Held in New West 
Newton Building 

Sixty-eight were present at the win- 
ter meeting of the Neighborhood Group 
of librarians from libraries in the vic- 
inity of Newton. Held at the new West 
Newton Branch Library, Tuesday 
morning, March 15. This number in- 
cluded representatives from the Wes- 
ton, Holliston, Watertown, Waltham, 
Way land, Natick, So. Natick, Welles- 
ley, Needham and Brookline libraries, 
nearly the full staff of the Newton 
library, and a number of guests. 

Previous to the meeting, visiting 
guests looked over the new library 
und expressed appreciation of its 
beauty and convenience. Following a 
brief business session, with Miss Mas- 
ters of the Watertown library as chair- 
man, Mrs. Florence B. Sloan, supervi- 
sor of children’s work in the Newton 
Library, conducted a round table hour 
on children’s hooks. She spoke of the 
importance of the right kind of chil- 
dren’s books, both in subject matter, 
manner of narrative, and not least in 
importance, — illustrations, — also of the 
advantages of giving children the full 
and complete editions of the clussics, 
rather than shortened or retold forms, 
however good. She mentioned the lit- 
tle Newton girl who stated positively 
that she wanted the whole book of 
DAVID COP PE It F I ELD, — not the “di- 
luted” one. Miss Cushman, school li- 
brarian at the Newton Library, gave 
an excellent list of some ten or twelve 
recent books that she has found most 
helpful in her work with the schools, 
with concise helpful information re- 
garding subjects covered, and reasons 
for the usefulness of each. 

Miss Elizabeth C. Northrup, trustee 
of the Waltham library, followed with 
viewpoints of modern Action, in which 
she discussed tendencies in recent Ac- 
tion writing, both here and in Eng- 
land, their signiAcance both to the 
older generation and to the young 
people just growing up, with illuminat- 
ing comments on a number of titles 
that have appeared within the last 
Ave, ten or 25 years, which illustrated 
the points she desired to make. Rein- 
forced by her vivid personal charm of 
manner, her keen yet kindly criticisms 
were especially valuable to the listen- 
ers, as combining both the point of 
view of the general public and that of 
library workers. 

Lunch was served in the Communi- 
ty dining room in the basement of the 
library. Members of the Group brought 
Hundwlches, which were supplemented 
by coffee, ice cream and cake served 
by the younger members of the New- 
ton staff acting as waiters, in charge of 
a competent committee, — Miss Emery, 
Mrs. Sloan, and Miss Strong. 

The next meeting of the Group will 
be In May, at the new Watertown 
branch library at East Watertown.

Among the tamed freshmen is one 
of the greatest, athletes that Newton 
hns ever produced Guy Holbrook 
Jocko had so mnny letters that he 
never needed an education, he was a 
man of letters as soon ns ho grndu 
ated. Outside of being reckoned as 
one of the foremost hockey players in 
tlie country, despite his youth, and his 
laurels gained on the football Aeld, 
and baseball diamond, besides a few 
academic honors thrown in, and some 
class offices, he has done comparative- 
ly little. Upon his entrance into High 
School he proceeded out to the rink 
at Bulloughs Pond and ever since then 
there has been a great team in the 
making each year due to the inAuence 
that he gave to the game, plus the 
coaching of Doctor Martin. He was 
on the baseball team for four years, 
being the captain his sub-senior year, 
and one of the best third basemen in 
the lengue despite his tendency to be 
erratic. Tills past summer he played 
for the Marblehead Town Team and 
was a success, covering first base, hit- 
ting for a good round Agure, and play- 
ing errorless hull. He will be unable 
to pluy for the yearlings at Cambridge 
because of his difficulty with his books 
but after the close of the spring sem 
ester, he will be all right again in nil 
probability. His work in football was 
cut short by a damaging accident re- 
ceived at Malden in his junior year, 
but he came back after one year’s 
lay-off, and developed into one of the 
most deadly pnssers in the game. He 
could kick, run, buck or pass and do 
them all surpassing well. His exhibi- 
tion in the last Brookline game that 
he played was a marvelous one when 
he successfully completed ten passes 
in a row with a gain for each one. This 
year he fought his way past a galaxy 
of stars in order to win a place on 
Eddie Casey’s freshmen team, and to 
prove himself by his great plunging 
one of the best bucks over at Harvard. 
He was one of the main cogs in a 
great Harvard team, and as they are 
all regarded as varsity timber it can 
easily be seen how he lined up with 
the rest of the crowd. On the hockey 
team for four years; he led the team 
his Anal year and demonstrated that 
lie was the Anest player in the New 
England States in his lively tussle 
with Fete Lloyd of Melrose. Always 
a scorer he coupled with that an ag- 
gravating habit of Being uble to cover 
nearly the whole rink by means of an 
elongated poke-check that constantly 
kept the opponents at bay. In his sub- 
senior yeur he took himself nway from 
athletics long enough to win a place on 
ill.- honor roll, and despite l > i ^ constant 
attention to the physical side of the 
school life he always was well up in 
his studies and was seldom in diffi- 
culty, a record that is noteworthy 
when one considers how often the ath- 
letes let the studies take care of them- 
selVes, until they And that the studies 
have taken care of them to the extent 
that there is no longer any need for 
caring. He was elected to various 
committees while at the school, being 
on the Student Council for two years 
before the new system came into be- 
ing, and then later held the Chair- 
manship of the Athletic Committee, 
and hence sat on the Executive Coun- 
cil. He also was Vice-President of his 
class liis sub-senior year, and partici- 
pated in all the important social func- 
tions that were on the calendar. This 
year at Harvard he already is recog- 
nized as one of the leading men in the 
class, and bids fair to take the place of 
George Owen, our other great alumnus 
of the Crimson. 

In the same class, and even in the 
same concrete shell-proof cellar resides 
another of t lie much-abused Harvard 
students, Maynard Moody of Newton 
proper. Although he was handicapped 
by illness ho made an enviable record 
by succeeding in rallying from the

enough and well enough to enable him 
to reach his goal which was the col- 
lege in Cambridge. He was a mem tier 
of the Legislature, an organization 
that has had little inAuence until the 
later years, and he also attained mem- 
bership in Alpha Gamma Tan for two 
years, and in like manner the French 
Club, doing excellent work in both or 
ganizatlons. He is a student, but pluys 
a fair game of tennis, and should And 
the work at college along the scholas- 
tic lines to his liking. Another mem 
her of the same class is George O’Sul 
livan of Auburndale. While at Newton 
he had little time for anything but 
study. He did, however, go out for 
hockey for two years and was carried 
the squad, playing in a number of 
games as relief to the defence men. 

In the junior class there is Duncan 
Howlett of Newton, who left the peace 
ful plains of Newton for the scene of 
the Policeman’s Paradise. While at 
Newton he was interested in all the 
extra-curricula activities that went on, 
entering into almost all the organize 
tions that there were on the roll. He 
went out for track when he was a 
sophomore, but since then has aban- 
doned the idea, and is now one of the 
best swimmers in Harvard, but due to 
a slight inadequacy in the matter of a 
pool, he has had no opportunity to 
prove his prowess. He did. however 
win a long distance race held at Alton 
Bay this past summer, competing 
against some of the best swimmers in 
this part of tlie country. He was a 
member of the English Club for two 
years, being a factor in the work of 
the organization, especially in his last 
term. He also started out with the 
Debating Club, but when this group 
decided that a new name would en- 
hance its appeal he stayed with the 
remains until it blossomed as the For- 
uni.

The English 
Club had him entered on their rolls, 
and a role in the Senior Play was Ailed 
by him. He easily stood out as a men- 
tal genius, and his maturity, and think- 
ing powers have made him a splendid 
student. Now since the officers have 
stopped chasing the students out of the 
square for the moment we will take 
time off, and return to Harvard when 
we won’t need a Doughboy’s uniform, 
or his rations either.

nounced. Tickets may be had by ap- 
plying to the chairman of the Ameri- 
can Home Committee, Mrs. George M.

Mrs. Richardson announced a meet- 
ing which should bo of great interest 
to mothers of nil High School girls. 
This is to be held at the new High 
School building, April 5th, at. 2:50, to 
promote a deeper Interest in mothers 
and daughters and the girls are to 
furnish t he entertainment and intro- 
duce all guests to the new school. 

Mrs. Howard O. Winslow, chairman 
of the Public Henlth Committee, ex- 
plained the free school clinics and the 
new advisory council planned by the 
Board of Health, which is to be com- 
posed of members of tin* various or- 
ganizations of Newton. A definite plan 
for helping mothers of pre-school chil- 
dren has been formed, among which 
clinics are to be held three times a 
week in the different sections of the 
city, to prepare the little ones by tests 
and advise for entrance Into school 
later. 

The Health Committee plans to hold 
meetings in different sections for 
mothers, where a doctor and two 
nurses will he in attendance to in- 
struct and advise. These meetings 
start early in April and the clinics 
start April 26th. 

Miss Carolyn A. Buttes spoke of 
the work and needs of the Welfare Bu- 
reau, and impressed anew the wonder- 
ful scope of this work and the person- 
al sense of responsibility to aid and 
co-operate. She showed this to be a 
vital part of Newton life and, socinl 
health, and that every woman in New- 
ton should do her share in supporting 
it, and in making it better known. 

Mrs. Bertrand E. Taylor spoke to 
emphasize the need of a better un- 
derstanding and appreciation of the 
Welfare Bureau. 

Mr. Halliday spoke of the plan to 
have an all-Newton concert, to he 
given by the “Royal Welsh Ladies,” 
the proceeds to go to the Welfare Bu- 
reau. If this is done the whole city 
should support it and help to make it 
a rousing success. 

Miss Meyer of the Massachusetts 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children told most graphically of the 
work of that great society, and of their 
desire to help and co-operate with 
Newton organizations where their 
work is needed. 

Mrs. Walter Van Patten Steiger, 
chairman of the Education Commit- 
tee, announced a meeting to be held 
Thursday, April 14th, in the High 
School hall, at 8 o’clock to which ev- 
eryone is invited. A list of the speak- 
ers and details of the meeting will be 
found in the Graphic later. 

Mrs. Van Patten Steiger introduced 
as the afternoon’s speaker, Mr. Ernest 
Herman, who has done such a great 
work in Newton playgrounds. His 
plea for the development of the physi- 
cal health of the young child, as a 
basis for normal growth in character, 
intellect, and morals, In later years, 
was most, eloquent. He urged the need 
of tasks, fitted to the child’s needs and 
interests from early babyhood; he 
spoke of the value of outdoor educa- 
tion at every age, the need to give play 
and tasks that would call into play 
the large muscles of the child, and so 
prepare for the development of im- 
agination, concentration, and judg- 
ment. Everyone was sorry to have Mr. 
Herman’s talk close and the meeting 
ended as a most satisfactory and help- 
ful treat.

Situated on Woronoco Heights, 
the tract, contains 33 3-4 acres, one- 
half of which is open land to lie plant- 
ed to pine, while the other half is un- 
developed woodland. 

A happy suggestion meeting with 
much favor umong western state dub 
women is, that a grove be cleared In 
the spring as a meeting place and a 
campfire oven built, where dub folk 
may gather for the annual district pic- 
nic and in smaller groups.

Minnie T. Mallory of Springfield, two 
acres, credited to Hampden County 
Women’s Club in memory of her father 
and her husband; one acre, credited 
to Early Morning Club of Springfield, 
in honor of Mrs. Julia Judd; one-half 
acre from Deerfield Woman’s Club; 
$5.00 from Charlemont Woman’s Club; 
one-half acre, credited to Turner Falls 
Woman’s Club, In memory of Mrs. Em- 
ma Leary, a past President; one acre, 
cerdlted to South Deerfield Women’s 
Club, In memory of Mrs. A. M. Rice, 
a charter member of that club and 
for many years president. 

These additional gifts make the total 
number subscribed 26% acres. 

The happy, generous idea may gain 
other advocates, when this becomes 
known among other owners of such 
timber land, so that all districts in the 
Federation may have such forest acre 
age.

Ills retirement on account of age in 
1920. Since that time, he has been 
In the insurance business. 

Mr. Haskell has been active in the 
i religious and philanthropic life of the 
! city. He has been for years a de- 
voted member of Eliot Church, pres- 
ident of the Rebecca Pomroy Home 
for Orphan Girls, a director in the 
Newton Home for Aged People, a 
former director in the Newton Y. M. 
C. A., and treasurer of the Norum- 
bega Sunday School Association. He 
was also a member of the Hunnewell 
and Albemarle Golf clubs. 

Always genial In manner, always 
cheerful in his outlook on life, Mr. 
Haskell had won for himself a wide 
circle of frientls who will deeply 
mourn his death. 

Mr. Haskell is survived by his 
widow, a son. Guy Haskell and a 
daughter, Miss Jennie Haskell, all of 
whom reside in Binghamton. N. Y.

DEATH OF MR. COOLEY

from Newton Corner to Newton High- 
lands and Newton Upper Falls. He 
does not want the proposed bus line 
threatened with failure by being 
routed to Waban. 

Alderman Hodgdon, having ascer- 
tained that the Newton Corner-Wa- 
ban route, was proposed by the M. & 
B. officials, suggeested that the new 
line be routed to Oak Hill. He said, 
“It is a wonderful scheme to prevent 
the establishing of a regular line 
to Newton Centre.” He advocated a 
direct line to the Highlands and Up- 
per Falls, and criticised the M. & B. 
because of the present schedules un- 
der which it operates the buses and 
cars. Mr. Hodgdon asserted "that one 
will wait 20 minutes for a car or bus, 
aud then several will come along." 
Alderman Hawkins defended the of- 
ficials of the M. & B., stating "that be 
believed them sincere in endeavoring 
to give Newton the best transportation 
facilities they can.” Alderman Greb- 
ensteln echoed Mr. Hawkins’ remarks, 
and suggested that the M. & B. be re- 
quested to route the new line through 
the Highlands and along Woodward 
street. Alderman Gallagher advocated 
that new bus lines be routed to afford 
ready transportation between all vil- 
lages of the city. He commented 
"If the M. & B. does not wish to run 
a bus line from Newton Corner to 
the Centre and Highlands, there are 
others willing to start such a line." 

Aldeman Favinger favored the line 
running to Newton Highlands, but ob- 
served it will duplicate the line run- 
ning from that village to Lake street. 
Alderman Bail stated there would be 
no real duplication, and objected to 
Highland residents being compelled 
to transfer at Newton Centre, after 
having ridden but a few’ minutes in 
one bus. 

The Transportation Committee of 
the aldermen will confer with officials 
of the M. & B. next week, and it is 
hoped that at the next meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen, that a petition 
will be received from the M. & B. ask- 
ing for a permit to run a bus line from 
Newton Corner to the south side 
of the city.

ALDERMANIC MEETING 


(Continued from Page 1) 


stated that the proposed storage and 
use of the petroleum liquids, will In- 
jure the neighborhood. Robert Pet- 
ers of 37 Buttrick street, protested. He 
snid. # “My home is the nearest house 
to the paint factory: there will be an 
awful smell of gasoline, the Insurance 
rates will be raised, and the value of 
my property depreciated." Alderman 
Hodgdon asked Peters, "How near do 
you live to the proposed factory?” 
Mr. Peters replied, “About 300 feet.” 
The alderman also questioned him as 
to whether or not he resided in New- 
ton or Waltham, or paid taxes In New- 
ton. Peters answered that his prop- 
erty was partly in Newton, and that 
he pays taxes in this city. It would 
seem that the Ward 5 alderman was 
inclined to differentiate between New- 
ton residents and persons living just 
over the border. Another objector was 
Airs. Wentworth of Somerville, who 
owns two lots of land adjoining the 
new paint factory. Joseph M. Cormier 
of Riverview avenue, Waltham, owns 
land nearby the proposed location of 
the kerosene and naphtha tanks. He 
told the aldermen “that he had been 
gassed twice In the World War, and 
that if the permit is granted for the 
use of the petroleum liquids on Rum- 
ford avenue, he will be unable to build 
on his land, as he cannot stand the 
fumes from the factory." 

During the long recess held by the 
aldermen, this petition was discussed. 
When the Board had re-convened. Al- 
derman Hodgdon moved that the peti- 
tion be granted, without having it re- 
ferred to the License Committee for 
investigation, as is customary. Chair- 
man Hawkins of the License Commit- 
tee for investigation, as is customary. 
Chairman Hawkins of the License 
Committee objected to this matter be- 
ing rushed through, in view of the sev- 
eral protests received against it. 
Chairman Madden of the Claims and 
Rules Committee called attention to 
the fact that the proposed Industry on 
Rumford avenue Is one of the fifty- 
two lines of industry forbidden by the 
zoning ordinance of this city. He 
snid, “This matter should be given suf- 
ficient consideration; It is bad pol- 
icy to pass It at this meeting.” 

City Solicitor Bartlett was called 
upon to clarify the situation. He told 
the aldermen “that the Board of Ap- 
peals have the right to permit the 
establishment of certain Industries 
forbidden by the Zoning Ordinance 
that this body had ruled favorably on 
the granting of a permit to the River- 
side Paint & Varnish Company to con- 
duct its business in this city; and 
that none of the abuttors had appear- 
ed before the Board of Appeals to ob- 
ject to the granting of this permit.” 

Alderman Noone of Ward 4 favored 
the immediate granting of the permit. 
He explained the location, of the paint 
factory, on filled-in land situated in 
the swamp between Lexington street 
and the Charles River. He stated that 
three factories are built between the 
site of the tanks and possible house 
sites, and that any person building 
a home In this section shows very poor 
judgment. Alderman Gallagher said 
“It will be a great injustice to hold up 
the granting of this permit any long- 
er. There is nothing used in connec- 
tion with the factory to which objec- 
tion is raised except low grade petro- 
leum solvents. No chances will be 
taken except with the mosquitos, and 
the petroleum products will sterilize 
vored the granting of the permit, stat- 
the swamp.” Alderman Favinger fa 
ing that to delay It until the follow- 
ing meeing would be working a great 
injustice on the Paint and Varnish 
Company, as it might destroy a year 
of business for the concern. 

Aldermen Aladden and Baker pro- 
tested against the matter being rushed 
through. Air. Baker advocated the in- 
vestigation of the petition carefully, 
because of the amount of inflammable 
liquids which will be stored on Rum- 
ford avenue. A vote was then taken 
on the question of sustaining Chair- 
man Hawkins of the License Commit- 
tee in his efforts to have the matter 
given the usual investigation, and pre- 
vent. it being railroaded through at the 
same meeting at which the hearing 
was held. The aldermen voting t<> 
proceed with this matter in the cus 
tomary way, and delay action upon it 
until the following meeting, were — 
Bail. Earle, Madden, Hawkins, Gordon, 
Baker, Fitts, Wakefield and DeMille. 
Those voting in the negative were — 
Gallagher, Grobenstein, Collins, Noone, 
Heathcote, Favinger, Hodgdon. Bliss, 
Pratt and Weeks. The motion was 
then made to grant the permit and it 
was passed with an almost unanimous 
vote. 

George Ebell asked that a sewer be 
constructed in Rockland place to ser- 
vice the house at number 63. A let 
ter of protest against this improve- 
ment was received from Alargherita 
Tellini. On the petition for a sewer 
in Essex road, Chestnut hill, protests 
were received from Rose Lee Gray, 
Isabella Mumford and Leveret t Sal- 
stonstall. L. B. Esmond and Albert 
Steffens asked for the construction of 
a sewer in Whittier road, Newtonville. 
Ira Nelson opposed by letter. A let- 
ter was received from A. AI. Cook op- 
posing a sewer in Alonaduock road, 
Chestnut Hill. A petition for tuking 
laud for a public subway at the Eliot 
depot was received. 

The re-appolntmeut of William J. 
Doherty as Registrar of Voters for 
three years, was confirmed. So was 
the appointment of Oscar Reed as an 
assistant assessor. Mr. Heed was ap- 
pointed on the original list of assistant 
assessors. Then his oppointmout was 
withdrawn by the Mayor becuuso he 
had boon inadvertently appointed in 
place of Willis Hadlock, so when the 
Mayor reappointed Mr. Hadlock, Mr.
